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| À GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 
Fellow-Citizens of the Senute, : 


and House of Representstives: f i 
It affords me mnch pleasure to congratulate you upon the happy prospects 
under which you have assembled; although a portion of our citizens have in 
some measure labored under temporary embarrassments and in some portions“ 
i of the State during the last year from the failure of their crops; yet through 
the interposition of an overruling Providence the labors ofthe husbandman 
during the present season, have been crowned with unusual success. Our me- 
chanics find profitable employment, and all classes of our citizens are enjoying 
that degree of happiness which flows from peace, health and general abun- 
dance. Our unceasing and devout gratitude is due to a kind and beneficent 
Providenée for h:s manifold blessings and for his superintending care and pro- _ 
tection. i 

I regret to inform you that since your last session the harmony of our rela- 
tions with a neighboring government has been disturbed so seriously as to in- 
duce a resort to military interference. 

In pursuance of the provisions of a law passed at your last session, the She- 
riff of Clark county proceeded’to collect the revenué from a certain district of 
country attached to that county. 

In the peaceable exercise of his official duties under the laws ofthis State, 
he was met by the threats and opposition of some of the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict of land immediately adjacent to our Northern line, and he was warned to 
desist from the further prgsecution of his duties under a penalty consequent 
upon a violation of the laws gf the Territory of Iowa to which it was pretend- 
ed this district of right belonged. Information having been at the same time 
communicated to the Governor of the Territory of Iowa, he thereupon issued 

. a Proclamation, denying the title of this State to the occupancy and dominion 
of that portion of its rightful domain, claiming the same for the Territory a- 
foresaid, authorizing the arrest and trial before the judicial tribunals of lowa 
of all persons who shall within the said.district attempt to exercise any official 
function not granted nor sechred by the laws of the Territory, and calling up- 
on all the citizens of lowa to be vigilant in the detection and arrest of all such 
alledged offenders. To this!it was replied by the Exeeutive of Missouri, that 
the jurisdiction whieh was, claimed by the Territory was unwarranted, that 
the exercise of the duties by the officers of Clark county was in conformity not 
only to the laws of Missouri enacted after a diligent examination of its title, and 

~—aith 4 full knowledge of the Territorial authorities, but was in perfect accor- 
dance-with the constitutional and ceded limits of the State. Instructiotis were 
also issued to the civil officers of the counties adjoining our Northern voun- - 
dary, to proceed in the discharge of their duties, and in case of any interrup- 
tion by persons claiming not to be citizens of this State, and denying its juris- 
diction, that they call to their aid the power of their county, and act in other 
respects in accordance with the laws of this State in relation to riots and un- 
iawful assemblies. While such instructions were given, the officers of this 
State were also expressly cautioned and directed so to execute their respec- 
tive functions as to ereate no unnecessary excitement, and to use their utmost 
efforts, cousistently with law, to suppress any needless collision, to maintain 
an amicable feeling with the citizens of this State and of the Territory of Iowa, 
and in ail respects to conform strictly and literally to the laws of this State. 
While proceeding under these directions, and in the peaceable exercise of 
| his legal functions, the Sheriff ofthe county of Clark was resisted, and pre- 
= $ parations were made for his arrest; he however retreated, and called upon the 

è iulitia for support. 

: f Information of these proceedings were conveyed to the Executive of this 

#* State by the Major General of that division, who was directed to furnish a 

sufficient force tothe Sherif "Clark county, to enable kim to procecd in the 
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discharge of his duties, and to take into custody any person or persons found 
within the limits of this State in open resistance to its laws. Under the influ- 
ence of a strong desire that the rights of our State should be maintained, firm- 
ly, yet mildly, the commanding officer of the división was authorized to eall to 
his aid, ifnecessary, assistance from other divisions, while he was at the same 
time directed to use the utmost caution.to prevent any unnecessary collision 
with the authorities or citizens of lowa, and only in ease the laws of the State 
were resisted by an armed force too strong to be overcome by the ordinary 
owers conferred upon the civil officers, to resist force-by force, and cause the 
eae to be faithfully executed, and the.integrity of our territory maintained. 
in the meantime the Sheriff of Clark county had been seized by an armed 
force, carried into the Territory of Iowa, and there held in imprisonment by 
its legally constituted authorities, while engaged peaceably in collecting the 
revenue in the district of country thus brought into dispute. Under this state 
of things, a series of resoliitions were adopted by the Territorial council of 
Iowa, requesting the Executive of this State to authorise a suspension of hos- 
tilities on the part of Missouri, until the first day of July last, with a view of 


having the difficulty adjusted by the action of Congress. A copy of the said - 


resolutions were also sent by the Council to the county court af Clark county, 
and adopted by that body. An order was then issued from that court to the 
general officer, directing him to disband the forces under his command, with 
which order he complied. When the resolutions were presented to me for 
approval, I immediately expressed my unqualified dissent. I could not for 
one instant, recognize as obligatory the assumed ground, that Congress could 
by any means interfere with, or alter the constitutional limits of this State. 
While I expressed my serious regret that the kindred interests of the eitizens 
of this State and Iowa, were of necessity about to be dissevered, that I had no 


authority to suspend the execution of any law, which power had been wisely ` 


conferred upon a different department of our government; that I felt myself 
constrained to order that no suspension of the civil and military functions un- 
der the laws of this State be allowed within its rightful limits, and called upon 
all the officers of this State, civil and military, that they should use all legal 
means in their power to prevent any violation oflaw or exercise of foreign ju- 


risdiction within our limits, and that they exercise to the full extent their res-. ” 


pective duties, in conformity with the laws of this State. 
Since the date of that proclamation, I am pleased to inform you, that no fur- 
ther disturbance has oceurred’ on our northern line, which has called for 


the interference of the authority of the Executive, er the military force of the - 


State. 

As the history of the dispute, and the mede of designation of our northern 
boundary were communicated to the last session of the legislature, I deem it 
unnecessary to enter into any detail of the facts connected therewith. If the 


_ Legislature should, however, consider it necessary, I beg leave to refer them 


to my last message, and the accompanying documents, to show that the boun- 
dary line which we claim as the termination of our territory on thé north, is in 


Strict conformity with the ceded and constitutional limits of this State, that it 
cannot in any manner be construed to trench on the limits of the Territory of 4 


Iowa; that its designation was made with a just and open comparison of the 
rights ofthe territory, and after a full and fair notice of the time when the sur- 
vey would be instituted by the authorities of this State, and after a formal in- 
vitation to the general government to participate in the proceeding. I cannot, 
here, however, pause in the history of this whole proceeding, without express- 
ing to you the surprise which I feel that this State should never have been fur- 
nished with a copy or plat of the line which was afterwards made by a commis- 
sioner appointed by the United States, and which forms the foundation-of the 
claim of lowa to the territory in dispute. - 

The increasing importance ahd population of the territory of Iowa will 
doubtless very shortly be made the ground ofan application fer its admission 
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into the Union as a sovereign and independent State, and the Governor of that 
territory has brought the subject to the attention of their legislative body- 
The consent of Congress cannot and ought not long to be withheld, whenever 
the territory shall prove itself entitled to take an equal rank among the States 
of our confederacy, and in this point of view it becomes spaniels important, 
that this question should be definitely settled. - It would be far better that the 
question of boundary should be settled by Congress upon the admission of 
Jowa into the Union, than that it should be left unadjusted, and remain a 
ground of immediate controversy so soon as lowa should assume the authority 
`- and rank of a sovereign State. i 
„In ratifying the constitution which the people of that territory may submit 
for approval, the Congress of the United States should be urged to regard 
the integrity of our domain, and so to limit the government of the new State 
as not to intrude a foreign jurisdiction upon our soil. To this end I would 
suggest the propriety of a remonstrance on the part of the legislature of 
this State against the exercise of any power or right of interference on the 
part of Congress to limit the extent of our boundary; and also against the 
admission of Iowa into the Union except upon a full and perfect regard 
for the integrity of our territory, and the rightful extent of our constitu- 
tional domain. I feel no hesitation in believing that such a declaration of 
our rights, and of the reasons on which we base them, will effectually re- 
\ move the doubt, if any exists, as to the justice of our title, and will post- 
pone the ratification of the boundary line of Iowa, to the proper and final 
adjustment of our own. | 2 7 
N In the meantime I would also suggest that the title of this State be main- 
tained to the fullest extent tothe ground claimed by Iowa, and which was 
at your last session declared a part of the State of Missouri by an act foun- 
ded upon the examination and report of skilful surveyors. Independent of 
the mutual relations of protection and support existing between this govern- - 
ment and its citizens residing in the territory thus brought into dispute, this 
State should not recede except upon the strongest evidence of error from_ 
the position in which ithas ben placed by a clear examination of its rights, 
by the plain letter of the constitution and voice of its legislature declared af- 
ter an exhibition of the most satisfactory testimony. 

The splendid edifice which has been prepared for your reception com- 
mands the attention and admiration of every beholder; not a stranger vis- 
its our seat of government, cither from the east or from the west, from the - 
north or from the south, but whose attention is forcibly arrested by its 
grand and magnificent exterior, by the justness ofits proportions, the con- _ 
venience of its internal aeaa i the durability of the material, the 

—- beautiful and chaste style of its architecture and the very complete and su- 
erior workmanship of the whole structure. Placed upon the summit of a 
ofty promontory that commands a most extended view of our noble river, 

the Capitol of Missouri stands unrivalled in the west, a proud monument 
of the taste and liberality of her citizens. The architect who designed the 
building and superintended ithe construction and the gentleman who so 
faithfully executed the work, deserve that credit which an enlightened com- 
munity will ever accord to'merit, skill and industry. It will require an 
additional a propriation to fully complete the building and enclose the’ 
grounds. “The commissioners will-in due time submit their report showing 
among other things the amount already expended and the contracts exist- 
ing, and now in progress for the completion of the work, to which permit — 
me to refer you. I cannot close this subject without urging upon you the_ 
necessity of providing for the appointment of some sober and discreet per- 
soa as a guard, whose duty it should be at all times to keep astrict watch 
ever the building to prevent injury to the same either from accident or 
negugence. The small expense attending this matter can well be justified 
by tue great value of the building and the safety-of the public archives. 
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Since your last session, li University- of this State has been Toeated, and | 


the necessary buildings are now in a rapid state of progress. Under the 
provisions of a law passed by the last General Assembly, ’the tfgwn of Co- 


lumbia, in the county of Boone, was selected asthe permanent site of this ° 


institution. The public spirit that, induced its citizens to bid so liberally for 
the privilege of its erection within the borders of their county, forms 
the strongest assurance, that there, its welfare will be carefully consulted, 
and its interests warmly cherished. 

It has long been a matter of reproach to our State, that with the ‘liberal 
donation of Congress, and the accumulated fund for the support of a sem- 
inary of learning, no provision was ever made for the education among our~ 
selves, of our youth in the higher branehes of science, and that for the 
proper acquisition of this knowledge oyr citizens were indebted to foreign 
institutions. Itforms a subject of congratulation that this reproach can no 
longer rest upon us, but can be met by the fact that. our energies haye 
been excited in the cause of advanced education, and that our zeal in its 
behalf has been manifested by our determination to concentrate intelligence 
among us. It is a strong evidence of the improved condition and increasing 
importance of our State, that we have had the honor to rear the first institu- 
tion of this character on this side of the mighty father of-waters. 

In consequence of its recent organization and the incomplete condition of 
the buildings, the University has not as yet gone into operation. Itis believed 
that during the next year it will be open for the admission of pupils-—Great in- 
convenience has been experienced in consequence of the frequent absence of 
many of the curators, at important meetings of their board, which has been 
partly occasioned by the distance of their residence from the site of the insti- 
tution. I would recommend to the legislature the selection of such gentlemen 
as curators, who reside so near to the University as to render their attendance « 
at the annual or appointed meetings of the board a matter of little personal in- 
convenience; very little good can result from the choice of such gentlemen as 
curators, whose residences are so remote from the University as to cause thejr 
absence from every meeting of the board.—A sufficient number of gentlemen 
can be found in the county of Boone and in the counties immediately ad- 
jacent whose interest in the cause will prompt and whose vicinity to the 
institution will ensure their certain attendance.—The curators I would al- 
so suggest, should not be required to serve without an adequate ‘com- 
pensation. Under the present system which allows no remuneration to 


these officers, they are expected to absent themselves from their homes 


and pursuits; and at some pecuniary loss, to bestow their time and care 
on the affairs and interests of a public institution. ‘This should not be— 
the duty which the law imposes on them is delicate and highly important. 
The future and entire interests of an institution, which the State should 
cherish with the same fondness as its independence, depend entirely for 
good or ill, on the enlightened and proper course of those who are chosen 
to conduct it. It is not right that gentlemen whose zeal for the cause of 
science, and whose attainments have induced their selection as curators 
by the legislature, should in addition to the tax of a journey and an ab- 
sence from home incur at the same time a pecuniary sacrifice. I would 
suggest-to you the propriety of rendering those officers of the State some 
compensation for their services, even though that compensation should not 
be extended beyond their expences incurred. j 

The Secretary of State will in due time communicate to the General 
Assembly the report of the Board of Curators which by law is required 
to be deposited in his office, to which I refer you, and recommend to 
your attention the suggestions therein contained. 

I am gratified in being enabled to inform you of the immense accession. 
to the population and wealth of our State since the last census. An un- 
exampled emigration from our sister states, and from Europe, has found 
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its way into our borders, and has served to people to a very great degree 
the vast and hitherto unoccupied expanses of our fertile territory. The 
blessings which this increase of our population has produced have not 
been confined altogether to any particular section of our state, but have 
extended in some degree to every portion of it. To this matter which 
forms a subject of cordial congratulation, your earliest attention is direct- 
ed. It is.an act of justice that this increase of population should be en- 
titled to all the privileges that have been heretofore accorded to older 
emigrants, and which the constitution warrants them in demanding at your 
hands. It will be seen from the returns submitted to you that-very sensi- 


‘ble alterations have occurred in the proportionate population of the differ- 


ent sections of the State since the last census. A number of counties 
have slowly advanced in this respect, whilst many others have progressed 
with a rapidity hitherto unexampled. The constitution of our State in an- 


ticipation of the immense increase of, our population has very properly - 


made it the basis of representation; and has wisely rendered it incumbent 
on the General Assembly once in every four years to rectify the unavoid- 
able inequalities of the system. On you then, gentlemen, of the General 


Assembly, devolves this duty, and as the constitution has very plainly de- * 


fined your duties on this behalf, it leaves me nothing to recommend ex- 
cept the correction of the present inequalities and the diffusion of justice 
to those interested. - 

Intimately connected with this subject is the formation of new counties, 
which I cannot too carnestly recommend to your speedy and serious at- 
tention, dependent partly on the same causes that have produced such 
striking inequalities in the representation, this matter for similar reasons 
appeals to you for correction. It is unnecessary for me to enumerate 
the many and great inconveniences which the citizens of newly settled | 
eountries labor under for the want of municipal privileges; the most of, 
you are well acquainted with them. a | 

> As the constitution of our State has limited the number of Representa- | 
tives and Senators and at the same time has allowed one Representative | 
to each county, it will become necessary in fixing the ratio of representa- 
tion, so to increase it as to provide means for the organization of such 


new counties as to you may seem to be demanded by the improved con- | 


dition and the increasing population of the country. I feel myself justified 
in recommending this subject as one of your earliest duties. 

The superintendent of common ‘schools will, I presume, in due time sub- 
mit to the legislature a report showing the condition of that department, 


and Will doubtless suggest such amendments or alterations, of the present 
law as his experience may have found necessary. In connection with this 
subject and as an auxiliary movement in effecting the great object of pros- 
ecuting successfully our system of common schools, I’ would suggest that 
the funds which have arisen from the sale of the sixteenth sections and 
what may hereafter arise from the same source, shall be collected and in- 
vestigated separately in the stock of our state bank, for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of each respective congressional township agreeably to the amount 
belonging to such township. The manner in which these funds are now 
loaned, subject them to severe loss; in many counties they are in the hands 
of but few individuals and the mass of the people derive no benefit- from 
them; were they concentrated, the sum would be large, and the investment 
in bank stock would increase their security and be “a more certain and 
easy mode of distributing the proceeds among the respective townships. 
The whole amount of this fund in the State is estimated at between three 
and four hundred thousand dollars; this, added to that portidn of the com- 
mon school fund already invested in bank stock, together with all monies 
which may hereafter arise from the unsold lands, would soon amount to a 


sum sufficiently large to enable the legislatūre to prosecute the system 
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successfully; in their, present divided state little good. can be ‘effected. I 
would recommend the whole subject to your earnest ‘consideration. ` The - 
act of the last session, providing for the organization, support and govern- 
ment of common schools, appears to be somewhat complicated in its pro- 
visions; it might perhaps be simplified and condensed in such a manner äs 
‘to enable it to be more easily understood. As an argument in favor of in- 
vestments in bank over any other mode, you will discover from the “Aud- 
itor’s report that upwards of one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars 
have been added to the original amount of the fund accruing from bank 
dividends. : 
In pursuance of an act óf. the last General Assembly a portion of the Sa- 
line reservations belonging to the State have been disposed of at fair pri- 
ces, and the amount invested in bank stock for-the benefit of the . State 
school fund agreeably to law. - : i 
You will discover from the řeport of the Auditor that the dividends ac- 
cruing to the various funds, have all been reinvested as provided by law 
in the stock of the State bank except the dividends accruing on the State 
stock which have been applied by the bank to the payment of the inter- 
est on our State bonds, with the exception of the sum invested for the ben- 
-efit of the sinking fund. : 
The amendments to the charter of the bank required the Treasurer to 
subscribe on the part of the State for the residue of all the stock except 
what portion might have been taken by individuals—this provision con- 
flicted with other laws requiring the reinvestment of the dividends of the 
- various funds in said stock. It being impossible to comply with both, it 
was thought best that the Treasurer should subscribe for only one million 
of the stock for the use of the State, leaving the residue subject to invest- 
ments of accruing dividends. It would be well to amend the charter in 
this particular, and suffer the residue of the stock to remain open, ‘subject 
to investments of this clraracter. cs Ti 
The report of the condition of the bank and its branches will be in due 
time laid before you, by the committee appointed to examine its affairs, to 
„which I beg leave to refer you. za 
I have great satisfaction in pointing out to you the'high and honorable 
conduct of the Bank of Missouri, in continuing to redeem all her obligations, 
- with specie, and in resisting the second suspension of the Banks, which, be- 
ginning in Philadelphia, in the fallof 1839, so rapidly spread over the south 
and west. To this contagious example the Bank of Missouri proved.to be 
a barrier and an exception, and in sô doing has not only gained honorable 
distinction, but has shown how easy it.is for the banks of any State to re- 
sist those suspensions, and thus enable each State to preserve the standard 
of value, and maintain the sanctity of contracts within her limits. Nor has 
the benefit of this conduct of the bank of Missouri been limited to honor. - 
and instruction. It has been beneficial to the interests of the whole State, as « 
is exemplified in the preservation of specie among us, inthe vast increase of» 
business and ,population, and in the fair“ prices which are paid for labor, pro-" 
duce and property. It is probable that the State of Missouri is more rapidl¥ 
increasing in the elements of wealth and strength than any State in the Union, 
and that the city of St. Louis is the most flourishing. 

To this honorable conduet of the Bank of Missouri in fulfilling with punctu- 
ality all her engagements to individuals, may also be added equal praise for 
fulfilling her obligations to the federal government. It is known that this Bank 
has been for years the fiscal agent of the United States, and in that capacity 
has been entrusted with the collection; safe keeping and disbursement of im- 
mense sums; all which has been paid out as ondared by the government. And ' 

I feel authorized in saying that the business between the Bankand the federal 
treasusy is now closing up, and that every dollar due it will be punctually paid 
as called for. i ; l 
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_. This honorable conduct on ihe part of the Bank has given it character and 
credit, and qualified it to become useful to the State; provided it is freed from 
the sinister operations of unconstitutional banking, by unauthorized institutions 
within our limits. . Al that I have said in relation to the Bank, applies also to 
ihe branches, and is intended to include them. l 

I have.been advised that all the surveys and examinations directed to be 
made by the act of the last icgislature, have been completed, with the excep- | 
tion of about thirty, miles of the Merimec river, nearest its mouth, where the 
levels and soundings only remain to be taken. 

The survey for a Rail road from St. Louis to the Iron Mountain, resulted in 
the attainment of a route passing very centrally ¢ through the Mineral Region,” 
as prescribed by thé lazisiatwre. Tie very broken and irregular country over - . 
which this improvement is compelled to pass, will make its construction 
so very expensive as to cford litile reason io expect any pecuniary remuner- 
ation.to the State for capital it might invest in this enterprise. 

The examination of theMerimiec River has shown that that stream cannot be 
improved, so as to admit ofnavigation without resort to a connected series of 
locks atid dams which would be expensive in their construction; and which 
from the great fall in the stream, would be so frequent as to render the navi- 
gation of little value by reason of the delay and expense they would occasion; 
and connected with the extremely tortuous course of the river, would effectu- 
ally precinde the usc of steam on its waters. An independent canal, with its 
levels so adjusted as to afford the greatest manufacturing facilities, appears to 
be the best and indeed the only proper kind of improvement for the valley of 
this stream, but from the rugged nature of its banks, the cost of such a work 
will be too great to afford any prospect of sufficient remuneration to the State, 
to induce it at this time to engage in the enterprise. 


The improvement of Sdlt River can. be effected bya connected series of 
locks and dams, but at too heavy an expense (compared with the benefits to ba 
derived from the improvement, ) to justify the undertaking—the estimate is a: 
bout four. hundred thousand ‘doNars. In connection with this subject it is: 
proper to call attention to the fact ihat dams have been, and others are being 
constructed by individuals across this stream without any provision for the pas- 
sage of boats. Salt River has been recognized asa navigable stream by the 
general government, and also declared to be so by positive enactment of the 
legislature of this Stale, and it is but reasonable that individuals in the erection 
of their dams, should be compelled to so construct them as not to obstruct 


its navigation. 


“From the survey of the Osage River it has bech ascertained that it ean be 
readily improved, so as to afford a certain navigation for boats of an hundred 
tons burthen during all times of ordinary full water, of 231 miles. The cost. 
uf this improvement is estimated to exceed but little if any $200,000. 

North Grand River, itis ascertained can be. made navigable for steam 
boats of light draught from its mouth to the forks—a distance of sixty-nine 
miles, at|the estimated expense of about twenty thousand dollars. From the 
forks to a point on the west fork opposite Gallatin in Davis county, a distance 
of forty-one miles, there is too little water to warrant the attempt to make the 
natural chaanel of the river navigable. 

It thug appears that 231 miles of steam boat navigation of the Osage, and 
sixty-nine of Grand River, making in all 300 miles, can be effected by the ex- 
pense of pbout $220,000, a sum when compared with the extent and impor- 
tance of these improvements, altogether inconsiderable, did the financial con- 
dition of pur State at the present time justify tha expenditure; this however 
will be for the legislature io determine. The amount appropriated at the last 
session, for the purpose of conducting the reconnoisances and surveys of the 
several projects alluded to, hasbeen expended, with the exception of a small 
amount Yemaining in the hands of the commissioners. The loan was obtained 
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from the bank of the State of Missouri, upon’ the terms of the act òf Assembly, 
and the bonds of the State have beeh issued for the amount... . © >- © j

I feel it my duty to call your attenfion to the course pursued ‘by various 
Insurance Companies in the city of St. Louis, that have been chartered by 
the legislature. If I am correctly informed (cf which I entertain’ no “doubt: 
whatever,) they have been engaged in every ramification of the system’ of: 
banking with the exception- of issuing a circulating medium. ‘ Although 
the power to issue a circulating medium of their own for which they coul 
be held responsible has not been granted to them, still they exercise the 
privilege of circulating the notes of foreign banks to as full-an extent as 
if they were the legally established agencies of those institutions, -thus 
flooding the country with an irredeemae currency for the liquidation of 
which they are in no wise responsibl<; to the great peril of the innocent 
holders of this paper, and in opposition’ fo the interest of the only constitu- 
tional corporation which can exercisesbanking privileges within our limits 
and in which the pubic funds are so largely invested. ee 
Under our constitution there can be but one banking company and its 
branches established in this State, to be in operation at the same time, 
and the State must own at least a moiety of the capital stock. The le- 
gisiature in chartering the various Insurance Companies sedulously avoided 
extending to them banking privileges. Notwithstanding this precaution on 
the part of the legislature these companies have been carrying on/an €x- 
tensive system of banking contrary, in my opinion, to the true intent and 
spirit of their charters.—Should the legislature in granting those “charters 
have overlooked or suffered pona to creep into them under color'of 


which they have assumed the exercise of powers not intended to be gran- - 


ted, and in violation of the true intent and meaning of the ‘constitution, 


then it becomes’ your duty to remedy the evil as speedily as possible. . To -

The decisions however under this law are circulated ina ` 
de so perishable and to an extent so limited as to render the relief but 
sartial. : 
It has long been a matter of complaint that the publication and distribution . 
of the decisions of this tribunal are delayed so long that it is nearly a year after 
the rendition of the opinion before the principles that it has decided are gene- 
rally known. This is necessarily attended with great inconvenience, excessive 
expense and delay of justice to the parties interested. ; 

n addition to this the decisions how correctly soever they may be copied 
for the newspapers, are not submitted for correction to the superintendence of 
any competent person, and are issued hastily and withiouethe necessary at-° 
tention which should be bestowed upon adjudications so important. In con- 
sequence, the evident design of the law is not, and cannot r this way be fully’ 
completed. By a concentration of the court this evil will be corrected as far 
as it is possible. The copy of the decisions can be prepared under the im- 
mediate control and supervision of the Reporter who could not else bestow 
that attention and care on the various modes of publication ordered by the le- 
gislature which their importance demands. |, 

I have cited this as an additional reason to those mentioned in my last mes- _ 
sage to which I refer you, why the court should be concentrated. I trust that ` 
you may find this subject presenting itself to you in the same light in which I 


~ regard it, and that you may think with me that a law rendering this tribunal 


stationary will be productive of increased despatch in its business, a more ra- 
pid and correct diffusion of its opinions and as affording more time and great- 
er opportunities to its judges for the proper and thorough preparation of their 
decisions. i 
Some of the first volumes ofthe decisions of the Supreme court were des- 
troyed by tle conflagration of the State House, and the limited number of 
copies originally published have become nearly out of print. Itis avery rare ~ 
thing to find them except in the libraries of the older lawyers of the State, and 
as many of the decisions which they contain, are made upon statutes which 
are ‘now in operation, itis important that they should be restored. The deci- 
sions of this tribunal are as much the law of the land as the enactments of the 
legislature, and their preservation is as much necessary to make and maintain 
complete the civil history of our country. Se 
The demand which exists for these books is not now sufficient to justify 


, their private reprint, and unless the legislature will order it to be done, it may

i happep from the lapse of time and from accident, that it may be difficult tò pro- 


cure a copy even for the purpose of publication. J would recommend to the 
legislature the propriety of ordering the immediate publication of the 1st, 2nd 
and 3rd volumes of this book which can probably be done much more cheaply 
than the original work, by giving to the publisher, after supplying the requisite 


‘number to the State, the exclusive privilege of multiplying tite publication. 


I will call your attention to the subject of an increase to the State Library; 
nearly all the books that now compose it, arè copies of executive documents , 
from Congress and the laws of the different States ofthe Union. The scienti- | 
fic, legal and miscellaneous departments are exceedingly imperfect and as they 
form the most important feature in a public collection of books, _it-is important 
that this defect in our State library should be remedied. Very few additions 
have heen made to the limited and mixed number of volumes, that were pre- 
served from the conflagration of the State House, and excepting the laws and 
publications of Congress, and of our sister States, the Library can scarcely be 
said to have received any accession since that event. 

The appropriation made at the last session of your body for this purpose 
wag too small to afford any very great benefit towards the object for which it 
was intended, and a considerable portion of it remains unexpended in order 
that it may be added tg sych sum as yon may deem it advisable, at your present 
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session to appropriate. A spacious and elegant room has been reserved in the 

new Capitol for the Library, which will be completed long before the next’ 

session of the legislature, and be ready for thé reception of a large number of 
books. This room has been purposely made convenient to the halls of legisla- 
tion, in order that speedy dccess might be*had to such volumes, as the mem-. 
bers ofthe General Assembly may desire to consult. pe Í : 

The importance of a valuable Public ¡Library it is almost unnecessary for 

` me to present to your consideration. It is a subject on which there is no doubt, 
its beneficial effects are felt, not only inthe extended opportunity of reading 
and the general diffusion of important information, but is also seen in the en- 
lightend action of those who have been selected like you to perform the ar- 
duous and delicate duty of providing-for the public, the wisest and most wholeé- 

“some code of laws. To the legislator and expounder ofthe laws of the land, 

- itis of the utmost importance, that every convenience should be extended in’ 
the investigation and study of the policy and success of former legislation, and 
in the different constructions which similar enactments have variously re- | 
ceived. i 

Independent of the consideration that a Public Library is the most striking. 
monument of national taste, it is the depository of means that render easy and_ 
safe the path of the legislator, that ensure the perfect attainment of-the inten- 
tion of the law giver by the light which it sheds on the researches of the law” 
expounder, and that serve to direct the action of those to whom is entrusted. 
the administration of the public affairs. This subject I cannot too earnestly 
recommend to your serious attention. ie >T E 

-In the present advanced state of science and literature copies of valuable 
and standard works are multiplied to an extent far greater than is necessary to 
supply the demand. In consequence the editions of many works, which were 
formerly rare and exceedingly costly,can be purchased now at a rate that ren- 
ders their acquisition a matter of easy and general attainment. A large and 
valuable library can now be collected fora sum comparatively: small, and if. 
selected with judgment will require very slight annual additions. Rigs 

The necessity for restoring as far as possible, the records of the State that _ 
were consumed in the conflagration of the State House, is a subject that should 
urge itself upon your attention. It was an bal pepe part of my duty at the last. 
session to inform you of this catastrophe and of the fact that the loss of bodks 

- and papers ın the office of the Secretary of State was perfectly disastrous. 

Every effort has been made by that officer to repair as far as possible; from 
the records, of the different counties, the loss which the public archives ‘sus-. 
tained by the conflagration, & he has partially deeded in effecting that ob-

Application was made by him early in the last year to the clerk of the 

county court of every county in the State, for a list-of all the civil county offi- 

cers since the organization of their counties, and in very many instances a com- 

pliance with the request was made with alacrity and cheerfulness; from other, . 

clerks however no information whatever on this subject has been- receiyed,, 

and it is a matter of deep regret that the civil history of the country,” which’ 
can be gathered in a great measure only from the county records, ‘should= thug 
be interrupted. Itis not a matter of curious enquiry to ascertain the diferent 
officers that have regulated and conducted the affairs of each, county ja the: 

State since its foundation, but it frequently becomes necessary to obtin . aŭ- 

thenticated evidence from our State department of the official charaoter. of 

former functionaries. ‘Where this evidence is not filed or preserved iw that 
department, it becomes impossible that the evidence can be legally’ obtalged, 
and it may happen that great individual or publicloss may be sustained by 
the inability of the proper officer of the State to grant the necessary certifi- 
cates. To remedy this evil I would recommend that the clerks of the county” 
courts.in this state be required to furnish.the necessary information to the Se- 

cretary of State, and that provisions by law be madefor their compensation,

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and that those clerks who have already responded to the request of the Sec- 
retary be included in the act of compensations. : : 5 

The loan for the payment of the militia iù the service of thẹ State as au- 
thorized by the act of the last General Assembly, was negotiated by-the 
Executive with the Bank of the State of Missouri and the bonds of the State 
amounting to 520,000, were deposited with the Pank. The Bank howev- 
er owing to the pecuiiar condition of the monetary concerns of the coun- 
try was unable to furnish only one half the amount less—the interest. Tho 
report of the Paymaster General which accompanies this communication 
wil inform you in what manner that sum has been-disbursed.. The resi- 
due of the Joan amounting to $100,000 less the interest. It is not in my 
power to inform you when it can be obtained. You will perceive howev- 
er from the report of the Paymaster General that the whole sum will not 
be required, as the aggregate amount does not exceed one hundred and 
seventy-two thousand dollars, the bonds ofthe State for the overplus can 
therefore be cancelled. It'is hoped that the prospect of the resumption of - 
specie payments by the Lastern banks will enable the Bank of the State 
of Missoliri to supply the residue of the loan which may be needed to com- 
plete the payments early in the ensuing year. The amount yet due the 
militia is about $80,000. 

I am gratified at being able to inform you that a very considerable ad- 
dition has been made to the quota of arms which this State is entitled to from 
the general government. The annual quota allowed to the State- heretofore 
has been “seventy muskets.” In the last year from the increase of the effect- 
ive militia which we have been able to report to the War Department al Wash- 
ington, it has been enlarged to 520 muskets.—From the great increase of our 
population we may confidently calculate’ that the quota forthe succeeding 
year will be greatly augmented. T i 

The State prison which was leased at your last sesion to the gentlemen who: 
now have charge of it seems to be in a prosperous cendilion, much improve- 
ment has been made on the establishment since your last meeting—besides the 
extension of the wall, an additional block of cells, a brick--work-shop, ‘and a 
large centre building have been erected. To complete the plan of the estab- 

. lishment, it will require another block of cells, which will be needed befora 
the meeting of the next General Assembly, as the? number of convicts now 
confined is nearly equal to the whole number of cells. 

The present mode of farming out the establishment will after itis completed — 
become a source of revenue to the State. The convicts are well fed and clo- 
thed, and humanely treated. The keepers and inspectors willin due time re- 
port to you the condition of the prison end its affairs, to which permit me to 
refer you. ° 

Since your last session, the unpleasant difficulties between a portion of the 
citizens of our State and the Mormons have entirely subsided, with the excep- 
tien of some slight interrzption on our north-eastern border.— After that in- 
fatuated and deluded sect had eour State, they industriðusly propagated. 
tèroughóut the Union, the most exagerated details of our difficulties a the 
- foulest calumnies against our citizens. In some of our Eastern cities, mis- 
sionay.¢s of their creed were employed daily in making converts to their cause -~ 
by proclaiming the eruelties which they alledged they had endured at the 
hands of our authorities. The report of our siteced barbarities has not been 
ecnfined.to our union, but even at this day in Europe they are made the 
ground-work of proselyting, and their orators find it to their interest to distort 
the facts into a persecution, which in every religious excitement that has mar- 
ked the history of the earth, has always been found the most effective“ weapon 
of conversion. N i f 

In all intestine commotions, particularly when mingled with religious fervor 
it frequently happens,that cases occur of peculiar hardship-and unusual dis- 
tress, and when public sympathy is excited in their behalf, those unavoidable 
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consequences of civil disserision may, easily be magnified into barbarous cruel- 
ty—that such cases arose in the coursd of that difficulty, I do not doubt,—But 
they must be attributed to the excited nature ofthe contest between the  par- 
ties and not to any desire on the part of.our constituted authorities to wilfully 
-or cruelly oppress them, l ae BS yee catia, n 
Thess people had violated the laws of the land by open and` avowed `resist- 
ance to them, they had undertaken without the aid of the civil guthority to 
redress their real or fancied grievances—they had instituted among themselves 
a government of t.eir own, independent of, and in opposition~to the govern- 
ment of this State—they had at an inclement season of the year, driven the in- 
habitants of an entire county from their homes, ravaged their crops and des- 
troyed their dwellings. Under these circumstances it became the imperious 
duty of the Executive to interpose and exercise the powers with which he 
was invested, to protect the lives and property ofour citizens, to re tore 
order and tranquility to the country and maintain the supremacy of our laws. 
We owe to our reputation, both at home and abroad, the duty of cleansing 
every aspersion that may rest uponit. Our State character should be held 
equally as dear as our individual reputation and we should use the same exer- 
tion in maintaining the one as spotless as the other. Fulltestimony as .to 
the necessary facts of that controversy has been preserved or can easily be pro- 
“cured. Written evidence on both sides has been filed among the ‘papers of 
yourlast session and forms a part also of the records of several of our Courts. 
The facts as they occured, can be presented to the world upon proof perfectly 
conclusive, and the reputation of our State can be rescued from reproach by 
an exposition of the true causes and evcuts of the difficulties. = -

In recommending the publication of this testimony, Ihave no care aboutits 


effect upon the principles of that sect. Our constitution has given us the high 
privilege of religious independence, and left the worship of the Supreme to 
the unfettered will of every member of the community. If true the creed of 
that sect will ultimately triumph, if false it will “die amidst its worshipers” 
To explain the attitude which we have been made to assume, I would recom- 
mend the publication of all the evidence relating to the occurence and distri- 
buting the same to the chief authorities of each State. l s 
I beg leave to call your attention to certain portions of the law, regulating 
el elections in our State, which I think require correction. - I would sug- 
gest that that portion ofthe ław which requires the sheriff‘to give one months 
notice previous to each special election, should be repealed; the matter would 
then be left to the discretion of the Executive. The- word, “specia?” was 
doubtless a clerical crror, or an error in the publication. Itshould hafe been 
“general,” and I am fortified in this opinion by the power given in the succee- 
ding section to the Executive of directing “how many days the” sheriff-shall 
give notice of each election to fill a vacancy.” As the rolls from which this 
law was copied, were consumed in the conflagration cf the State House, no 
evidence of error can be adduced. < 
The legislature I imagine could not have contemplated such a delay in ` the 
case of a special vacancy, for it would, in many instances, operate very griev- 
ously. For instance, in case of a vacancy which might occur in yoür own 
body during the session, the time consumed in the transmission of the writ to- 
‘gether with the time required by law for public notice and consumed in the rë- 
‘ceipt of the returns, would deprive the county of their representation in ‘all 
likelihood during the entire session. D 
Another amendment which I would recommend will be called tó your early 


— attention by a case arising within the lower branch of the General Assembly. -

From the report of the members elect, which will be made to, you by the Se- 
cretary of State, you will find that no election has taken place in the county 
of Warren in consequence of an equal number of votes having been given for 
_ two persons. No provision exists in our law for referring this election back to 
the people, the proper fountain of representative powcr; and the decision of the 


ba 
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question is left, by a vagueness of expression in the law, to the joint vote of 
the two houses of the General Assembly. ' This mode of deciding a question 
of such moment as the representation of a county, is not only anti-republican, 
against the spirit of our institutions and a gross usurpation of the rights of the 
constituent, but also in direct violation of the letter of our constitution, 
which has declared that “Zhe House of Representitives should consist of men- 
bers fə be chasen every second year by the quul'fied electors of the several coun- 
ties”? The present law of elections was with a very few alterations copied 
from the law of 1825 and the copyist has here omitted the few words that the 
former law contained providing for a contingency of this nature. By inserting 
in the 43d section after the words “other thin”? the words “those duly elected 
to fill the office of,” the difficulty is adjusted, and ‘the duty immediately be- 
comes incumbent on certain county officers of ordering a new election. The 
omission of these words whicn arose probably from clerical inattention has de- 

rived the county of Warren ofits representation until such times as the legis- 
Joice may provide. oe 

I will cite these'cases as instances of the great evil that may arise from the 
want of proper care in the final preparation of the laws and as a forcible rea- 
son why the appropriate committees should exercise the strictest scrutiny, 
that no error exists in your sentiments in the form which they become laws. 

I regret to inform you that no distribution of the three per cent. fund has 
been made by the general government to this State since the year 1837, until 
very recently that portion accruing to this State, amounting to upwards of six- 
ty-seven thousand dollars has been placed to the credlt of the Treasurer in the 
Bank of Missouri, and will be distributed to the several counties under the 
oen law, unless the legislature should otherwise direct; perhaps it would 

e as well to postpone the distribution until after the organization of such 
new counties as the legislature mayin their wisdom think proper to create.

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teers and militia. This amount is exclusive of the bonds issued for the pay- 
ment of the State subscription to the stock of the Bank of Missouri, -which 
bonds are balanced by an equal amount of stock held for the use of the state 
and for literary funds. 

It may be expected that some reference should be made by me to the sub= 
ject of the bill, which was before the last General Assembly, usually known 
as the “currency bill.” My opinion upon the subject is this—that restrict- 
ing the natural rights of the citizens any further than is necessary for the 
safety of the community, and making that an offence in theeye of thelaw, which 
is not morally so, is exceeding, in my opinion, the legitimate powers intended 
to be conferred upon the legislature. Our citizens in my judgment will never 
sanction any law, which prevents them from taking in, exchange -for - their 
property whatever they please—restrict the banks and corporations generally, 
but the people should be left to manage their own affairs pretty much in their 
own way. I think such a law as that proposed at the last session would be 


impolitic and impracticable. We already have a law on our statute book, ` 


imposing heavy penalties for the circulation of bank notes under the denom- 
ination of five dollars. Notes of lower denominations have been circulated 
freely ever since its passage, and has any one been prosecuted under that 
law? Not in a single instance that I have heard. The law isa dead letter 
on your statute book, and your courts either cannot or do not enforce it, It 
is true that in my last message to the legislature, I proposed in substance, as 
an alternative, either to suppress the circulation of notes under the denomin- 
ation of those which our own bank was authorized to issue, or if this should 
be found impolitic or impracticable, then to permit our own bank to issue 
notes of a less denomination. Time and reflection, however, have convinced 
me of my error; and whilst the law makes nothing but gold or silver a legal 
tender in the payment of debts or purchase of property, it should leave it op- 
tional with the vender or creditor, to receive his pay in ‘any other medium, 
which may suit his purpose. : 

It is greatly to be desired that the Banks generally would limit the denom- 
ination of their notes to an amount greatly above those now in circulation, as 
it would have a tendency to increase the amount of specie, so as to form a 


sounder circulating medium for ordinary transactions! yet while the banks in . 


other states are suffered to pursue the policy which they have hitherto done, 


I do not see why we should attempt to remedy the evil by placing restrictions 


on our own citizens, penalties which experience has proven they will not enforce. 
Accompanying this communication, are a number of public documents from 
other States which have been by request of their public authorities placed 
before you. ~ j i . ` 
The continued increase of population in the newly settled portions of .our 
State call for your interference, in the behalf of those who have bécome set- 
tlers on the public lands since the date of the last pre-emption law. The 
best interests of a large number of that portion of our people, who are the 
bone and sinew of the State, its main dependence both in peace and in war, 
the cultivators of the soil, demand this at your hands. I would therefore re- 
commend to your most speedy and earnest consideration, the propriety of me- 
morializing Congress on the subject, urging upon them the expediency of 
continuing the pre-emption system, and rendering it prospective and perma- 
nent. 
- It will be a source of much consolation upon retiring from the administra- 
tion of the government of this State, that my recommendation of a number of 


very important measures which are now in successful: operation have met- 


with the support and co-operation of the legislature. The establishment of a 
State University, the chartering a State Bank upon a specie basis, and the 
erection of a State Capitol, are among the most prominent. Should these 
measures together with our system of common schools continue to receive 
that eae and liberal support from the legislature to which they are 
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entitled, we may look forward to the day as not far distant, when: our State , 
in point of intelligence, wealth and population, as itis already in territory, 
wil rank among the foremost inthe confederacy. 

Permit me now, gentlemen, through you to return my thanks to the people 
who haye honored me with their confidence. I now bid you farewell—may 
the Almighty disposer of events, preside over and guide your councils, and 
may you always remember that “the will of the people is the supreme law.”

INAUGURAL ADDRESS OF GOVERNOR REYNOLDS. 


Fellow-Citizens of the Senate, - e 
‘and of the House of Representatives. + 


Carre» by the suffrages of my fellow-citizens, to discharge the- high and 
responsible’ duties incumbent on tho chief Executive officer of the State, it 
becomes mê, not only in accordance with a time-honored custom, but as a 
solemn duty which I owe to the people, whose confidence and partiality have 
elevated -me to this exalted station, to make on this occasion a public dec- 
Jaration of the.leading political principles by which I shall be governed in the 
administration of the government of the State, so far as they may relate to 
the Executive Department; and to recommend such measures as are deem- 
ed of greatest public interest. 2 : 

In a government like our own, instituted for the common welfare of the 
pes from whom all political power emanates, it becomes a paramount ob- 
igation on the part of the candidate for pupular favor to consult, by an open 
exposition of his political principles, the wishes of the people,” in order that 
the representative may reflect the will of his constituents.” Actuated by this 
opinion, my own views in relation to the various important and interesting 
questions of national and State policy, which so deeply agitate the public 
mind, and in the determination of which are so largely involved the happi- 
ness and prégperity of our beloved country, Were unreservedly communicated 
to the peoplé of Missouri during the present year. That these views met 
with the approbation of a large majority of my fellow-citizens, strengthens 
my confidénce in their correctness, and imposes upon me the high, but grat- 
ifying responsibility, of closely adhering to their precepts in the discharge — 
of my official duties. | i ; 

The important bearing of questions of national policy on the domestic af- 
fairs of the States, seems to be universally acknowledged; whether this influ- 
ence may not, at some future period, be felt to a degree not altogether con- 
sistent with that entire independence of the general -government, which the 
States should exercise in their appropriate spheres, will depend ina great 
measure upon the causes which impel that infiuence. That the policy pursu- 
ed by the general government must affect the interests of each State, is most _ 
obvious, and is well calculated to arouse the utmost vigilance of the public 


deepest interest to the people of the respective states. , 

One of the greatest dangers apprehended from the formation of our nation- 
al government, by the ardent friends of liberty, was its tendency to encroach 
by almost imperceptible degrees, upon the reserved rights of the States, and 
thus endanger that freedom which it was designed to strengthen and protect. 
That such must be the tendency of the general government, unless confined 
within its strict constitutional limits, does not seem, to me, to admit of a 
doubt. Happily the government, with but few exceptions, has been adminis- 
tered by men who have labored to confine its action to the powers’ delega- 
ted, and whose poljtical maxim was, that “whenever a question arises con-

. cerning the constitutionality of a political power, the first question is, whether

the power be expressed in the constitution. If it is, the question is decided. 
‘If it is not expressed, the next inquiry must be, whether it is sroperly an in-- 
cident to an express power, and necessary to its execution. fit be, it may 
be exercised by Congress. If it be not, Congress cannot exercise it. With 
sthis great political truth for our guide, the general government will be kept 
in its legitimate sphere, and the rights of the States remain inviolate. , 

To define the powers of the general government with that precision and 
accuracy, so desirable in-a matter of such vast importance, is not without its 
difficulties and embarrassments; the lights however which have been shed 
upon the constitution by some of those enlightened minds who conducted our 
government through the perils of its. birth, will serve to remove many of 
those difficulties which would otherwise embarrass its progress. ‘That no 
great public inconvenience might follow from the want of power ‘in the gen- 
eral government to adopt measures of manifest public utility, which were 
not anticipated, or from precaution withheld in the formation of the constitu- 
tion, the wise and patriotic framers of that cherislied- instrument, provided 
the remedy for such inconvenience by an amendment of the, constitution in a 
prescribed manner. If the requisite number of States could not be procured’ 
to sanction a proposed amendment of the constitution, for this purpose, it 
would only prove, that the power asked for was not deemed of. general 
utility. ° ; 

The moment we pass the prescribed limits of the constitution, and -enter 
the unknown region of constructive powers, that moment we cross the boun- 
dary designed by our Fathers as the barrier between liberty and unrestrained 
power. ifever the reserved rights of the States are lost in the overshadow- 
ing influence of the general government, this fatal change, for the liberties 
of the people, will have been brought about by gradual encroachment in the 
shape of constructive powers. Better is it then, for us tọ suffer even great 
inconvenience from the want of power in the national government, in a par- 
ticular instance, than for a seeming present advantage to incur the danger 
of a subversion of the very foundation of our liberties. ‘ 

- By abstaining from the exercise of all doubtful powers, discountenancing 
all latitudinarian constructions of the constitution, and, in shórt, confining 
the action of the general governmen strictly within its constitutional limits, 
we leave unimpaired the rights of the States, present an insurmountable bar- 
rier to all encroachments on the liberties of the people, and preserve, in its 
original purity, our republicam form of government. Itis from a knowledge 
of these facts, that we witness an unceasing effort on the part of those who are 
inimical to those democratical principles which are founded upon equal rights 
and equal laws, and which recognize no separate interests requiring the su- 


perior aid and protection of the laws, to enlarge the powers of the general — 


government by a latitudinarian construction of the constitution, thereby `pro- 
ducing partial legislation; the recognition of separate interests, and with them 
the perversion of the constitution, from those plain republican principles upon 
which it is based. : 

It is, also, our duty to keep a vigilant eye upon the action of the general 
government within its acknowledged powers, to see that the vast discretion 
which is necessarily vested therein, is not abused or perverted from -its legit- 


- imate end. The people have a right to demand of their agents strict econo- 


my in public expenditures: and all public officers should beheld to strict ac- 
countability in this, as wellas in the discharge of their various other duties. 
With governments as with individuals, a proper economy in‘expenditures is 
necessary to maintain independence of character, and provide resources to 
meet emergencies. Extravagance in public expenditures leads -to public 
debts; the unhappy effects of which are seen in the absence of that high toned 
spirit of independence, which a republican government, of all others, should 
take a pride in maintaining: the increased burdens that are thrown upon the 
people, particularly upon the cultivators of the soil, the = portion of the

population of our country; and in the laxity of public morals, as exhibited in 
legislation of a »artial and sectional character. è 

These views are no less applicable ta the states than to the general gov- 
ernment. Itis obvious thatthe same causes would produce the same results, 
in the one case as in the other. = 

Tt has been well said, in reference to the general government, that “The cre~. 
ation, in time of peace, of a debt likely to become permanent, is an evil for 
which there is no equivalent.” This wise maxim applies with equal force to. 
the state governments, and its truth should stimulate us to the adoption of ev- 
ery measure which would hasten the extinguishment of our public debt. 7 

The encouragement of schools, andthe means of education, is enjoined up- 
on the General Assembly by the constitution. Whatever measures you may 
adopt for the diffusion of knowledge, consistent with the other interests ofthe | 
State, will meet with my hearty concurrence. 4 

While I recognize the benefits which would, undpubtedly, flow from the 
improvement of our roads and navigable rivers, and would cheérfully co-oper- 
ate in any prudent system to effect so desirable an end, I cannot, consistently 
with my present views of the, impolicy of contracting large public debts, recom- 
mend the adoption of any system of internal improvement, which would im- 
pose upon the State! heavy obligations of this nature. ‘The experience of our 
sister States, has, in my opinion, fully demonstrated, not only the impolicy, but 
the disastrous consequences, of adopting systems ofinternal improvements of 
a speculative character, requiring the contraction of large public debts for 
their construction. Much good, undoubtedly, might be accomplished, by set- 
ting apart such portions of the State revenue as might not be necessary to meet 
the indispensable expenses of the State, and extinguish gradually the public 
debt, as' a permanent fund for the improvement of our ey a and removing the 
obstructions in our secondary rivers, and clearing the timber from their banks. 
Relying upon such a fund alone, itis believed that the execution of the system 
deisel at the last session of the legislature, will be attended with an expense 
incompatible with our present resources; and that the State may wisely dis- 
pense, at least for the present, with most of the officers thereby created, if not 
entirely suspend the operation ofthe act. __ ' 

Of the many important subjects which will, probably, claim your attention 
during your present session, none is of more vital interest to the whole com- 
munity, than the condition of the currency. The evils of an unsound and 
fluctuating currency are so apparent, and so universally felt, that it is need- 
Jess to dwell upon their unhappy influence. This fluctuation is mainly the 
result ofthe operations of the suspended banks, and whether produced by de- 
sign, to operate upon and control the elections of the country, or mismanagement 
the effect is equally disastrous to the people, and calls loudly for a corrective. 

The rightful authority of every State, to prescribe the kind of bank paper that 
shall be permitted to circulate, within it, is denied by but few; itis a power the 
States have never surrendered, and should be exercised in such manner as to 
give the greatest stability tothe currency. The policy that will increase the 
circulation of gold and silver, the standard of value, should be desired by all, 
and can only be attained, to any considerable extent, while banks ofissue ex- 
ist, by the exclusion of small bank notes, which usurp the place ofthe precious 
metais. - 

_ The people, by their representatives in 1836, decided, and that decision is 
yet unreversed, that the Bank of the State of Missouri, the work of their own 
hands, and in which they are the largest stockholders, should issue no note of a 
less denomination than ten dollars; and that policy would be suicidal, which 
would extend to the banks of other States privileges which we have.denied to 
ourown. Concurring, fully, inthe limitation imposed upon the Bank of Mis- 
souri. F should feel myself derelict in duty to our common constituents, if] 
omitted, on this occasion, to urge the propriety of prohibiting by law, under 
suitable sanctions, the circulation of all bank paper of a less denomination 
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than ten dollars. - Care should be taken, however, -to give ample time tò the 
holders of such paper to dispose of it, before the law goes into operation. 
The effect of the measure would be, to increase the circulation of the preci- 
ous metals to the extent of the paper excluded. - ew eS 

It is, doubtless, the true policy of every State, that desires a sound circu- 
lating medium, to prohibit their banks from issuing any note less thin -twenty 
dollars; but while the Bank of our own State is permitted to issue notes of a. 
less denomination. I have felt that we would be wanting in comity to our - 
sister States to extend the prohibition further. E ie ae 

The opinion is generally entertained, that the law now prohibits the circu- 
lation.of all bank paper of a less denomination than five dollars; it is believ- 
ed that ‘a careful examination of the act, will render it extremely doubtful 
whether any paper is embraced in the prohibition, than that issued by indivi- 
duals. I invite attention to the subject, and to the propriety of stch suitable 
legislation as will remove all doubt, and effectually suppress the evil. The ° 
idea that there is not sufficient virtue, patriotism, and love of good order abid- 
ing with the people, to enforce the execution of the law, is certainly a mistak- 
en one, & ought not to be entertained. If, however, it be true, that in an 
part of the State, the election of officers, whose duty itis to prosecute for 
violations of the law, have been controlled, with a view to its non-execution, 
it is time for the legislature to apply the remedy, and ‘vindicate the supremacy 
of the laws. : . i 

In connection with this subject permit me to advert for a moment, to the . ~ 
dangerous tendency of that partial and unequal-legislation, unhappily too pre- 
valent of late, which by grants to associations of individuals, of privileges arid < 
immunities of an exclusive nature, with the ostensible design of aiding and: :* 
stimulating industry and enterprise, has brought into being a combination of t 
associated wealth, exercising, by means of its exclusive privileges; its vast pe-_ 
cuniary resources, and its sordid appeals to the most selfish passions that find 
an abode in the human heart, a political influence, fraught with the most im- 
minent danger to our republican institutions.—We point, with -just pride to 
these institutions as founded upon the sublime axiom, ‘that the people are the . 
legitimate source of all political power: we openly proclaim, that dur govern- 
ment is one of equal rights and equal laws: we acknowledge the supremaey of 
the laws; and yet, in the midst of us, we behold a privileged order, openly set- 
ting at defiance those very laws to which they owe their being, and impug- 
ning every republican principle upon which our government is based. Many of 
those wholesome checks that in every civilized community, are imposéd npon 
man for the protection of his fellow man, are removed from most of these mo-** ~. 
neyed corporations. In truth, they are sought for as much from that unbridled 
license which they generally bestow, as for the political influence they are en- 
abled to exercise.—-Wealth, in the hands of those subject to the general laws 
of the land, is a potent instrument of either ‘good or evil, in the hands of those 
not subject to those laws, itis, usually, the instrument of evi} rather than good: 
We are taught in the history of nations, that popular rights once voluntarily 
parted with, are not easily regained; and the history of our own times is filled 
with instructive lessons, of the danger of departing from fundamental political 
principles. May we profit by these lessons. 

In making these general remarks, I am not to be understood as entertaining’ 
a settled hostility, to all moneyed corporations. If created with the view of 
affording facilities to exchange, rather than of furnishing a circulating medi- 
um: if their members are not exempted from the same liabilities that are im- 
posed upon the rest of the community; and such restrictions can’ be thrown. 

around them, as will effectually prevent their being used’ as political machines 
or rendered subservient to personal aggrandizement, they will retain, every: 
useful quality, and be shorn of their present ‘dangerous influence upon the, 
rights of individuals, and the character of our institutions. - ea f 

The legislature of Missouri, has not been illiberalin granting aċts of ineer- 
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poration to private companies, for various purposes; whether those corpora- 
tions have fulfilled the object of their creation: whether they have abused the 
powers granted, or exercised powers not given: whether they have obtained 
charters, ostensibly, for one purpose, and then engaged in the accomplishment 
of very different purposes, are all questions deeply interesting to the communi- 
ty, and worthy of strict enquiry by the representatives of ike people, and if 
it shall be found that any of them need the correcting hand of the law making, 
or law administering power, the remedy can be applied. e ‘7 

In view of the rapid increase of incorporated companies; the avidity with 
which they are sought, and the immense influence dnd power thereby confer- 
red upon the few, I submit, whether it is just, or consistent with the spirit of 
our government and her free institutions, to exempt the members of such cor- 
porations from the liabilities imposcd upon the rest of our fellow-citizens. In 
your efforts to bring about so desirable a reformation, within the limits of our 
state, I tender you the zealous co-operation of the Executive. } 

The framers of our constitution, sensible ofthe evils of excessive banking 
limited the power of the legislature to the establishment of one bank and five 
branches, and the capital to five millions of dollars; one half of which, at least, 
` to be reserved for the use of the state. In acting upon this subject, the legis- 
lature directed the whole of the capital stock not subscribed by individuals, to 
be taken by the State, and bonds to be issued therefor. They likewise pledg- 
ed the faith of the State for an additional five millions, when borrowed by the 
bank, to be loaned to the citizens, under the character of a trust fund. These 
measures had their origin, doubtless, in the best intentions, ond were designed 
to advance the interests, and promote the prosperity of the people. ButI 
submit to the legislature, with diffidence, I confess, whether if the citizens of 
the state do not feel sufficient interest, to aid in the creation of bank facilities, 
by voluntary subscription for the stock of the bank, they should be compelled 
to do so in their aggregate character, by subscription on the part of the 
State. 

It is believed, thatthe practice of borrowing money upon the faith of the 
State, except for the purpose of creating banking captal, to be loaned to the 
citizen, has prevailed to a very limited extent, if at all, in any of the states of 
the Union; and its policy, unless upon extraordinary occasions and in great . 
emergencies, is Well questioned. If these views should meet the concurrence 
of the legislature, it.will be indicated by suitable legislative provisions, unless 
the action of the bank shall have placed it beyond your constitutional compe- 
tency, which I understand not to be the case. 

If the bank had been successful in the sale of the bonds, and in borrowing 
the trust fund, as directed by law, the state would now be pledged on these ac- 
counts alone, and apart from the two millions and a half of the capital of 
the bank reserved, to the extent of upwards of seven millions of dollars.— 
When we reflect upon the vast indebtedness of many of the states—that a 
large portion of these debts are held by foreigners—that those foreigners are 
manifesting a deep interest in the result of our political elections, and are 
seeking to obtain from the national government a guarantee for the payment of 
those debts, and that their efforts find favor in many parts of the union, we 
have reason to congratulate ourselves, that we can yet retrace our steps toa 
` considerable extent, and save our constituents from the burden ofa heavy 
debt, the bane of republics. -- - ` 

The foreign holders of state stocks, find their interest in a national guar- 
antee of their ultimate payment; but that the scheme should find favor with 
any portion ofthe American citizens, familiar with the nature of our govern- 
ment, is calculated to awaken our most serious alarm, and is indicative ofa 
foreign feeling and foreign influence, to which we should ever be strangers. 

Against a measure conflicting with every principle of jnstice, expediency 
and the constitution of the country, I consider it the duty of the legislature; 
solemnly to protest. i 
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: The final adoption of that great measure of deliverance from bank domin- 
ion, the Independent Treasury, has introduced-a species of’-legislation that 
should be as enduring asthe liberties af the country—the exemption of the 


" treasure of the nation, from bécoming a source of profit to the bank director 
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and the bank stockholder, and the subjection of the officers of the government 
to ignominious punishment, for the illegal use ofthe public money.—The vi- 


cious propensities of man, can only be restrained, ordinarily, by the penalties . 


of the law; and I know no reasòn why the officers of every government, whose 
duty is to collect, keep or disburse the public money, should be exempt from 


punishment, criminally, for its illegal use. Inthis way only; can the state 


find ample protection against the ruling passion of man, “the love of money.” 
That fanatical spirit, which in its head long fury would trample upon the 


rights of the slaveholding states and expose us to all the horrors of a servile- 


war, seems, yet, heedless of the voice of reason and justice, and’ continues to 
agitate and alarm the public mind, with menaces of the destruction of our do- 
mestic institutions. The institution cf domestic slavery was, at the time of the 
adoption of our national constitution, left, exclusively, to the control’ of the 
states within whose limits it existed; and we should be wanting in self respect, 
and regardless of our undoubted rights, were we to suffer the least interference 
with this delicate question, from any quarter. On this all important subject, I 
entertain no doubt but that your_acts will be fully equal to whatever emer- 
gency may arise. ey 

My recent tour through the state, afforded me‘the high gratification, of wit- 
nessing the onward march of Missouri, toward that proud pre-emmiinence 
which, ere long, she is destined to occupy among her sister republics. Re- 
gions that but a few months past, were covered with the deepest shade of the 
unbroken forest, or presented the more monotonous, but not less solitary, as- 
pect of the uncultivated prairie, are now blooming with the fruits of civiliza- 
tion, and affording sustenance and wealth to an industrious and intelligent pop- 


ulation. Her exemption from many of the effects, of the late disastrous re-| 


vulsion in the commercial and moneyed affairs of many of the states; and her 
rapid increase in population and wealth, are mainly a tributably to the absence 
of those increased bank facilities, which invariable excite to wild speculation 
and extravagance: to the industrious and economical habits of the people, and 
to that wise and beneficent policy of the general government .which secured 
to the hardy and patriotic pioneer of the west, the right of pre-emption in the 


purchase of his home. It is earnestly desired that these laws, with further - 


modifications in favor of the settlers, may become a part of the settled policy 
of the general government in the disposal of the public domain. 7 

While this general, favored condition of the people was presented, I found 
many portions of our fellow citizens labouring under considerable inconvenien- 
cles, resulting from the want of organized counties. It will be, doubtless, as 
gratifying to the legislature as to the Executive, to relieve this inconvenience, 
by the organization of new counties, wherever the requisite population exists. 

Called, as we are, to administer the government, for tle common good of 
our common constituents, we should carefully inquire if this duty cannot be 
best performed, by that policy which will hasten, as fast as practicable, the 
extinguishment of the public debt: the improvement of our common roads and 
navigable waters; the imposition upon the people of burdens, as light as are 
consistent with an economical administration of the government: affording our 
fellow citizens an able and faithful administration of the laws, by which their 
contracts are enforced and their injuries redressed; and by the promotion of 
education and the reformation of the currency. These important inquiries 
will, doubtless, receive due attention. - 


Permit me, gentlemen, in conclusion, to call your attention to the existing | 


laws regulating elections, and to the necessity of guarding by suitable provi- 
sions, the purity and sanctity of the ballot box. The recent de-velopements in 


several of the states of the manner of conducting elections, and of illegal and 
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moral practices to obtain illegal votes, must fill the bosom of every friend to 
republican government with mortification and alarm, and demonstrates the 
necessity of new and vigorous legislation to~prevent the perpetration and _ 
spread of such criminal ‘and alarming practices. Thisis a question which 
goes beyond the temporary passions of the day, and rises above the contests 
and the transient supremacy of political parties. It goes to the root of repre- 
sentative government itself: it goes to destroy confidence in elections; and if 
that is destroyed, the argument in favor of representative government is deep- 
ly impaired, and monarchists are encouraged to believe that they see the ap- 
proaching failure of the last experiment at self-government. Fully confiding 
in the virtue, intelligence and patriotism of our fellow countrymen, and believ- 
ing that goodsmen of all parties look upon the practices alluded to with indig- - 
nation and alarm, and are equally anxious to prevent the spread and continu- 
ance of crimes which sap the foundation of free government, I cannot too earn- 
estly recommend the subject to your serious consideration, with the full as- 
surance of my. hearty concurrence, in all acts, that have for their object the 
preservation of the purity of elections. 

Finally, allow me to express the hope, that harmony and unity ofsentiment 
may prevail in all your deliberations, and between the differentdepartments of 
the government; and that your efforts to promote the interest of the people, 
may be guided by Him who holds in his hands the destiny of man.

AUDITOR AND TREASURER. :

Tothe General Assembly of the State of Missouri: 


The joint committe of the Senate and House of Representatives, appoint- 
ed by the Governor to make settlement with the Auditor and Treasurer, re- 
port that they met at the seat of government and made a careful examination 
of the books and vouchers in the offices of the Auditor and Treasurer, and now 
respectfully submit the following as the result of their examination: f 

On the first day of October, 1838, there wasa balance in the Treasury of 
$53,468 12, including the sum of $1,299 99; which last amount was in the 
Horst of the State of Missouri, and erroneously placed to the credit of the 

tate. 

The amount ofthe receipts of the Treasury, during the two fiscal years end- 
ing on the 30th day of September, A. D. 1840, was $634,926 84, which, with 
the balance in the Treasury on the first of October, A. D. 1838, amounts to 
$688,394 96. 

Warrants were drawn on the Treasury, during those two fiscal years, 
amounting to $623,170 79. The warrants redeemed by the Treasurer during 
the last two fiscal years, amount to $622,959 79; the balance charg¢able to 
the ‘Treasurer on the first of October, A. D., 1840, was 65,435 74; and there 
are two warrants still outstanding, amounting to $211,57, which were drawn 


“on the Treasury prior to the first of October last.

The committee have not had the means of ascertaining what the actual state 
of the accounts is between the Treasurer and the Bank, because the Bank has :

Auditor with no vouchers to show thatit has paid the interest onthe State : 
bonds as it became due, out of the State stock dividends. | i 

The officers of the Bank have reported that, in addition to the dividends on 
the State stock, which by law are required to be vested in the sinking fund, 
there has aecrued in dividends on said stock, the sum of$52,869 60. This 
sum ought, under the law, to be applied by the Bank to the payment of the in- ~: 
terest upon the State bonds; and the presumption is, that it has been so applied | 
but we have seen no voucher br such payment. In consequence ofthe Bank; : 
having furnished no such voucher to the Auditor, no warrant has beenissued į 
by the Auditor upon the Treasury for that amount, and the whole amount still :

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the State of Missouri of $10,279 92. Although the committeé have not the * 
means of ascertaining the exact state of the accounts between the Treasury and, 
the Banks, and donot consider that a part of their duty, still they have made! 
sufficient examination to ascertain that there was a balance from the Treasury 
to the Bank on the 13th of November last, and that ifthe Bank debt had beenj 
properly settled at that time, there would then hare been no money whateve 
leftin the Treasury. 

In the examination of the offices ofthe Auditor and Treasurer, the committee 
found thatthe entries of the receipts and disbursements under the several 
heads of receipt and appropriation, corresponded with each other, and that the 
warrants redeemed by the Treasurer, under the various heads of expenditure, 
conformed to the charges made against the Treasurer in the Auditor’s office. ,

Both of these indi- 
viduals depose, that they resided south of the line run by the Commissioners 
‘ appointed in pursuance of the laws of this State for more than; one year next 
preceeding the last August election; and the fact that they resided in the said 
county of Audrain, the requisite time to entitle. them to vote for Representa- 
tives, was not questioned. — ee ne ee ee 

It appears from the evidence, that one William Lavaugh gave his .vote for 
said Harrison. From the evidence introduced before your committee,’ they 
are of opinion that-he is not a white person, and therefore not entitled to exer- 
cise the elective franchise. The said Lavaugh himself testifies, that it was 
the common report, that his mother was of mixed blood or a mulatto. He 
was born prior to his mother’s marriage with Abraham Lavaugh, his repyted 
father. The said Abraham,was a mulatto, and had cohabited with his mother 
sometime previous to their intermarriage. Other witnesses testify that. said 
Lavaugh’s mother and his réputed father, were always treated as, and reputed 
to be free persons of color. -Said Lavaugh testifies; that he did not vote for 
- civil officers in Kentucky, where he was raised on account of his parentage. 

Your committee, therefore, deduct the vote of said Lavaugh from the num- 
ber given to said Harrison, which reduces the number of votes he received. to 
155. They also add the two votes given by said Willinghams to the number 
of votes given for said Jackson, which makes the whole number. of votes” he 
received 156; therefore your committee are of the opinion that James Jackson 
was duly elected to represent the county of Audrain in: this legislature, dnd

Gentlemen: 


Governor of Virginia, a communication which is herewith transmitted, ad- 
dressed to this Department, under a resolution of. the General Assembly. of 
that State, directing the Governor “to open a correspondence with the Exec- 
utive of eachof the Slaveholding States, requesting their co-operation in any 
necesssary and proper measures of redress which Virginia, may be forced to 
adopt,” in consequence of the refusal of the Executive of New York, to sur- 
render certain fugitives from Justice, upon proper demand made, with a re- 
quest that the subject be brought to the consideration of the Legislature. It 
appears from the communication that certain persons were charged with hav- 
ing stolen within the jurisdiction of Virginia a slave, the property ofa citizen 
of that State, and with having fled to the State of New York, and that upon 
demand made for the surrender of the fugitives by the Governor of Virginia, 
the Governor of New York, refused compliance upon the ground, that as 
slavery is not recognized by the laws of New York, the stealing of slaves can- 
xot be considered a crime within the meaning of the constitution of the United 
States; in other words, that slaves are not the subject of larceny. 
` Tne final decision of the Governor of New York upon this delicate and in- 
teresting question may eventually affect equally the interests of the citizens of 
Missouri as those of Virginia, and indeed, the interests of the citizens 
of the whole of the slaveholding states, and demands, in my estimation, a 
full and free expression of their opinions. 

The constitution of the United States declares, that “a person charged in 
' any State with treason, felony or other crime, who shall flee from justice, and 
be found in another State, shall, on demand of the Executive authority of the 
State from which he fled, be delivered up to be removed tothe State having 
jurisdiction of the crime. Under the provision of the constitution, only three 
questions arise: first, is the person charged with the commission of treason, 
felony or other crime? Sesondly, did he fiee from justice? And lastly, is he 
found in the State from the Executive of which he is demanded? If these facts 
concur, the Executive is bound to surrender the fugitive, or incur the guilt 
of aviolation ofthe constitution. i l i 

If the position be true thatthe word “crime” as used in the Constitution 
should be construed to embrace such offences only as are denominated crimes 
by the laws of the State to which the fugitive has fled, then is the Executive 
of the criminal code of one State, made to depend upon the laws of another, 
the véry evil the constitution was intended to remedy. Whether a crime has 
been committed must be deteymined by the laws of the State where its com- 
mission is alleged; but, Governor Seward, firstinquires whether the act com- 
plained of in Virginia, if committed in New York, would by the latter State be 
considéred criminal, and if nof, denies to Virginia the right of reclaiming the 
fugitive, and‘thus defeats the esecution of her criminal laws.

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It will be seen*that the position assumed by the Gavernor of New York, that 
slaves are nat the subject of larceny, is an indirect avowal, and can only be’ 
predicated upon the idea, that slaves are not property, 4 conclusion forbidden 
by the national constitution, the constitution nd laws of the several slavehol- 
ding States, subversive of some of our most important rights, and cannot be 
submitted tain silence. Ifthe same doctrine should prevail with the non- | 
slaveholding States contiguous to us, they will not only.become the receptacle 
of felons, but of the slaves that may escape our service, and that too, without 
the power of reclamation. 

The proceedings of the General Assembly of Virginia, to which the Gover- 
nor of that State alludes, have been communicated to you, I presume, by my 
predecessor. The whole subject is submitted to your consideration, with the 
full assurance, thatit will receive the attention due to its importance.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF WAYS AND MEANS. 


Tur Committee of Ways and Means, to whom was referred a number of pe- 
titions, and bills accompanying them to appropriate money, with instruetions 
that the committee report in what manner the money could be best obtained: 
The committee have have given the subject all the attention and consideration 
its great importance demanded of them. On examination, they find the fol- 
lowing claims against the State; namely:— , 


1. Loan pay of Volunteers and Militia, - - -~ 100,000 00

Tlic committee turned'their attention to every source or means within their 
power, and have given each mode a carefull and diligent examination. 


- Your committee first examined the propriety of the Bank of the State of 
Missouri issuing ‘“Post\Notes.”? There appeared to the committee so many 
objections to issuing post.notes, that they turned to other means of obtaining 
money. ‘The people of Missoiiri are doubtless strongly opposed to the credit 
system. They think it detrimental to their prosperity, aud dangerous to-their 
liberties. Your committee are fully satisfied that the credit system is the 
greatest evil in our country. But of all the descriptions of the credit system, 
post notes is the most hurtful and odious. They are doubly obnoxious. In 
the first place they have all the evils of the_credit~system, being a part or 
portion ofit, they give the same extension as bank notes, stocks, or State 
loarfs. But they have an evil of a higher character. Post notes, degrade, de- 
preciate and ruin our circulating medium. They destroy all standard of va- 
lue. Writers on political economy urge a permanent standard of value, as an 
object of the highest importance to the prosperity of any State or- country- 
Without a standard of value, the laborer, producer, and industrious, are pla- 
ced in the power of the speculator and money dealer. 


Entertaining these views your committee earnestly recommend to this 
House not to issue post notes under any circumstances. 


The committee next took into cfnsideration the expediency of issuing Au- 
ditor’s Warrants. Your.committee dd.Rot believe that the issuing of Auditor's 
Warrants is an expedient so teeming with evil and disaster as the use of post 
notes. But after giving the subject of Auditor’s warrants a long and serious 
consideration, they came to the eonclusion, that it was a very bad policy, and. 
that this General Assembly ought not in justice to the people of the State, to 
adopt it. | ` a Eg 

Th thé first place if the Auditor issues warrants, they will in all probability 
be issued to the amount which the State owed to the individual to whom the 
warrant was given. Many of those who have claims against the State are 
poor, could not pay it in taxes, and would, from necessity, have to sell it. 
The purchaser, who would be a money dealer or iisurer, would take advan- 
tage of the situation of the holder of the warrant, and the purchase would be 
for a small consideration. _ This purchaser would be apt to sell the- warrant to 
some collector, at a large profit, and the collector must have a profit also, on 
the warrant, before it would return to the Treasury.. The result would be - 
that the State would have to sustain the expense of issuing the warrants, the 
interest while out, and the additional risk and expense of counterfeits. . 

Auditor’s warrants would be more likely to be counterfeited, than Bank 


“notes, for two reasons, the warrants would not be struck on as good plates or 
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paper as the notes, and the State officers could not be so able judges of paper - 
money, as the regular officers of a Bank. i 

But great as -these evils are, they are comparatively small compared to the | 
real injustice done to the individual who first received the warrant, and was 
forced to sell it for little or nothing. But it may be insisted on, to issue the 
warrants in sums of five, and ten dollars, and thereby give them a freer circul- 
ation and an enhanced price. Your committee consider that to issue the war- 
rants in five and ten dollars is still more objectionable, than to issue them equal 
to the amount due to whom the warrant is given.. They would then assume 
the same position as post notes, and all the arguments and objections your 
committee urged against post notes, are strictly applicable to Auditor’s war- 
rants, when used as a circulating medium. ‘They would depreciate the cur- 
rency and drive out of circulation the paper of the Bank of the State of Mis- 
souri, and under their influence gold and silver would soon disappear. 

Your committee would, as on post notes, earnestly dissuade the House froin 
issuing Auditor’s warrants. Your committee rejecting post notes and Audi- 
tor’s warrants, turned their attention to two other modes ofraising money to 
meet the debts of the State. f 

One of the two modes was to raise the taxes on the people. The other 

mode was tọ sell the - bonds of the State at an interest sufficiently high to en- 
sure their sale- 
_ The firstis, no dọubt,.the safest and most correct mode of raising money. 
H is safest because the State then can never go in debt. A State debt created 
by loans, oppress posterity and bow down the energies, and dèstroy the inde- 
pendence of the people. So long as the people pay the expenses of the govern- 
ment as created, it will forever preventa State debt, the greatest ot all evils. 
But another benefit arises; when the people are heavily taxed, and become 
sensible of their burthens, they will be more inclined to keep a strict eye on 
those agents who use their money, they will examine, and see that it is not 
wasted, or diverted from its just and legitimate object. It would prevent 
waste by expenditure, and extravagant appropriations. Economy would be 
made a question at elections, and the Representative would feel himself bound 
by the most strict accountability to his constituents from the watchful eye 
their interest induced them’to keep on him who voted their money away. 

Your committee are of opinion that in general, itis the wisest-and*most eco- - 
nomical plan to raise money. But in the present instance, itis impracticable. 
Before a law could be passed to raise the taxes on the people, that tax assess- 
ed, collected and paid into the Treasury, one year would have passed away. 

Of the volunteers and Militia engaged in the Osage and Mormon wars. 
One half or more have received nothir®, and from all your committee can learn 
they are from the most needy part of the community.. Déeply suffering at 
this time for the money which the State justly owes them. 

The Bank of the State of Missouri generously advanced to the State one 
hundred thousand dollars. That aided but only in partthe State to pay the 
Militia. The bank herself is now sorely oppressed on account of the State 
being unable to pay back the money she-had obtained. Could the State at 
this time pay the bank, it would greatly relieve her from her present embar- 
rassments. ‘The General Assembly are bound by the most ‘stem duty to pay 
the bank. A large portion of the capital of the bank belongs to the school 
funds, the profits of which go to the education of our children, we are then 
bound by our duty to ourselves and posterity to repay the Bank so soon as we 
have the means in our power. an 

The hands employed on-the capitol under the authority and laws of the State 
have labored, and are now laboring, without any pay. ‘To turn them off nee- 
dy,without paying them for their services, would be`a lasting disgrace to the 
State. It would sink our creditand character both at home and abroad. 

Pressed as we thus are, by our creditors, it would be impossible, consistent 
with the honor of the State of Missouri, and it would violate the great princi- 
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ples of Justice;-not to pay these laborers until the money would be raised by 
taxation. * - j ck 
- The only alternative we then have in our present condition, is to sell the’ 
bonds of.the State at an interest sufficiently high to ensure their sale. Your 
committee have dratted a bill authorizing the sale of State bonds to an amount 
sufficient to meet the debts of the State... The bill is drafted that the bonds 
are to be sold for a term not longer than ten years, in sums not less than five 
thousand dollars, and at an interest of seven per cent per annum. The com- 
mittee do not insist on seven, they are willing, if it is the judgment of the House 
to have the interest eight per cent. The committee prefered the ‘term of 
ten years, to that of twenty for several reasons. Ona strict examination of 
the resources of the State, it will be found that in less than ten years she can 
carry on her government and have an overplus sufficient to pay off all the 
State debt. The committee also believe that bonds running ten years are 
/ more easily sold, than those of twenty or more years. In the United States 
the value of stocks and money vary so much, that dealers in money are un- 
willing to let their funds.out of their hands too long. Butabove all the com- 
mittee were unwilling to let the bonds of the State be in market when the 
State had sufficient funds to pay her debts and redeem all her outstanding 
bonds. 

The committee have recommended seven per cent., but are willing if it is 
the judgment of this House, that the bonds be sold at 8 per cent. At that per 
cent. there is no doubt but the bonds will readily sell. i 

The committee are happy to state, that none ofthese debts originated from 
any act of this General Assembly. And at the same time deeply regret to 
state to this House, that for the most of this debt, the people of our state have 
received no benefit or consideration whatever. ; 

All that the committee can show for this immense debt isa half-finished 
State House; and it affords a melancnoly spectacle of the interested feelings, 
and misguided ambition, that erected it. Without, it presents an imposing ap- 
pearance; but enter it, it is a rough skeleton; huge beams, bare walls, rough. 
uncovered frames, open’ windows without sash or glass. The committee con- 
sidered the condition of the State with regard to its resources, and resolved 
that they would refuse to appropriate money to finish the Capitol at this time 
on account of the embarrassed condition of our finances. 

The committee are fully informed that when the law passed fo erect this 
State House, the General Assembly would not vote for more than seventy-five 
thousand dollars. It was tried at one hundred thousand, and if that sum had 
been persisted in by the friends of the bill it would have fallen. 

At the last ‘session instead of a finished State House when the- General As- 
sembly met they found nothing but a rude fundation ofa State House, they ap- 
propriated one hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars to complete the Cap- 
itol. Instead ofit being completed at the beginning ofthis session, we found 
it as we now behold it, a half finished building, with twenty thousand dollars 
of debt against the State. Five thousand dollars ofthat we have paid since ‘we 
met, and the committee have réported a bili to pay the ballance, and appropri- 

.ated eight thousand dollars to put the capitol in a situation, that it will receive 
no injury; and let.it remain in this incomplete state until the finances of the 
State justifies the finishing of the capitol. 

The committee have presented to the House the embarrassed condition of 
the finances of the State, with as much accuracy as they were able from docu- 
ments to procure. j f 

The committee by comparing the amount of revenue {or some years, are 
happy to svate that the amount increases rapidly: And if the General Assem- 
bly exercise a rigid economy, in appropriatzng money, and a strict supervision 
over those engaged in assessing, collecting and disbursing the revenue, the 
growing resources, and prosperous condition of the business of our State, im- 
pel us confidently to believe, that in a very few yearsour State debt will be

We have had the pleasure of receiving your esteemed letters of 4th, 
10th and 25th October, and are gratified to hear of your safe return. 

The ratification of the Board of Directors of your Bank, of the contract en- 
tered into between us on the 19th August last, is of course perfectly satisfacto- 
ry and as far as the terms of that contract are concerned the satisfaction on 
the part of the Governor of the State of Missouri appears equally so, but we 
observe that as regards any further directions which the Bank may give as to. 
the sale of the bonds in question, they will only have the Governor’s sanction, 
provided the State of Missouri does not suffer any loss by the sale. It is to be 
regretted, that this condition should have been inserted, as it may give rise to 
questions cn] confirm to a certain degree the impression produced by the-act 
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of the Legislature by which the bonds were created. For the present, the 
point is immaterial, as there is no prospect of effecting sales, whatever abate- 
ment you might authorize us to make on the prices named in our contract; 
but we hope the time will come when American State Stocks will again be 
considered a‘safe and eligible investment by our capitalists, and by that time all 
doubts should be removed. The best means of effecting this will occur to-you 
more readily than to ourselves, in the mean time it might’ be well that the. 
Bank shold write us a letter, engaging unreservedly to make good to the Gov- 
ernment of Missouri, any difference which may possibly induce it to refuse its 
sanction toa sale of the bonds. . 

We notice that in two or three weeks you hoped to be able to forward the 
coupons of your bonds; but you do not allude to the box which was to be de- 
livered to us by Mr. Jaudon, and which was to contain, ; 

The bonds for $20,000 for Internal Improvement, 
«  & 180,000 for Mormon War, 

__. ‘€ 200,000 of the Bank itself with the guarantee of the State. 
These bonds have not yet come into our hands, nor into those'of Mr. Jaudon, 
nor has this gentleman received any advice in regard thereto, we therefore 
suppose that they will be perhaps forwarded withthe coupons. 

We would willingly accede to your wish as regards an advance of £20,000, 
if we could but see the end of the critical state of our money matters in this 
country, for we are anxious to shew our sense of the straight forward manner 
in which you have confided this business to our care, but you will have seen 
by our public prints, that we have gone from bad to worse, and that the scar- - 
city of money is greater and its value higher than when you were present. 
One of the principal causes of these embarrassments has been removed by the. 
advance in the duty of Wheat, which precludes further importations of grain 
and the corresponding exportation of bullion to the continent of Europe, but 
it is still considered doubtful whether additional supplies may not be required 
before our next crop, and meanwhile the second main source of evil arising 

-from the finanicial crisis in America, continues unabated, the suspension of 
the of the Bank U. States, which at the momen created a painful sensation, . 
would not on the whole have had an unfavorable tendency as far as this coun- 
try is concerned ifit had been followed by the suspension of all the other 
Banks, but as those of New York appear determined to continue specie pay- 
ments, the fear of extensive failures there, especially among dry good mer- 
chants keeps our manufacturing districts in a state of suspense and apprehen- 
sion and prevents our export trade from regaining its activity, which [has] al- 
ways a marked influence on our market. 5 

In consequence of the facilities afforded to the New York bankers by the 
State government, large amounts of New York State Stock have come for- 
ward by the last packets, but even this favorite stock has become almost una- ` 
vailable. A sale of $20,000 was effected at 80., after which small parcels were 

- disposed of at 79 1-2 and 79 3-4, but even at these rates there are no pur- 
chases to any extent. Pennsylvania 5 per. cent. stock is, offered at 75 to 76. 
Ohio 6 per. cent., at 8ito85. Indiana 5 per cent. at 63 to 65. Illinois 6 per 
cent. at 73 to 75. Maryland and Alabama 5 per cent. sterling bonds, at 78 
to 79. 

As for most of these securities the quotations from your side are even lower 
than ours, we cannot look forward to any early improvement. The shares 
and funds of the Bank of the U.States being powerfully supported by many 
large holders, maintain themselves comparatively better than the State Stocks, 
the shares being saleable, though probably not in large amount at £1510, to 
£16, & the new 6 per cent. sterling debentures issued under the late arrange- 
ments of the United States Bank Agency based upon State Stocks as collater- 
al security, and redeemable on an average in about two years at 93. In the 
old Post Notés of the Bank no transactions of any importance have taken 
place. 
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The Bank of England continues its sale of discòunt at.6., but as it takes on- 
ly a certain class of bills, and these only to a certain amount, this can hardly 
be considered a criterion, our large discount brokers charge and easily obtain 
the best bills at from 8 to 9 pr. a. i

We addressed you last on the 29th February, az per annexed 

copy, and received since your favor of 25th February, inclosing a copy of a 
resolution of the Board of Directors, by which the Bank binds itself to indem- 
_nify us for any loss or prejudice arising from the sale of the bonds deposited 
with ys, especially in respect of the proviso inserted by the Governor of the 
State in his ratification of the contract signed between you and us on the 19th 
August last. This guarantee is satisfactory as far as it goes, but you must be 
aware that as long as the bonds- remain incomplete, i. e. without coupons, 
they are entirely unsaleable, and conseqitently also unavailable to us as secur- 
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ity for any advance we might make upón them. We mention this in refer- 
ence to any eventual improvement in our market for American 
securities, for at the present moment nothing could be done with the 
bonds, even if they ‘were perfect, all transactions`in American stocks 
being paralyzed, partly owing to the deranged state of your currency, 
partly on account of the apprehensions of hostilities between the 
two countries, which have been created by the late-official correspondence at 
Washington. A final settlement of the Boundary question would contribute 
materially to restore confidence; and from what has transpired-within the last 
few days, we hope this settlement is not distant.

We assure you that we are not unmindful of your anxious wish either to 
realize your bonds ata satisfactory price, or to receive an advance upon them;

introduction of any new stock into the market, we should not consider it either 
advisable or even creditable. Nor canwe as yet fore-tell the period when a 
material improvement may be expected. We should consequently, in making 
an advance, lock up our capital for an indefinite period; and for this we confess 
the value ofmoney is too great at-present. The attention of our capitalists, 
and others engaged in American affairs, is now turned to your internal politics; 
and if the prospects for your next Presidential election held out by the last ac- 
counts should be realized, this circumstance will contribute more than any 
other to restore general confidence. The payment ofthe dividends on Penn- 
sylvania stock has produced a good effect; but even now that stock, (which a 
few years ago was preferred to all others, and sold as high as 120,) can be 
purchased at from 76 to 78, which will show you what could be expected for 
Missouribonds.

REPORT OFTHE DANK COMMITTEE ON GOV. BOGGS’ RECOM- 
-O MENDATION TO ISSUE FIVB DOLLAR BILLS”. | 


The committec on the Bank, to whom was referred so much of the Message 
of Gov. Boggs, as recommends anamendment to the Bank charter, so as tọ, 
authorize the bank to issue notes of the denomination of five dollars, have had 
the same under consideration, and have instructed me to make the following: 
report: » 3 

First, Your committee are. fully of opinion, thgt it would be impolitic and , 
unwise to authorise the Bank to issue notes of a less denomination than ten _ dol- 
lars;and that the Bank should not be permitted to deal in any notes of a Tess 
denomination than the minimum of her own ‘issues; and in the notes of no de- 
nomination whatever, of any non-specie paying Bank, or depreciated paper,.or 
post notes, or paper which does not pass-at par, or -convertible into -specie;- 
and that all notes or Bank bills below the denomination of five dollars ought to 
be prohibited by law from circulation within this State ‘at an early period | 
after the adjournment of this General Assembly, and that all notes below thè 
denomination of ten dollars ought to be prohibited from circulation at some 
more remote period. E 

Your committee believe that with such a course of policy, the currency of 
this country would be restored to a sound condition, and that gold and silver 
coin would in that event supply the place of the depreciated notes, which at 
this time constitutes the principal basis of our smalt circulation. : 

Your committee deem it not necessary at this time tọ enter into further ar- 
guments in support of the above propositions, inasmuch as it is admitted by all 
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that gold and silver cqin is the only constitutional currency of our couniry, 
and e only sound basis ofthe circulation of the world abroad. 

Where-small bills are permitted to circulate as a currency, gold and silver 
disappears; and as paper money is expelled from circulation, as a natural con- 
sequence its place will be supplied with gold and silver. ;

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INTERNAL: IMPROVEMENT. 


The committee on Internal Improvements have had under consideration that 
portion of the Governor’s Message which relates to the subject of Internal. - 
Improvement, and have requested me to make the following report: 


Your committee decm it inexpedient and impolitic for the State of Missouri 
to embark in a gencral system of Internal Improvements at this time. ` 

At the last session of the Legislature, an act establishing a general system of 
Internal Improvements, was passed, by which a board of Internal Improve- 
ments was established, with power to appoint’ an Engineer to sur ey the 
Osage river, Grand river, Salt river, and Merimec river, and a route fora 
railway from St. Louis to the Iron Mountain. i 

Neither the Engineer, nor the board of Internal Improvements have made a 
report to this House; but the information which your committee obtains from 
that part of the Governor’s message, referring to the report made to him, 
shows the estimated amounts which will be required for the several surveys 
authorized to be made under the above recited acts. It maybe well to re- 
mark here, that estimates of this character, seldom ever fail to fall greatly be- 
low the actual cost of an improvement. A 

The Osage river, if properly improved, would afford a more general advan- 
tage to the State, than either of the other objects surveyed; but it is estimated 
that to make it navigable a distance of two hundred and thirty miles, for steam 
boats of one hundred tons burthen, would cost the sum ef two hundred thou- 
sand dollars. ‘This sum is not extravagantly large, compared with the value 
of the improvement; butit is much larger than the State ought to appropriate 
now, considering the condition of our- Treasury. 

North Grand river's the object next in consideration, and its importance 
claims the attention of your committee. This stream may be improved a dis- 
tance of sixty miles, for seemingly a small sum, as estimated by the surveyor. 
We are advised that the sum of twenty thousand dollars, would be adequate to 
effect this improvement, and that the additional facilitics afforded by the im- 
provement would, in no great while, remunerate the people, for the expenses 
incurred; but the condition of our finances, forbids the idea of any appropri- 
ation at this time. 

Salt river is the next object. The cost of improving this would, in all prob- 
ability, be much greater than the advantages to be derived from the work. 
The estimated cost, to make it navigable by locks and dams—the only mode 
in which it can be improved for vessels of any size—is four hundred thousand 
dollars. 

The Merimec river would require asum too large, even to entertain a hope 
ofan appropriation for its improvement. In-fact, it is doubtful whether it can 
ever be improved. ; i 

The survey for a rail road from St. Louis to the Iron Mountain has received 
the consideration of your committee. The costof this road would be so im- 
mense, that no one, in the opinion of your committee, can seriously entertain, 
or hold the idea, that-the State of Missouri, ought, at this time, under-any cir- 
cumstances, to embark with a company or corporation, in so wild and so ex- 
iravagant an enterprise. To make this road, would require an amount which 
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would increase taxation to an extent too burthensome forthe people to bear. 
Our best advice seems to be, that it would require three millions of dollars, or 
about that sum. —-~ i ; 

The spirit of Internal Improvements; has, for the last ten or twelve years, 
assimilated more the character of a wild and .dangerous mania, than that of 
discreet ahd enlightened legislation. While this system is, on the one hand, 
entitled to the steady support and fostering care of the Legislature, when war- 
ranted by the population, commerce and wealth of a:country, it should on the 
other-hand, under different and opposite circumstances,.be studiously avoided 
as a fundamental error, carrying inits train the most disastrous consequences. 

For the truth of this position, it is but necessary fo recur to the history vof 
some of our sister states for afew years past. Let us then consult their his- 
tory, and gather wisdom from their experience. The States of Illinois, Indiana. 
and Kentucky, but a fewyears since, embarked in this system, with a degree 
of enthusiasm which would have insured success for any undertaking not rad- 
ically wrong. State scrip was issued to large arhounts, and agents dispatch- 
ed to foreign markets, to dispose’of the same to the highest bidder. The ex- ' 
periment was made under circumstances as favorable as could have existed in 
any state where population and and business did not justify it. Of the public 
works undertaken, few have been prosecuted to completion, and those few 

, Scarcely yield enough to keep them in repair. . A very large proportion of 
— them (particularly in the first mentioned State) have been suspended, if 
not entirely abandoned, for want of means; and will, through successive 
ages, remain an interesting monument of the previous greatness of our 
sister States. To the failure of those States in their schemes of Internal. 
Improvement, we would add, that they have incurred a large public debt, 
which hangs over them like a devouring and merciless incubus, paral- 
-izing their energies and consuming their substance—a debt which they 
cannot discharge or caneel, but one which must be beqeathed.to future gener- 
ations as a patrimony of ideal greatness rather than prosperity. “The time 
was when the finger of scorn and ridicule was pointed at our Legislature, 
for what was technically called a want of enterprise. That time has passed, 
and with it most of the persons who entertained these opinions; or atleast, 
there are few persons who are now willing to admit that they ever favored a 
course of legislation which would unavoidably have reduced us to the same 
deplorable dilemma with the states above referred to. 

From the lights furnished this committee, by.the states to whose history they 
have just alluded, and from the further consideration, that the condition of the 
country does not require, nor her means justify it, they are inevitably leď to 
the conclusion, that the. further'adoption, or prosecution of Internal Improve- 
ments as a regular system in this state, would be literally a suicidal act on the 
part ofher Legislature—an act which would sdddle the state with a large pu- 
blic debt, the cancer of the body ears injustice to our\progeny, which 
would appear the more flagrant, as it would admit of no apology. The com- 
mittee are of the opinion, that it is bettér for the citizens of the state that they 
rely on their own resources for means to carry into effect any of the objects 
worthy of being improved than to issue the bonds of the state, bearing an inter- 
est, and tlirown into foreign markets and the proceeds returned.in goods, the 
goods worn out, and the state left with nothing but a public debt. 

The committee have not had an opportunity of fully investigating the casts 
accumulated under the act of the last legislature, establishing a board of In- 
ternal Improvements, but are fully advised that the sum of twenty thousand dol- 
lars, appropriated by that act has been expended by the board, and that they 
are now asking an additional appropriation of five thousand dollars, at the 
hands of this Legislature, to meet the balance of expenses by them incurred. 

- Itis much to be lamented, that many objects, to-survey which, appropria- 
tions are frequently made, are tod visionary in their character to merit the at- 
tention of the Legislature.- These are sometimes presented for electioneering 
purposes, at others through motives of spectilation, and at others originate in 
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mere visions of fancy, generally terminating in bubbles, leaving no trace of 
previous existence, except a debt upon commuuity. We come to these. con- 
clusions from the evidence furnished us in the history of works in other states. 
In addition to all these reasons against going farther intoa system of Inter- 
nal Improvements at this time, your committee will add the factthatour state 
is now in debt upwards of four hundred thousand dollars. They have there- 
fore requested me to report a bill to repeal the same. -

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE CN THE BANK, 
To the morle the Duse of Representatives: 


The Committee on the Bank, in obedience to a resolution adopted by the 
Ilouse of Representatives on the 17th of December, 1840, which is as follows: 


Resolved, That the committee on the Bank be authorized to send for per- 
sons and papers, and to take testimony on oath touching the abuse of their 
charters by the Insurance Companies, and Gas Light Company, chartered by 
the General Assembly; and especially to inquire and report whether said com- 
panies, or any of them, have failed to use their charters for the objects for. 
which they were ostensibly granted; and whether they have engaged ‘in the 
business of banking, by receiving money on deposit, or discounting notes, or 
dealing in exchange; and whether any of said institutions have done their 
business on gold and silver, or its equivalent, or on depreciated paper money, 
or taken usurious interest; and whether they have entered into any contract 
or arrangement with Banks in other States to supply them with paper money 
for circulation; and whether they have received such paper money in sheets 
or quires, or otherwise; and have been importing depreciated paper, and ex- 
porting specie; and how said institutions have acted as the agents of Banks in 
other States; and generally how far said Institutions are answering the pur- 
poses of their creation, or may have committed abuse, either by abuser, mis- 
user or nonuser, of their charters; whether under the pretext of loaning sur- 
plus capital they have lent that which was neither surplus nor capital, but de- 
preciated paper, received in deposit; or obtained on contract from Banking 
Institutions. ; 

Further, Resolved, That said committee also inquire and report to this 
House whether the Bank of the State of Missouri has brought into this State 
uncurrent Bank paper of other States, or received such paper on deposit; and 
whether said Bank loaned out such paper to citizens of this State, and how 
long said Bank dealt in such paper, and whether said Bank has -committed 
any act or acts which by law will forfeit the charter of said Bank; 

Have proceeded in accordance with the requisitions in the above resolu- 
tions as specified, and have instructed me, in pursuance thereof, to make the 
following REPORT: All of which is respectfully submitted:— 

Your committee had a subpcena issued, and caused to appear before them a 
- number of witnesses, and propounded to each the Incerrogatories as herein 
set forth, and made a part of this report in Document No. 1; and received for 
answers thereto, in writing, on oath, as will be seen in Document No. 2. mg 

In relation to that part of the subject to which your committee haye been 
directed, as concerns the State Bank of Missouri, your committee propound- 
ed a separate series of Interrogatories, as will appear by reference 
to Document marked letter (A) to the President and Cashier of the Bank at 
St. Louis, and others, and received their answers in writing on oath, as will be 
seenin document marked letter (B) and made also a part of this report. - 
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In the course of this investigation the. attention of your committee was ne- 
~ cessarily called to that part of our State Constitution in the Sth article, which 
says: .*The General Assembly may incorporate one banking company, and 
no more to be in operation at the same. time,” and limits the capital stock to 


five millions, and requires the State to own at least half the stock, and that — 


not more than five branches of said bank, shall be established, 

The first question then, which arises, is what.is the legal and plain common 
sense meaning of the words ‘ Banking Company,” as used by the framers of 
_ our State Constitution. ' i 


The importance of this subject induced your committee to give to'it, that 


attention which its importance-seems to have demanded. : 

Jt appears that the term Bank, in reference to commerce, implies a place 
of deposite of money, and derived its origin in Italy, which was the cradle of 
European commerce. ‘fhe Jews weré in the habit of assembling at the mar- 
ket places in the principal towns, and seating themselves on benches for the 
purpose of lending money, and had acquired general notoriety for that busi- 
ness, and. hence derived the term or name Bank from bance, the Italian name 
for bench; in consequence of the notoriety of the Jews seating themselves on 
benches which at once indicated their object, to wit, to loan money. 

Banks are of three kinds, viz: first banks of deposite; secend, banks of de- 
posite and discount; third, banks of deposite, discount and circulation. 

In some casts but one of these functions have been exercised, thatis a bank 
of deposite, as in the case of the first banks established, such as the bank of 
‘Venice which was established as early as the year 1171, and was a public 
bank.— A bank of deposite receives money to keep for the depositor until he 
chooses to draw it out, this is the first and most obvious purpose of a bank. 
The second branch of banking business, which belongs to it is the discounting 
of promissory notes, bills of exchange, checks, &c., and loaning of money on 
mortgage or other security in addition to the bank of Venice, the bank of 
Amsterdam, which was established 1609, and the Bank of Hambug in 1619 
all of which were of the first kind only, and also public banks, that is a bank 
of deposite. 

The bank of England was established 1693, and was a bank of deposite, a 
bank of discount, and also a bank of circulation, and exercised all of the 
three functions, by issuing of her own notes, and putting them forth to supply 
the place of gold and silveras a circulation or currency. 

Banks are also divided into two kinds, viz: public and private banks.— 
Public banks are such as the government owns all or a part of the capital. 
stock and has her control in the mangement of its affairs,-and responsible for 
its liabilities agreeable ta the terms of its charter and exercise one or more ‘of 


the functions of receiving money on deposit, discounting notes, dealing in the . 


buying and selling of bills of exchange, gold, silver, &c., or in addition, there- 
to may issue bills, or notes of her own, to supply the place or in lieu of specie 
as a currency or circulation, as may be deémed expedient. 

The next enquiry is, does the term “Banking Company” as used in the con- 
stitution, mean any particular one of the kind of banks, above referred to? 
Your committee cannot so suppose, but to the contrary. The General Assem- 
bly could under that clause of the Constitution make ita bank with power to 
exercise either one, or two, or all three of the functions before stated. ` 

In support ofthe correctness of this position, suppose the General Assembly 
of the State, when the bank charter was created had prohibited the bank from 

issuing her own notes, would it in that event have beenabank of deposit and 
discount only and not of circulation. This no one will deny. ` 

If your committee be right in this position, 'could the Legislature of this 
State now grant a charter, or incorporate a bank company with five millions 

more, and make it a bank of circulation by authorizing it to issue its own notes 
for the purpose of a circulation or currency; your committee, cannot for one’ 
moment entertain stich an idea, for if such could be the. case, the restraining 
article in the constitution before referred to would be a nullity at once, and of 
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no force, neither in regard to the amount of capital stock employed, nor in re-— 
lation to the number of Banking companies or banks, nor to the amount of cap- 
ital stock required to.be owned or held by the State. Forif the Legislature 
could do one, she could, most assuredly.do the other, and. miget now incorpo- 
rate a banking company with any amount of capital that might be deemed 
proper, and might own stock herself, or not, as she choose, by the simple pro- 
cess of taking away from the present bank, tne privilege of issuing her own 
notes, or by chartering another without such power or privilege. 

From an examination of the present law, chartering the bank of the State of 
Missouri, it is not obligatory on the directory of the parent bank, to make it a 
Lank of circulation, they may or may not issuc their own notes, as may be 
deemed advisable, and in fact it was only a bank of deposit and discount, for 
some time after it went into operation, and the branches are not banks of cir- 
culation; by their charters they are confined to the exclusive business of banks 
of discount and deposit, and can scarcely be considered much more at this 
time, in consequence of the bank suspensions throughout the country which 
have existed forsome time, whilst the bank of Missouri continued to redeem 
her notes in specie, thereby keeping her paper on a par with gold and silver. 

Again, is it not clear that the amount of issues which the bank created un- 
der the constitution may be permitted to issue in capital stock paid țin, is in 
no wise restricted, and depend entirely on the will of the General. Assembly, 
and the legislature could ‘suppose the bank to issue fifty for one paid in, if she 
choose and that would make aceumulation of two hundred and fifty million. of 
dollars, instead of five millions. ; l . 

Under this view ofthe subject, and your committee can come to no. other 
conclusion, that the plan and obvious meaning of the eighth article of the State 
constitution, is that there should be but one “Banking Company” or bank es- 
tablished in this State, and that the capital stock, should not exceed five mil- 
lions of dollars, and own at least half the stock; and not to exceed five branch- 
es, and left it to the wisdom and discretion of the Legislature, to determine 
what kind of bank of deposit and discount, or make it a bank of discount depos- 

-~ it and ci:culation. 

Dependent for the different functions which it might exerciseonly on the 
will and pleasure of the General Assembly; hence is it not self-evident that 
if the General Assembly should see proper te take from the directory of the 
State Bank of Missouri, the privilege of issuing her own notes for circula- 
tion, that it would not still be a bank within the legal-and common law mean- 
ing of the constitution, your committee doubt not. : 

Your committee are fully of opinion that all chartered companies, or char- 
ters of incorporation granted for any purpose whatever, or by any hame or 
style with the exception of the Bank of Missouri, with power to receive’ mo- 
ney on deposite, and discount notes, loan money, and deal in the buying and’ 
selling bills of exchange, checks, &c., is in direct violation of the 8th article 
of the constitution of the State, aud is therefore null and void. 

In support of this opinion, your committee is fully sustained ` by various le- 
gal decisions, as will be seen by reference to the following cases:

The next enquiry is, has any of the Insurance Companies or Corporations 

chartered by the General Assembly of Missouri, except the state bank of 

—  Missotiri, exercised any banking power or privilege contrary to the provis- 
ions of the constitution and laws of this State. . 
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Your committee, on this branch of the subject have no doubt, as the several 
answers to interrogatories propounded by your committee and heretofore re- 
fered to in document No. 2, fully sustain your committee in the affirmative. 
‘. In relation to this branch of the subject, your committee have no difficulty 
as will be seen on examination of the evidence, that many of the Insurance 
Companies have exercised all the powers and privileges of Banks or Banking 
Companies, with the exception of that of issuing and circulating their own 
notes as a currency; and are empnatically banks of deposit and discount—t 
dealing in the buying and selling of bills of exchange, checks, &c.; receiving 
money on deposit; discounting promissory notes; and with all the proper 
officers necessary for such institutions; such as presidents, cashiers, and tel- 
lers; also have their regular discount days, and some of them receive and pay, 
out notes of a less denomination. than five dollars at their counters; issue 
checks.payable{o bearer, and some of them have borrowed money, and are 
in the habit of receiving on deposit from théir customers small‘sums, and are 
in the habit of allowing interest on the same varying from 3 to 5 per cent., 
according to the length of time itis deposited. From the general tenor of the 
answers in regard to the kind of funds belonging to the institutions on which 
they discount notes, it appears that their discounts are not confined to what 
your committee conceives to be surplus fund. ` It also appears that they carry 
on their business in gold, silver, and bank paper of this and other States, to 
wit, Illinois, Indiana, Kentucky, Iowa and Wisconson, and paper of other 
States, and the rate of interest they are in the habit of receiving on discount- 
ing notes, at the time of discounting, is at the rate of ten per cent. per annum, 
with the exception of one of the companies, to wit: The Missouri Mutual In- 
surance Company, which receives eight per cent. __ i 

It also appears from evidence before the committee, that the Gas Light 
Insurance Company, The Missouri Mutual Insurance Company, and The. 
Liberty Marine Fire and Life Insurance Company, do but little or no busi- 
ness by way of Insurances, but attend almost exclusively to the business of 
banking, in the fullest extent of the term, with the exception of issuing their 
own notes in their corporate name, and putting them in circulation; and to 
ihat, and not the business of Insurance, they have been, as it were, almost ex- 
clusively engaged, as is fully shown from the testimony as before referred to, 
all of which is made a part of this report. ; 7 x 

In relation to the information sought by the resolutions of the House of Re- 
presentatiyes, of the same tenor, in regard to the State bank, it appears that 
the bank went into operation about the 8th of May 1837, on specie and notes 
and notes of specie paying banks; it also appears that she had obtained on 
loan from the State bank.of Illinois, $300,000 on the 3rd day of May 1837, of’ 
which sum $198,000 was notes, which was at that time a specie paying bank 
and continued so to be until about the 27th of May 1837, when that with near- 
ly all the banks in the United States suspended specie payments,~as will fully. . 
be shewn in document No 5; to which document the committee refer the House 
as full and'satisfacttory answers to information desired, all of which is made a 
part of this report, and respectively submitted. 

I am also instructed by the committee to introduce. a bill for the suppres- 
sion of illegal banking and other purposes which is herewith submitted.

“1st. Iknow not thatany of the ingorporated companies in the City of St. 
Lonis have-violated their charters in any. way whatever, nor do J know of any 
that have failed to accomplish the objects for which they were created so far 
as the same has been found practicable. ` 
_ Qnd. Iam President of the “St. Louis Floating Dock and Insurance Com- 
pany” which company has confined itself exelusively to an iisurance business, 
it has never borrowedanoney, hasnever loaned any, except a portion of the 
capitol stock paid in. Iam a director,and stockholder in tlie St. Louis Gass 
ight. Company, at the time of its organization, efforts were made’ to obtain 
a contract withthe city authorities for lighting the city withgass, which fail- 
ed on account of a disagreement in the board of Aldermen, nothing’ furthey of 
importance was done until after the amendments of the charter of the city 
and Gass Light Company, adopted by the Legislature at its session in 1838 
and 9,-after which time thirty per cent of the capitol stock of said company 
was paid in and the Valance secured by stock notes; application was again 
made to the city authorities for a contract, which was declined on the part 
of the city on account of the embarrassed state of its finances and business 
generally. - : i E 

The Gass Light Co., being again disappointed in not getting a contract with 
the city and it being impracticable to light the city without one and it being 
desirable to render, their funds then on hand productive to the company and 
useful to- the community, it was resolved to loan the same upon actual busi- 
ness paper ard int all cases to be paid at maturity, and also to receive mon- 
ey on deposit or loans which business of loaning and receiving monies on de- 
posit has since been continued, said company has also received on depasit, . 
for fixed but short periods sundry amounts of money, generally small, vary- 
ing from five dollars to twenty thousand dollats, from sundry persons in St. 
Louis and at different rates of interest, the rate not now recollected and in 
most cases not known to me, but generally fixed accordingsto the length of 
time for which the deposit was to continue; the only deposits of this kind 

- now recollected was one of $20,000 of Mr. Cabanie, one of $1000 of S. Blood, 
and one of $1000 of B. Fowler, none ‘of these persons were stockholders in 
the company, the kind of funds thus deposited was bank notes and specie. . 

Soon after the organization of the city council for 1840, applications to 
said council” was again made, on the part of the Gass Light Co., for a cori- 
‘tract, which application was after a long time responded to on their part by the 
appointment,ofa joint committee, to confer with one on the part of the compa- 
ny, which arrangement led to the perfecting ofa contract between the city au- 
thorifies ‘and the Gass Light Co., for lighting the city with gass and to the pas- 
sage of ordinances to carry the same into effect, which ordinances--were first 
published and contract signed on the 7th Jan., instant; in the ‘mean time, the 
Gass Light Co., have been engaged in obtaining at much,expense by means of 
agents and correspondence a large amount of statistical and other matter re- 
lating to the subject of gass works, preparatory to the erection of the’same. 

I was formerly a director-of the Missouri Insurance Co., and still a stock- 
holder, have often transacted business with it and have no knowledge of its . 
ever having been engaged in any other than an insurance business, except that . 
of loaning its surplus fund. 

I had occasionally transacted business with the Citizens, St. Louis, Union 
and Marine Insurance Companies and so far as my knowledge extends be- ° 
jieve they have confined themselves exclusively to the business of ‘insurance 
and to the loaning of such surplus funds as have accumulated in the course of 
their business. | ae ; 
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I have also had some business with the Perpetual Insurance Co., and know 
they thave been constantly and I believe very extensively engaged in an insur- 
ance business, they have also been loaning their surplus capital and funds and 
have been in the practice of receiving monies.on deposit. 

I have on two or three occasions borrowed small sums from the Mutual In- 
surance Co., and have paid some two or thrée notes due there, except these 
transactions I know nothing of the business or affairs of that company. 

Of the Farmers and Mechanics Insurance Co., I know but. little, I know 
they have done an insurance business and have met with considerable losses. 

3rd. The Floating dock and Insurance Co., has called in $21,000 of its 
capital stock, which was paid in bank notes of various banks, and checks .on 
the Missouri State Bank, considered equivalent to specie, the remaining $79, - 

,000, was secured by stock notes. l 

Of the stock of the Gass Light Co., $12,000, has been paid in real estate, 
consisting of a lot of ground intended as a location for the gass works, on the 

balance of the stock subscribed there has been paid thirty per cent. in checks 
and bank notes considered equal to cash, except, that for thirty shares of the 
stock, the full amount has been paid as above specified, for the remaining 
portion of the stock subscribed, stock notes with approved securities have 
been received.

above that paid in on account of stock as near as I can now recollect is about 

$70,000, this excess being a part only of the special and general deposits with 

` the company, said company has never been engaged in the business of bank- 
ing to my knowledge. l

know not the extent of them, nor have I any knowledge of their ever being 
engaged in the business of banking.

Be it remembered, that on the 8th day of February, 1841, before me, 
Joshua W. Redman, chairman of the committee on the Bank, personally came 
Abel Rathbone Corbin, ofthe city of St. Louis, and being duly sworn deposeth 
and saith, in reply to the interrogatories hereto appended, as follows, to wit: . 
The first interrogatory, &c. f ath ate i eh n 
lst. The powers granted to the corporations of St. Louis are so large, 
comprehensive, and vague, it would be difficult to form an opinion as to the 
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violation of their charters, without much and laborious research. TF hardly 
know what might not be done under the provisions of some one or other of 
the charters. I therefore decline giving an opinion, unless the committee 
shall insist upon it; and will give time to look into the true extent of these 
charters. k ai i 

Some of them have failed to answer the objects of their creatioy, if I 
rightly understand what those objects were. For instance, the Bank has fail- 
ed to loan as much money as the wants of business require; nor kas it; for 
many good and valid reasons, been able to supply the people with an adeqnate, 
sound circulating medium: The Gas Light Company has, thus far, fated to 
light the City: The Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Insurance Company has failed 
to pay alllosses with-promptitude: The City Corporation has failed to grade, 
pave, water, clean, and light all of its streets; it has also been unable to pre- 
serve perfect order, suppress immorality, and restrain vice; it has im fact, fail- 
ed to perfectly attain almost all of the objects contemplated, except only, 
perhaps, that of raising taxes, in which it has been, very tolerably success- 
ful. 

2nd. To this question I answer, that, not being a director in any Insurance 
Company, I personally know nothing of the transactions spoken of. 

3rd. The Marine Insurance Company received from me, in payment of 
stock, if I recollect rightly, a check upon the Commercial Agency, where I 
kept my money before the State Bank went into operation. I think I paid it 
11 per cent. upon the amount subscribed, which, by dividends, has been in- 
creased since to25 per cent. Its practice, with others, [know not, as I sel- 
dom go there. The Farmers’ and Mechanics’? Insurance Company reteived 
in payment Illinois Bank bills, &e. &c. Ipaid 11 percent., (1 believe it was ) 
which was increased by dividends to 15 per.cent; subsequently, understanding 
that the company was preparing to dealin money, I paid a gentleman $250, - 
` besides losing what I had paid, to take the stock off my hands. 

Ath. I own stock in but one company, (the Marine, ) and that confines itself 
to the insurance business. I believe that company loans its surplus fitnds for 
short periods, but do not know, personally, that it does so; I think the Secre- 
. tary of the company gave me the above information. Other companies, that 
receive deposits, probably have loaned a greater amount. of money than their 
capital stock amounts to. If loaning money, and the receiving of money for 
safe keeping, and using it until called for, constitutes what is commonly call- 
ed banking, then I think from what I have heard, the Mutual, the Gas Light, 
and the Perpetual Insurance Companies, have been doing a banking business. 
If the loaning out of money for a fpw days, until needed in the ordinary line of 
business, be what is called banking, then I think, if report is correct, all of 
our corporations, except perhaps the City Corporation, and the Famers? and 
Mechanics’ Insurance Company, are at this thime engaged in the business of 
banking. 

The nufure of the transactions may, perhaps, be gathered from the above; 
the extenéI can only conjecture—perhaps it will not much vary, exclusive of 
the deposits, fromthe sum of $1,000,000. 


5th.. I have heard persons say that an affirmative answer might be given to 
apart of the above interrogatory. I know the Perpetual receives money for 
safe keeping, (and perhaps uses it till called for,) for after the 12th Nov. Re- 
solutions in 1839, I deposited my collections there for some time. For them 
they allowed me no interest. I believe all of the Bank Directors, from the 
President down, deposited, after that day, with companies or brokers; for -we 
could not conscientiously receive into bank, af pur, depreciated: bills that the 
- Bank was selling for specie at a heavy discount. And to collect specie or 
Missouri Bank notes from debtors, was nearly impossible. oy = 


Sth. I presume the Perpetual Insurance Company has exported specie funds 
with which to pay dividends to its eastern stockholders. Of the amount can 
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give no correct idea. Perhaps'it etported a considerable sum of an egzivalent 
to specie, with which to pay a debt to a‘ creditor in Mlinois: e 

7. I thinkit quite probable that some of the’ companies have- borrowed | 
notes and bills, another perhaps borrowed or bought bonds, and another 
bills of exchange; but I have no accurate knowledge of the transactions that 
would materially enlighten the committee. > * ee ee 

S. I haye no knowledge of facts that would justify an affirmative answer. 

9. I believe the Perpetual Insurance Company has paid out a small bill or 
two upon some one or nfore ofmy checks. I very seldom go atter my money, 
but senda clerk, and hence know not what proportion they generally pay in 
smal{bills. As itis known that I am opposed: tothe circulation ofsmall bills, 
they would not be likely to offer to me a larger amount than necessary to make 
change, and therefore the general practice is unknown to me. et 

10. I cannot do it. The Marine Insurance Company has made nearly 14 
per cent. in about'4 years, or 3 1-2 per‘ cent. per annum; none of.it has been 
paid over to the stockholders, but has been endorsed on thé stock notes. 

11. The Bank charges 6 and 7 per cent. interest, according to the length of 
time; other companies, it is said, charge S and 10 per cent. upona similar plan. 
All of them take the interest at the time of making the loan, as I believe. ‘This, 
if we reckon interest upon the interest, will make a profit of more than 7 or 10 
per cent. : 

12. I do not know of any purchases or sales of bank paper by any corpora- 
tion except the Beak and the City. The extent of the operations, and the 
length of time the Bank was engaged in the business I cannot tell without re- 
ference to the books of the bank. To pay the interest on our eastern debt or 
debts, when I was in the Board’of Aldermen some years ago, the Mayor was al- 
lowed, if my recollection is correct, to sell paper for a bill or bills of exchange, 

-and the discount was paid by the city. Other instances, not now recollected, 
have doubtless occurred. Such sales are sometimes considered indispensable. 

13. I refer you to my answers to the 1st and 9th interrogatories. ‘oe 
- 14. I do notnow recollect ofany connexion between any St, Louis corpora- 
tions and Banks of other States, other than’ that the State Bank owes some 
bank balances of inconsiderable amount; and, perhaps, a few city bonds or city 
warrants may also be held by some one or more-of them. Eastern Banks 
would not be likely, at such a disturbed state of the money market, -to-form a 
connexion with a Bank, far less with Insurance Companies that may be burst 
into atoms by the demands that would be created by asingle devastating fire.

lst. Iam not aware that any incorporated company in St. Louis, have vio- 
lated any provisions of their charters; Í don’t know that any have failed in the 
accomplishment ofthe objects for which they were created, with the excep- 

tion that many of them have failed to be profitable to those wlio hold the stock. 

2nd. I have no knowledge of any company having borrowed money except 

from hearsay, and that in such indefinite manner that I am not able to state 

any particulars; ‘I’ know ‘very little of the manner in which the companies 
trangact their business, except the Citizens’ and Missouri Mutual Insurance 

___ Company. The business of the former has been to do a general Fire and Ma- 
~ rine Insurance, & oécasionally to take risks on remitances of money through 
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the mail and to loan their surplus capital on sixty days time at ten per cent. 
per annum—that of the latter has been generally to loan money at8 per cent.

I believe all of said offices 
make loans on bills of exchange and sometimes check on different points in fa- 
vor of their customers. I do not know that they collect for non-resident per- 
sons or the corporations of other States. i : 

6th. I do not know that any of the aforenamed companies, export specie 
from this State. 


7th. I do not know that any of the companies have borrowed money, bills 


of exchange or bonds from any corporation whatever, in or out of the State. 

Sth & 9th. Iam not aware that any of the said companies deal in bank notes 
of a less denomination than five dollars, except by way of change; the Mutual 
does not take them in any way or pay them out, neither am I aware that any of 
the corporations have acted as agents of any bank of another State. 

10th. I have no means of knowing the amount of profits made by said com- 
panies except the Citizens, which is about fifty thousand dollars. ‘Che Mutual 
has never declared a dividend, and have no idea she could fairly do so, from 
the fact that her expenses have been large, and that she has loaned her funds 
at a lower rate of interest than other companies. Taking the business of the 


Insurance companies in the aggregate, I have no doubt they have paid more

lith. I have no knowledge that any of said institutions have ever taken any 
more than a lawful rate of interest. ; -

13th. The kind of funds with which said companies carry on their business 
is with the paper of banks which are currentin St. Louis together with specie. 
I am not aware that said companies are engaged in any business other than 
that for which they were created. 

14th. Ido not know that any banking companies of any other state have 
ahy interestin either of said Insurance companies; it isa practice I believe 
with all the companies to deduct the interest from the face of the note or bill 
on which the loan is made at the time the money is given to the borrower as is 
customary with all institutions that loan money.

Answer of Wm. Glasgow to the interrogatories of the Bank Committee. 

Int. Ist. Ihave but little knowledge of the business or transactions of any 
of the corporations of Saint Louis, except the “Missouri Insurance Company” 
which went into operation, I believe, in the year 1831, in conformity with the 
provisions of the charter. The whole amount of -the capital stock-having been 
paid or secured satisfactorily, previous to going into operation. This compa- 
ny had no privilege of loaning its surplus funds except on Bottomry and Res- 
pondentia bonds or to corporations, and as but a small amount of such securi- 
ties offered, very little was invested, and the surplus funds lay dormant in the 
banks located in the city of Saint Louis until the year 1837, when, by an 
amendment of their charter, they were allowed the privilege -of loaning the 
same. Since that time the surplus funds only have been loaned out, at an in- 
terest of ten per centum per annum on good notes, sò as at all times to be 
available in the line of their business. They have been extensively engaged 
in the business of insurance, endeavoring at all times to accomplish the object 
‘for which they were incorporated, and have not to my knowledge ina single 
instance violated any provision of the charter. i 

2nd. This company has never in a single instance borrowed money to Joan 
—know but little what other companies have done, as to borrowing or loaning 
money. . 

3rd. The capital stock of the Missouri -Insurance Company was paid in 
specie or funds equivalent thereto, and in dividends declared—dò not know 

——what the stock of other companies has been paid in. 

4th. The Missouri Insurance Company has never loaned to the amount of 
ihe capital stock paid in, and has never engaged in banking. 

5th. ‘This company has never received money on deposit, or acted as agent 
for any persons or corporations. 

6th. Have never exported any specie. : 

7th. The Missouri Insurance Company has never borrowed any money or 
bonds, notes or bills of exchange to loan. 1 

Sth.” Has never acted as agent for any Bank, in or out of the State. ' 

9th. Has never dealt in Banknotes of any description. ; , 

10th. I am unable to state the amount of profits of said tompany without 
referrence to the books of the institution, inasmuch as many of the dividends 
were paid to the stockholders when the company had no privilege of loaning 
the funds. For the last three years, little or no dividends have been declared, 
owing to the many losses by Marine and Fire Insurance. 

11th. Ten per Centum per annum-is the highest rate of interest ever charged 
and loans have been made at seven and eight per cent. - 

12th. This company has never engaged in buying or selling bank notes. 

ee 13th. The Missouri Insurance Company has made her colle tions through 
the banks or individuals with whom their notes have been deposited and 
drawn out upon orders of the company. When bank notes are received for 
premiums they are’ such as are at par inthe course of trade. ü 
14th. Ido not know any banking company having any interest in any of 
the corporations of this State. I have had transäctions with all the Insurance 
Companies located in St. Louis. The “Perpetual,” “Gas Light” end Mis- 
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souri Mutual,” I believe are the only companies that receive moneys on de- 
posit. Theyall discount notes on their capital stock paid in, and may pro- 
bably loan out a portion of the deposits—they have never failed to meet any 
Joss upon the adjustment thereof—having their loans to mature in tme to 
meet the same. The rate of interest charged by the said companies has vari- 
ed from six to ten per centum. As most notes given in the course of trade 
call for a specific sum at a fixed period, it is customary with all corporations 
or individuals to deduct the amount of interest from the face of the note at 
the time the same is discounted, as the note bears no interest until maturity. 
I have been a directorin the Missouri Mutual Insurance Company for the 
last two years—they never received notes of a less denomination than five 
dollars, have done some discount business, have rendered considerable aid to 
the business community, and I believe in all their operations have not more 
than paid the current expenses of the institution. 

I believe'the whole capital stock ofthe Mutual Insurance Company is paid ~ 
in—the Missouri Insurance Company have paid fifty-six per centum of their ~ 
capital, the balance is well secured in good notes satisfactorily endorsed, up- ` 
on which the money could at all times be madc in a short time if necessary.

Answer of George K. McGtnnegle, to the interrogatories propounded to him 
by the Bank committee ofthe House of Representatives. 


Ist. Ido not know that any of the incorperated companies of the City of 

St. Louis have violated any ofthe provisions of their charters, nor do I know 

Ahat any of them have failed to accomplish the objects for which they were 

ostensibly created, except it may be that the Gas Light Company has not 
61 : 
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carried out fully the object for which it was chartered, viz: the lighting of the 
City, but Ihave been informed by a portion of its directory and stock holders, 
that steps were taken long since with this view, and that the necessary ground 
whereon to erect their works, had been acquired, and more recently that a 
contract had been entered into with the authorities of the City of St. Louis, 
which will enable said company to adopt immediate measures for the final ac- 
complishment of all that was contemplated by the charter of said company. 
It may be that the “Mutual Insurance Company” has not engaged generally in 
the business of insurance; but of the actual state ofits business and affairs I 
am unacgnainted. This company loans outits surplus funds and receives de- 
osites. f 
2nd. I donot know of my own knowledge, or from information derived 
from any member of said companies, that either of them ever borrowed mo- 
ney and loaned the same. I have been the President of the St. Louis Insur- 
ance Company since its organization, and can say positively that that compa- 
ny has never borrowed a dollar. The practice of this company has been to 
confine itself invariably é the business of insurance; and when in funds and it 
not required to meet losses, to loan the same out on good notes, at the rate of 
ten per cent. interest. This, too, has been the practice as far as I know, and 
have understood from the members of the Missouri Insurance Company, 
Citizens Insurance Company, Marine Insurance Company, Floating Dock 
Insurance Company, and Union Insurance Company.” The Perpetual Insur- 
ance Company, in addition to her Insurance business, has been in the habit of 
receiving moneys on deposite, buying bills of exchange, and drawing checks 
on various points when they may have funds. ‘The Gass Light Company 
receives deposites, buys bills of exchange and checks, when in funds on other 
oints. 

The Mutual Insurance Company receives money on deposit. As to the 
practice of the Farmers’ and Mechanics’ Insurance Company, I am not so well 
informed, and cannot say that what I have heard in relation to some of her 
transactions was derived from thexmembers of said company, or other persons, 
and shall therefore leave it to others better informed to_give the proper ex- 
planations. Forsome time after commencing business, this company did a 
considerable amount of insurance, but in consequence of heavy losses, which 
have greatly impaired its capital stock, its business latterly has been greatly 
restricted. ? 

T am a stockholder of the Hotel Company, which has gone on to accom- 
plish the object for which it was chartered, and will have completed in a short 
period a building which would be creditable to any city, at a cost, including 
ground, of about two hundred thovsand dollars. The capital stock subscribed 
has all been called in and mostly paid. The company has borrowed money 
to carry on their building, which has been rented and possession to-be given 
so soon as completed, for a term of years, to competent men. This company 
has had no funds to loan, and has confined itself to the object for which it was 
originally created, and has not availed itself of the privilege granted by the last 
General Assembly of going “into the Insurance business. : 

I am a member of another incorporated company of St. Louis, called the 
Central Fire Company. This company has confined itself to the- fulfilment 
exclusively of the objects for which it was created. The company has built 
a suitable house, and procured a suitable engine and hose for the extinguish- ` 
ment of fires, and has occasionally to borrow money in payment therefor. 

As a member of the Chamber of Commerce, as chartered company of St. 
Louis, I can say that its charter has been duly observed, and that it has em- 
barked in no business not contemplated by the act of incorporation. The 
Ritle fund it has accumulated from fines and contributions from its members, 
has been loaned by the year at lawful interest. The whole amount so loaned 
has not exceeded at any one time one thousand dollars. 

The St. Louis Theatre Company, another chartered corporation, has erect- 
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ed a fine building for theatrical exhibitions. The capital. stock subscribed 
I believe has all been paid in, but the cost of ground and building has exceed- 
ed the subscription, and the deficiency hasbeen borrowed by the company. 
This company has never, to my knowledge, transcended its corporate provi- 
sions. No dividend has ever been made by this or the Hotel company. 

.3. . As faras I know and have been informed, the payments made on ac- - 
count ofthe capital stock of said companies, was in specie or paper equivalent 
thereto at the time, and the residue of said capital stock secured by the notes 
of the stockholders, satjsfactorily endorsed, or by mortgage or deed. of trust on 
real estate.’ ` : 

The stockholders of the St. Louis Insurance Company have paid in money 
on account of the capital stock; the sum of forty thousand dollars; and twenty 
nine thousand dollars, the profits or dividends declared by said company, has 
been endorsed on the stock notes given by the shareholders to secure the 
balance due by them on account ofthe capital stock. The amount paid in 
by the other insurance companies, I cannot state with precision. 

Ath. None of said companies have to my knowledge loaned a greater a- 
mount at any one time, than the stock paid in, add money received by them 
on deposite, nor have they, been engaged in the business of banking, as I un- 
derstand the term.. 

5th. The Gass Light Company, Perpetual Insurance Company, and Mutual 
Insurance Companies, received moneys on deposite; and the two first men- 
tioned companies purchase bills of exchange, discount notes, and sell checks 
on other places, collect bills and notes for corporations of other States; but ‘I 
have no means of determining to what extent the said companies have trans- 
actea business for such corporations, nor can I otherwise than by inference 
designate any of said corporations. :

‘Lo the best of my knowledge and belief there are several companies 
that reéeive money on deposit, and discount notes or bills and checks on dif- 
ferent points wherever they may have ‘funds. In this class may be included 
the`Perpetúal, Mutual and Gass Light, although f cannot speak positive, only 
-by common report accompanied by circumstances, ag L have never had any, 
business of importance with either, more than to paya few small notes or ac- 
ceptances at perhaps all of them; and eyen that was always done by clerk; - 
never having been within the doors of either, except at one time I was‘in at the 
Perpetual office a short time on business, discounted with the office, although 
I am particularly acquainted with most of the officers of each company and 
believe them to be my best friends. As to the Farmers’ and .Mechanics’ of- — 
fice I can speak somewhat more positive, having been recently made its Pre-

I can only answer, with certainty, as to the practice of the Missouri 
Mutual Insurance Company, which loans out its funds to the public without 
distinction, scattering its means in such a manner as to do all the good.in its 
power. Every branch of business has its share. The number of mechanics 
accommodated nearly equal the rest of the persons who have had loans from, 
the office. The object and practice of the office has been to aid as many per- 
sons.as possible, giving but little to each. The only benefit derived from the 
Mutual office, has been received by the community.

Itis only— 
in the case of a broken molith, namely when for day’sTess than a month, inter- 
est is required. That it is given at the rate of thirty days for the month, and 
this may be said to be not merely a general custom, butthe universal practice 
of the world. To callin such cases 15 days the half ofa month 10 days the 
third, and the like has been adopted for its conciseness and convenience, and 
so taught in schools, time immemorial. The difference of interest thus pro- 
duced being so trifling that few regard it.” 

“The days of grace always form part of the time which a note has to run, 
and a borrower of course pays, the interest for it.” 

“As to renewals they are considered new translations and taking the place ° 
of new offers by other persons, they pay the same, otherwise the Banks would 
be the loosers, by prefering indulgence to new applications.” . 
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: Deposition of John D. Duggeltt.

Ist. The St. Louis Gass Light Company receives special deposites on the 
following terms, viz: payable in 30 days at 10 per cent per annum; 90 days 6 
per cent. per annum; 6 months 7 per cent. I am not aware that any differ- 
ence has ‘béen made in the rate of interest between large sums and small 
ones; said company also receive savings deposites, in amounts of five dollars 
and upwards, for which an interest is allowed, at what rates I do not know. 

The Perpetual Insurance Company, I have been informed, receive special 
deposites, for which interest is allowed, but I know not at what rates. - 

I know not that any other of the incorporated companies receive deposits 
for which they allow interest. 

2d. All deposits nrade with the Gass Light Company, either current, spe- 
cial or savings, go into one general fund with all other moneys beionging to 
the company; from this general furtd, it being a surplus fund, loans are made 
upon bills and notes, the funds used are almost exclusively bank notes, prin- 
cipally of the State Bank of Illinois and branches, Illinois Bank and branches, 
Cairo Bank, State Bank of Indiana and branches, Bank of Kentucky and 
branches, Northern Bank of Kentucky, Bank of the city of Louisville, Ky. and 
Cincinnati, Chio, Miners’ Bank of Dubuque, and Mineral Point Bank, the 
notes of some other Banks of good standing are occasionally received and paid 
out, but to a very limited extent. 

I know not the practice of other companies in making their loans, whether 
made from a general or special fund, or both, but have no reason to believe 
that their practice differs from that ofthe Gass Light Company, I know they 
receive and pay out the same kind of funds generally. 

3d. The Gass Light Company, Perpetual and Mutual Insurance Compa- 
nies have bought bills of exchange, whe.her with funds deposited on which in- 
terest was allowed, or any kind of funds other than such as originated out of 
the surplus capital of the companies I know knot, exceptthat the Gass Light 
Company pays out of their general fund, for all purchases or other liabilities, I 
know not that either of said companies sell bills of exchange, or that any other 
of the incorporated companies either buy or sell theirs. 

4th. Ihave no knowledge of any of the incorporated companies having 
drawn or received from the Bank of Cairo or any other banking company,.any 
money or bank notes or bills in sheets, or otherwise, or that they have ob- 
tained by means of loan, deposit, bills of exchange, drafts, notes or checks, 
any money or funds from any banking company, except that the Gass Light 
Company, Perpetual and Mutual Insurance Companies, have received for col- 
lections for account of banking companies, bills of exchange and notes, pay- 
able at St. Louis, the amount of whien, when paid, havein all cases, so far as 
I know, been held subject and paid to the order of the institution for which it 
was coll eted and without any charge or abatement for collectinz, 
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sald exepany employs a gecretary, cashier, teller and otier clerks, the presi- 
dent also attends daily at the office. — 


‘the Mutnal and all other insurance companies make loans on every day 
when they have the funds to loan; they all employ a secretary and generally 
one agsistant; the presidents attend at the offices some part of the time eac 
day. ose 
Of the funds loaned as above stated, by the Gass Light Company, the Mu- ` 

tual and Perpetual Insurance Companies, whether it be surplus funds, or funds 

belonging to the company as capital, or whether it be money deposited on 

which they pay interest, or ifit be money derived from different sources, I 

know nothing further than stated in my answer to the 2d interrogatory-— 

7th. The Gass Light Company has occasionally drawn checks on distant 
points for balances due the company on account of collections and for funds 
placed to its credit, the temporury use of which hasbeen offered them, checks 
thus drawn, and payable to order, consequently are made negotiable, but I - 
have no knowledge of their being used for any other purpose than as a means 
ofremittance, I know not the lowest amount for which said checks are drawn, 
they are generally large, varying from $300 to 3000 and may sometimes have 
been drawn for greater or Jess amounts than those stated; the only other kind 
of checks in which said company deals, are those drawn upon the company by 
current depositors in the course of their daily transactions of business, these 
checks are in nearly all cases payable to bearer, and when paid by the compa- 
ny are immediately cancelled, and the amount charged to the account of the 
depositor. 

Said company issues certificates for special deposits, which are generally 
made payable to order, and of course are transferable or negotiable, but are 
only paid on presentation ofthe original certificate, and to the-depositor or 
his order, as the case may-be, but in most cases tothe depositor, the interest 
agreed upon for the time deposited, is added to the amountof the deposit. 

Said company also issue certificates for special deposites without interest 
when required, which certificates are payable to order, and only on_presen- 
tation to the company; these, however, are seldom required, and are only 
used as a means of remittance for the convenience and safety of persons going 
to a distance. 

<>, The Perpetual and Mutual Insurance Companies, so faras Ihave knowl- 
edge oftheir business, deal in checks in the same way as above deseribed. 

I know not that any other of the Insurance companies deal in checks, ex- 
cept that they draw checks on their deposites, which are generally made with 

~ the Gass Light Company, Perpetual Insurance Company, or with some one 
or more of the brokers of the city, and for the proceeds of notes collected 
for their account at the same places. They sometimes have occasion to check 
for funds to their credit at distant points; this, however, seldom occurs. 

Sth. In casting interest, Rowlett?s interest tables are used, I believe, by 
ail the companies; all bills or notes upon which loans are made, are payable 
on a given day, ora stated number of months or days after date, if the bill . 
or note be for one or more months, the full months are first set down; for parts 
of a month the interest is estimated by the number of days; if the bill or note 
be for-any number of days, interest is estimated by the day, consequently 
there is no fixed number of days observed by the companies in casting inter- 
est, either for a month or for the fourth part of a year. By the above rule, 
the rate of interest being at10 per cent. per annum, a note payable 90. days 
after date, the interest would be 24.10 cents on the dollar. 


9th. It is the practice with the Gass Light Company, and I believe with all 
others, to allow three days grace on all notes and bills payable or due to them; 
on those due to them interest on the three days is estimated with the time 
stipulated, and retained in advance when the loan is made, and it very rarely 
happéns that the payer does not avail himself of the three days grace. 
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It is not the practice of the Gass Light Company to renew any note or bill 
due them; it is a rule fixed with them that all shall be paid at maturity, and 
their loans in nearly „all cases are made on actual business paper, therefore if 
any new note or bill be offered by the party having a payment. to make, upon 
which to obtain a new loan, no regard is had to the time when another note or 
bill may fall due, interest on the new loan being estimated for the full time the 
note or bill has to run. 


‘So far as I have transacted business with the- Perpetual Insurance Com- 
pany, their practice has been the same as above stated, and I believe it is ge- 
nerally the same with all others, ' * i 


. “All the other Insurance Companies have been’ more or less in the practicé 
of renewing their loans, and .so far as I know, to repew them on the last day 
of grace of the note falling due, ang their method of estimating interest for the 
three days of grace, and other time, is the same as stated in previous answers. 

Besides the incorporated companies to which my answers now and hereto- 
fore were intended particularly to apply, there are several others, in regard 
to which I have answered nothing, presuming your interrogatories were only 
intended to apply to those I have mentioned. It may be proper, however, for 
me to state, that the Chamber of Commerce has loaned of its surplus funds 
$1000; with this exception I know of none but those already mentioned that 
have loaned any money or funds of any . sort, there are several of-them that 
have- borrowed small sums to aid in carrying outthe objects for which they 
were created. ” 

The Planter’s House and Insurance Company have borrowed a large a- 
mount to aid them in the erection of their buildings, which are now-nearly 
completed. : * 


Said company has never done an insurance business. 

In my answer to the 7th interrogatory relating to the Bank, furnished you 
on 16th January ult., I find I was mistaken, and take this opportunity of mak- 
ing the correction. - In my answer I have stated that the funds with which-the 
bank commenced business were at a discount of from 5 to 8 per cent.; when 
making that statement, I was under the impression that the Bank commenced 
its discounts after the suspension of specie payments by the western banks, in- 
cluding those of Illinois, but only to-day I have learned that it commenced 
the business of discounting about two weeks before that time, in the méan time 
its funds were at par, but immediately after, they were depregiated as before

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Answers of Edward Tracy to the second series of interrogatories propounded l 
: by the Bank Committee. 


Ans. Ist. The rate of interest paid by the Gass Light Co., for certificates of 
deposit on all sums from $10 and upwards, is, for thirty days, 5 per cent. per 
annum: 90 days 6 per cent., and six months and upwards 7 per cent. per an- 
num, interest added to the principal and certificates given for the whole 
amount. On savings deposites, 6 per cent. per annum on all sums of five dol- 
lars and upwards. I have no knowledge what is the practice in other com- 
panies. 


2d. The Gass Light Co., loans money on notes and bills of exchange, and 

all discounts are predicated upon the capital stock paid in, and on special and 
current deposits. I have no knowledge of the practice of other companies. 
3d. The ae Light Company does buy bills of exchange. They pay for 
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them out of the general deposit fund, special and current and on capital stock 
paid in. Special deposits are those on which the company pay interest. The 
perpetual Insurance Company deal im Bills of exchange. Do not know from 
what source the funds are derived for the payment of them. Do not‘know 
whether the Mutual Insurance Company deal in bills of exchange.__None of 
the other companies deal in bills of exchange, so far as my knowledge ex- 
tends. 5 ; : 

Ath. I do not know of any of the Incorporated Companies in St. Louis hav- 
ing drawn or received from the Bank of Cairo or any other Banking company,- 
any Bank notes or bills, or any kind of funds “ezther in sheets or otherwise”? 

Sth. The Gass Light Company commenced*receiving money on deposit and 
to dicount notes &c., on Ist. May 1839, have continued to doso up to this 
, time. The funds used for discounting are as stated in my answer to 3rd. In- 
terrogatory, do not know when the Perpetual and Mutual Insurance Compan- 
ies commenced receiving money on deposits doing a discount business. 

6th. The Gass Light Co. have only one discount day inthe week. They 
have a secretary and assistant secretary and abook keeper. The funds used 
are such as are contained in my answer to 3rd Interrogatory. 

Tth. I do not know that any of the companies deal in checks further than in 
the ordinary transactions of their business. The Gass Light Company pay. 
checks drawn by individuals predicated on current deposits. When such 
checks are taken in, they are Immediately passed to the debit of the drawer 
and cancelled. They (the Gass Light Company) only draw checks on funds 
they may have accumulated at different points out of the state; varying from 
one hundred dollars to some three or four thousand dollars; they are payable 
to'order but are not in any instance used as a circulating medium. ‘They are 
only drawn for the accommodation of individuals on their application, ‘They 
check on the Perpetual Insurance Company and Mutual Insurance Company 
for balances accumulatiug in those institutions. Those checks are presented 
by the secretary or assistaut secretary for payment, the money drawn and the 
check cancelled at once. Certificates of deposit are made payable to order 
and only redeemable on presentation at the office at maturity. Checks predi- 
cated on current deposits are generally made payable to the bearer. There 
may be instances of there being payable te order, none however within my 
knowledge. 

Sth. In calculating interest upon notes, the number of days are computed 
including three days grace. (Rowlett’s tables, I believe are used for compu- 
ting interest in all the offices.) Itis customary in all moneyed institutions in 
the United States, so far -as my knowledge extends, to compute the number of 
days a note has to run, including threedays grace, and deduct the interest 
from the principal. For instance, a note for $100 at 60 days date, the discount 
(at 18 per cent) would be $1,75 if discounted on the day the note is dated. 

9th. It is the practice with all the offices in this cityso far as my knowl- 
edge extends, to allow zhree days grace on all notes, and the interest is retain- 
ed by the office as stated in the preceeding answer. The Gass Light Com- 
pany and all the other companies (so far asmy knowledge extends) do not 
discount any note with the understanding itis to be renewed, nor do they re-. 
new notes. Ifthe office has funds to loan and an individual offers a note for 
discount, no regard is had to any note he may have to pay, if the note is satis- 
factory to the board of directors. ‘The proceeds of the note, is placed to the 
credit of the last endorser and subject to his order.

Sır: J have had the pleasure of receiving your letter ofthe 26th ult, inclos- 
ing intérrogatories in continuation of those propounded to me, when at the 
city of Jefferson. My answers you will be pleased to find herewith, viz: 

Int. Ist. As to the Mutual Insurance company, I have to state, that no 
interest is or has been allowed on deposits made with that company. ‘Ehe 
_ Perpetual and Gass Light companies, I understand, allow aninterest on de- 
posits. The scale adopted, as vo time aud rate, by them, I must refer for, to 
the answers which they may give. To enable me to reply truly on this point, 
with regard to these offices, L would have to ask them. Not having been -in- 
terested, I am not able to state their terms. . : ' 

2nd. In my answer to the 4th interrogatory, put to me when in Jefferson, 
I replied that the Mutual office loaned a portion of the private deposits, but I 
now believe on further reflection, that no part of these deposits were touched. 
Other funds, not borrowed, but placed in its possession through collection, 
have covered the amount loaned above the capital. The sum thus loaned hag 
been to a small extent. The funds used, consisted of the currency of the city 
As tothe other offices I know nothing but by report- * 

3rd. As already stated, the Mutual office buys bills of exchange and sells 
its checks on distant points, where it has funds. Bills’ are purchased with 
funds belonging to the office. No interest has been paid, and, here, I assert, 
that no interest is, or has been allowed by the mutual Insurance Co. in any 
way. With regard to the other offices, I know nothing of my own knowledge. 

4th. The transactions between the Mutual Ins. Co., and the Bank of. Cairo 
have been to a limited extent, and were just the same as would have been, be- 
tween the former and any. other correspondent, that might have commanded 
its services. All the Banks of Illinois, and some others have collected for the 
Mutual office, and the office has for them. The Bank of Cairo is no way con- 
nected with the Mutual Ins. Co., and its rise or fall would not affect the power 
to meet, promptly, any demand upon the office. The Mutual Ins. is entirely 
independent, and has done for the Bank of Cairo what it would have extended 
to any other institution. The office has received funds in the notes and bills 
of exchange_for the account of the Bank of Cairo, subject, like.the funds of 
other institutions, tobe drawn for at pleasure, (which has been done very 
closely) but to no great extent. which might have been sent to any other of- 
fice. The Bank of Cairo opened an account with the [Mutual Ins. Co., and 
like other institutions deposited, and checked forits funds at pleasure. With 
regard to notes in sheets, I answer, that none have been received by the Mu- 
tual insurance Company, nor by any other incorporated company that I ever 
‘heard of. i 

5th. In answer, I must reply inthe negative, inasmuch as I have never 
been informed of any such transactions, except the ordinary deposits made - by 
the publice with the offices, subject to checks at pleasure, and of the deposits 
made with the Perpetual and Gass Light Co’s, on interest. The funds were 
such as were current in the city, and received in the ordinary transactions of 
the offices. That such was the case with the mutual office,I aver. - 

6th. The Mutual office has no discount days, but loans out its funds, when 
any are on hand, every day, Sundays and holidays excepted. It has a Presi- 
dent and directors, a secretary, and a porter; none others are employed.— 
The Gass Light has the same, and so has the Perpetual, the latter having an 
officer called Cashier, with clerks. The Gass Light has clerks also—what 
other titles, if.any, are used, I know not. The kind of notes used by the Mu- 
tnal Ins. Co. Ihave already stated, which are those taken throughout the 
city—what it discounts with belongs to the company, and the office acts en- 
tirely for its own benefit and that of thé public; and hasno connexion with any 
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other company dealing with it, except that already stated. As to the other 
offices, besides what has been mentioned, I am ignorant. PCr 

7th. The Mutual office draws checks on points where 1t has funds in sums 
that are applied for, but not for circulation. ‘They are, of course, made payable 
to order, for remittance, for the benefit of the purchaser. The amount re- 
quested, is drawn for, if the office is in funds at the point desired. The 
amount checked for, depends-on the application, and ranges between sums 
under one hundred dollars and thousands, as the office may be in funds and 
applications are made—none others are used. The Mutual office has given 
no “certificates of deposite,” and has used only its own funds—what it owes, 
is due and paid for on drafts at sight. Ithas‘ssued no “Bills Payable’ nor 
any other paper, except the drafts on distant points, (already stated,) upon 
application of the customers of the office. l i 

The checks on the Mutual i E ile payable to bearer, most gener- 
ally, but in some instances to order, which is done to suit entirely the objects 
and wishes of the drawers, and not for the office, which always prefers, that 
they should be drawn payable to bearer, in order to avoid the danger of pay- 
ing to a counterfeit endorser. As to the other offices, I know nothing im- 
portant to the committee, as I can conceive. ~ ! . 

Sth. In calculating the interest on a note bought by the Mutual office, the 
practice is to ascertain how many days it has torun, and to charge for -the 
number of days, at the rate of S or 10 per cent. per annum, counting the day 
the note is discounted and the three days of grace allowed by law, and al- 
ways required by the payer, before meetingit. A note, payable ninety days 
after date, is charged, according to universal practice and law, with ninety- 
four days interest. The course adopted by the other offices, I know not. 

9th. Itis the practice to allow three days of grace, as the law requires it, 
and the payerinvariably insists upon it, unless he is anxious for his own con- 
venience, totake up his paper before maturity. The interest on the three 
days of grace is not retained, but is only received, with the other interest and 
the principal on payment of the note. A note for $1000 payable one year’ 
after date, without grace, if bought at the rate of 10 per cent. interest is only 
worth $900 at its date and purchase. At its maturity the note would be 
worth the sum called for—should the note be protested,and not recovered by 
the purchaser, he would lose both principal and interest. The latter would 
be merely a charge and could not be received any more than the principal 
advance at the time of purchase. At the time of discount, the interest is but 
amere paper charge on entry. All would be lost if the note should never be 
paid. The course pursued by the Mutual office is precisely that adopted by 
the Bank of Missouri, as I understand, and all other incorporated companies 
throughout the land, and sanctioned by legal decisions of the highest char- 
acter and in foreign countries. The rate ofinterest is entirely understood— 
if objected to, the offerer is at perfect liberty to withdraw his note. 

I have, in the preceding answers, given my bestinformation, so as‘to com- 
ply with what I consider the wishes of your honorable committee. Should, 
however, it be deemed necessary to question me any more, I will be ready to 
answer. I should have much preferred giving parole testimony, which might 
have proved mere full and satisfactory to the committee and myself Trust-

The Bank has not been in the habit of borrowing money, and loaning the 
same. With the exception of the sum already reported to the Honorable,

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the General Assembly, we know of but one other loan, which, was pro- 
cured at the period (or a few days before) the Bank ‘confmenced her 

‘ operations, to wit, by contract approved by the Board of Directors, on 
the 3rd day of May 1837, made by an agent of this Bank, with the State 
Bank of Illinois for a loan or deposit with this Bank for three hundred 
thousand dollars, bearing an interest at the rate of four per cent. per an- 

‘num:—the said State Bank of Illinois, was, at the time, a specie paying 
Bank, and so continued until about the 25th of same month, as- believed. 
These funds were procured with a distinct understanding, that any of the 
paper so furnished this Bank under the contract, and which might be re- 
turned upon the Bank in Illinois for specie, should be redeemed by this 
Bank zn specie, or eastern exchange. As appears by the Books of this 
Bank, tthe sum of one hundred and ninety-eight thousand dollars, was 

— placed. (of said sum procured) to the credit of the State Bank of Illinois: 
-—this Bank threw into circulation, of that paper, it is believed, a sum 
not exceeding thirty dollars. The suspension of specie payments by that 

_Bank, shortly thereafter (as set forth in after part of our answer) the 
contracting parties subsequently cancelled the contract, and the funds re- 
maining were returned to her, and the account with that Bank relative 
thereto adjusted. 

To the third. Interrogatory. i 

Subscriptions to the original capital stock, were made to superintendants, . 
appointed by the charter, for that purpose. This Bank never received, 
as far as we know and believe, from the superintendants or individuals, 
checks upon other Banks, Bankers, Agencies, or person, or persons, for 
stock, with an understanding that the same should be held as in the ques- 
tion set forth, or for any shorter period of time. A portion of the stock 
was received in Gold and Silver and the balance in Bank notes. 

The fourth Interrogatory. 

The Bank purchased of Messrs. Webb ond Nisbet, of Louisville Ky. 
(one of the firm, Mr. Nisbet being then in St. Louis,) injNovember 1837, 
exchange on Philadelphia to the amount of one hundred thousand dollars, 
during the suspension of specie payments, and paid for the same in spe- 
cie;—this Bank received a premium upon the specie of four per ¢ent., 
which was paid to her in Bank notes then receivable at her counter, and 
the Bank disposed of the exchange thus acquired at a premium of three 
per cent.; making by the operation seven per cent. premium. The Bank 
never negotiated in the year 1838 and 1839, a sale to an agent of the 

. Bank of the United States, or any other persons, of-one hundred thousand 
dollars in silver, for depreciated paper. 


To fifth Iuterrogatory. 

We know that the Bank has never dealt in purchase or sale of lead, or 
any other commodity of produce. The Bank agreed to recover and pay 
out at its counter, the notes of the Mineral Point Bank (it being a specie 
paying Bank)—and that Bank volunteered to- secure this, against any loss, 
in the receipts of its paper, by affording through its agents in St. Louis, 
eastern exchange, predicated upon lead, she might entrust to’ the said a- 
gents. The Mineral Point Bank was a specie paying bank at the time 
this bank agreed to take the paper, and so continued, during the whole 
time that this Bank -received the same:—and still, as believed redeems her 
notes and demands in specie. y 


To sixth and seventh Interrogatories. a 

This Bank commenced operation under the provisions of the 19th sec. of 
the charter, on the 8th day of May 1837-(on specie and notes of specie pay- 
ing Banks) when she received from seventeen individuals and firms $10,758 
60 in gold and siver and notes of specie paying Banks, and on the 9th day of 
said month, she received from (ten individuals and firms 75,633 42,in Gold,

silver and notes of specie paying Banks: and on the last day named, she had 
offers for Discount to the amount of $199,229 83, of which she discounted 
the sum of $52,522 89. Inthe course ofa short time thereafter, it was under- 
stood that a general suspension of specie payments by the Banks throughout 
the union had taken place, and so appears by a daily paper the Missouri Re- 
publican published in St. Louis, under date of 23rd May 1837, the agency of the 
Commercial Bank of Cincinnati, then if said St. Louis, suspended specie pay- 
ments the day previous and in the same paper (same date ) it was announced 
that the Banks of Pittsburg had on the 15th of said month suspended, and that 
the Banks in Wheeling, Cincinnati and Louisville had also suspended, as also’ 
the Bank of the United States, that all the Banks in the District of Co- 
lumbia suspended on the 12th, and New Orleans 13th of said month, that 
the New York papers under date 10th of said month announced suspen- 
pensions by their Banks. On the 29th of same month, the same paper 
announced the suspension of the State Bank of Illinois, and of the same 
date reported from a Louisville paper the suspension of the Banks in In- 
diana, which suspensions .continued a considerable time; during this sus- 
pension, this Bank received on deposit-and in payment of debts, and paid 
out at her counter thenotes of such Banks as she considered solvent. . 

The Banks, in part, subsequently resumed specie payments, and thus 

continued taking the notes of such Banks, they then being specie paying 
Banks, afterwards, there was another suspension, by a portion only of the 
Banks whose paper was taken by this—then (the suspended Banks) were, 
on the 12th November 1839, repudiated at the counter of this Bank, and 
since that period she has dealt only in Gold and Silver and notes of spe- 
cie paying Banks. Specie during the first suspension, -commanded a pre-

Answer Ist. Iam notfamiliar with the charter of the Bank of the State 
of Missouri, sufficiently, to say whether it has violated its charter or not, nor 
do I know whether it has failed to accomplish the objects for which it was 
chartered; it has not been profitable to the stockholders; and under the pecu- 
liar circumstances under which it went into operation, it has failed to give a 
currency tothe State. T 

2d. Ihave no knowledge myself of the Bank having borrowedmoney. I 
have understood from officers ofthe Bank, ihat the Bank did make a loan 
from the State Bank of Illinois when it went into operation; to what amount or 
on what terms, or in what funds borrowed, I am unable to state, but pro- 
bably in notes of the State Bank of Illinois. ; 

3d. I do not know in what kind of funds the subscription to the ori- 
ginal capital stock was paid. I was an original stockholder in said Bank; 
the first instalment was paid in my absence; the balance of the instalments, if

I do not know any thing in yela- 
tion to checks upon banks, and agents of foreign banks, in payment of said

_ Ath. Iknow the Bank did sell to a Mr. Nesbit, who I understood was agent 

of the United States Bank $100,000 (one hundred thousand dollars, ) in silver 
(the time not now recollected, )—-do not know the terms on which it was 
sold. At the time of the sale, it was thought a judicious sale for the Bank, 
and advantageous to the community. This-is the only sale of specie E have 
ever known: or heard of being made by the Bank—do not know positively 
what kind of funds were received in payment for the sale referred to; but am 
under the impression they were paid by checks on eastern banks; EE 

5th. Ido not know ofthe Bank-having dealt in the purchase or sale of 
lead, or any other commodity-er produce. I know it received and put.in cir- 
culation the notes of the Mineral Point Bank, and that they continued to re- 
ceive them, in payment of debts and on deposite, until early in the summer of 
1840. I-know nothing ofany pledge of lead tosecure the redemption of said 
notes. . f 
6th. The Bank carries on its bùsiness in gold and silver, and its own notes. 
T do not know that it receives any other bank notes than its own. It com- 
- menced its operations in notes of southern and western banks, principally 
notes of the State Bank of Illinois; the Bank could not, in my opinion, ‘have 
gone into operation in any other way. They commenced operations shortly 
after the general suspension of the eastern, southern, and western - banks,— 
they continued to receive the notes of the Ilinois,- Kentucky, Indiana,, and 
Cincinnati banks, in payment of débts and on deposite, upto 12th November, 
1839. The discount on notes of the banks above alluded to- for specie, was 
from six to eight per cent, except for a short period, between the first and 
second suspension; but for all business transactions was current at par. 

7th. The kind of funds with which the Bunk commenced its operations, was 
in paper at’a discount, as stated in my answer to the 6th interrogatory.

Dear SIR: 


Information has been given here that it was your inten- 
tion as chairman of the bank committee, to report unfavorably the Gass Light 
Co., the Perpetual and Mutual Insurance Companies, as having been engaged 
in all unlawful banking business. It isnot my purpose to speak of any but 
the Gass Light Company, it being the only one of the three in which I am im- 
mediately interested. In that Co. Í am a director and stockholder ag stated in 
my answers to the committee’s interrogatories. IJ cannot conceive what that 
company has done or failed to do, that was-practicable to do, that çan be 
justly considered a violation of law much less a violation ofits charter. I 

“would refer you to my answers for the reasons why the company did not com- 
inence the construction of the Gass works, and to the fact of having contract- 
ed with the City of St. Louis, of which I furnished you evidence under date of 
23rd inst., of the intentions of the company to go on with the works without 
delay. I would refer you to the 6th sec. of the act of incorporation, for the 


right granted, to loan on sufficient security at an interest not exceeding 10 per 


cent. any amount of funds on hand &e. I would also refer you to the 12th 
sec. of the act of last session amending the charter, which authorizes the re- 
moving on deposit or lan any fund, “the temporary or permanent use of which 
may be offered them and the use of which may be beneficial to the company.” 
The 11th sec., same act authorizes the city of St. Louis and other corpora- 
tions and companies to take stock, &c. 1 would refer to other sections con- 
fering many other powers but deem it unnecessary, as this is a subject now 
engaging your particular attention and one with which you are doubtless fa- 
miliar. As I stated to yotir in private conversations at Jeferson the Gass Light 
Company has nothing to conceal, that is proper or right for the public or the 
Legislature to know, nor can the company fear the result of any investigations. 
My only object in addressing you at this time is with a view of obtaining a 
proper investigation of the powers of the company and a full examination of 
the evidence before the committee, before a report is made, and with the hope 


that when made it may be favorable or such as will prevent additional expense ` 


or trouble to either party. I need not speak of the usefulness of the compan- 
ies as this will be fully explained from other sources.

REPORT OF THE MINORITY COMMITTEE. 

The minority of the committee on the bank to which was referred a resolu- 
tion requiring the said committee to examine persons and papers, to ascertain 
whether any of the Insurance Companies, and the Bank of Missouri has at 
any time since the creation of their charters, abused the powers granted to 
them, and whether the said companies, or any of them, had done a Banking 
business; beg leave to report, that in pursuance of the above instructions your 
committee caused to be subpenaed the President and some of the directors of 


the said companies, and enclosed a copy of the resolution and a series of in-— 


terrogatories to the President and Cashier of the Bank of Missouri. 

The answer of the President and Directors who attended, prove that all 
the companies but three, have confined themselves to an Insurance business. 
The three that have done another branch of business, are the Mutual, the 
Gass Light, and Perpetual companies. The Mutual has done but little Insu- 
rancé business. The Gass Light has not yet accomplished one of the objects 


nr 
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for which it was created, viz., to light the city of St. Louis with ‘Gass, but 


efforts have all along been made to enter into a contract with the city author- 
ities, which until very lately could not be effected; it harhowever now enter- 
ed into a contract with the city, and arrangements’ are being made to accom- 
plish this object. s“ s a 

The Perpetual Insurance Company has done a very. extensive insurance 
business,- besides receiving money on deposit and loaning the same. 

The Mutual, Gass Light and Perpetual have each reseived money on depo 
sit, and loaned the same out at interest. The two latter at a disconnt of ten 
per cent. per annum, and the first at eight and some times ten. ‘ 

From an attentive examination of the resolution referred to the committee, 
it is deemed that the whole can be comprised in the question, whether any of 
said companies have done a banking business, and ifso whether the same has 
been done in depreciated currency. ` The fact that any of the said companies 


have not used all the powers granted to them by the legislature, is not in the - 


opinion of the minority of your committee a good cause of forfeiture. The 
nonuser of all the powers granted, has never, as far as the information of this 
Ggommittee extends, been considered a cause for forfeiture. The grounds upon 
which the courts have decided this question, has always been for the misuser, 
or abuses of powers granted. 

The proposition whether the lending of money orinterest by a charter as- 
sociation, comes within the meaning of the term banking, is one upon’ which a 
difference of opinion may well be entertained. But in the opinion of the mi- 
nority of your committee, this question cannot properly be brought before the 
legislative department, as far as these companies in question are concerned. 
Our predecessors, who were doubtless as wise and as patriotic as we are, 
have by the passage of these charters, expressed the opinion that they did not 


consider this as constituting banking. The passage of these charters, as well 


as the trust fund of five millions of dollars, incorporated in the bank charter, 
prove beyond the possibility of a doubt that this was not considered by them 
as banking. Indeed after the grant of the power to receive money on deposit 
and loanifig the same, it is expressly provided in some of the charters that they 
shall not do a banking business—evidently drawing a distinction between the 
receiving of money on deposit, lending the same, and ‘the privilege of banking. 

The 8th article of the constitution of this state, provides that the General 
Assembly may establish one banking company and no more. What would be 
the construction of this portion of our constitution by the judicial tribunals of 
this state is a question which cannot properly come before the Legislature. 
As far as as this branch of the’ government is concerned its opinion is well 
known: It certainly would be neither wise nor just to our citizens to do and 
undo the-acts of the legislature under which they have acquired vested rights. 

The courts of last resort throughout the Union have decided that the dis- 
counting of notes at the legal rate of interest is not usury. The supreme court 
of New York, in the case of the Manhattan Company vs. Osgood, 15 Johnson’s 
Rep. 162, decided that the discounting of a note at seven per cent. (this be- 
ing then the legal interest of that State) and taking the interest in advance, 
was not usury. Your committee, from an examination of authorities and de- 
cisions, have come to the conclusion that the discounting of money by these 


companies at ten per cent, is not usury. This is allowed for the benefit of. 


trade, and. is ‘also sanctioned by long and well established custom. 
- The minority of your committee is necessarily driven toinquire what con- 
stitutes banking in the United States. 

The attributes of a bank are the right to tssve notes, discount notes, and re- 
ceive deposits. These three attributes do certainly constitute what we under- 
stand by the term banking. The proceeds of a note is only one mode of licen- 
sing money, and if this should constitute banking, every- individual throughout 
the State is more or less, ofa banker. 


The bank of England was established by act of Parliament in the year 1694. 


r 
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In the 8 and 9 William and Mary it was enacted by Parliament, that during- 
the continuance of the bank it would not be lawful for any person, or partner- 
ship todo a banking business. Yet it is a well known fact that persons and 
partnerships do lendmoney in England. Indeed the private ‘bankers of that 
country have become the money lenders and bankers for the whole commer- 

cial world. Theonly effect of the act of parliament is to prevent them from- 

“issuing notes as a circulating medium. Since the creation of this bank, the 
term banking has receiveda new signification. In the opinion of this commit- 
tee a bank now means an institution authorized to issue paper for circulation. 
And in the United States it is not known that there is a single bank that is not 
a bank of circulation. From the course of legislation inthis State, your com-— - 
mittee is bound to come to the conclusion thatthe framers of our constitution 
could have had no other meaning. The trust fund established at the session of 
736 and 37 creates a very large fund, independent of the capital of the bank, 
for the avowed purpose of lending the same to our citizens. Those who then 
occupied our places didnot believe that this institution was unconstitutional. 
This brings the minority of your committee to the conclusion that banking un- 
der our constitution, and indeed throughout the United States—and England, 
means nothing more nor Jess than an institution authorized to issue notes for 
the purpose of circulation. Butifyour committee should be mistaken in the 
views above set forth, yet itis not deemed to be within the power of this legis- 
lature to pass upon the constitutionality of the acts of our predecessors, under 
which rights, an immense amount of property have become vested. This, in 
the opinion of this portion of your committee, should be left to the judicial tri- 


bunals.

- That it appears from the prayer of the petitioners, that their county was 
named ‘after William C. Rives of Virginia; that the said William C. Rives’has 
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become an apostate in his polities; that the citizens signing the petition feel 
indignant (to use their own strong language) at the conduct of William C. 
Rives, and pray that, the name of their county may be changed. They re- 
spectfully suggest that their county may be named Albamarle, in honor of Tho- 
mas Jefferson. The committee therefore, use the name of Albamarle, in accor- 
dance with the prayer of the petition, leaving it to the House to retain the 
name of Alhamarle or substitute any other therefor, which their wisdom may 
suggest. , 

The committee has reported a bill agreeable to the prayer of the petition, 
andthe committee would add nothing further, were it not for the great impor- 
tance of the subject. 

On investigating the subject, the committee find, that the Legislature of this 
State has changed the name of one county which was called in honor of aliving 
man, but that man acting in a manner digsatisfactory to the citizens of that 
section of the State, the General Assembly. by a solemn law, changed the name 
of the county. 

Now a secon time we are called in the most respectful, but earnest man- 
ner by the citizens of one of our counties, which was called after a man, 
who was at that time supposed to be a patriotic statesman, to change the 
name of their county. i 

But while the committee report in favor of the petitioners, they earnestly © 
` recommend.to this House the propriety and wisdom of not naming any county 
~ in honor of a man whilst that man be still living; that before a county should 
be named after any man, his character, his virtues and his honor should be 
protected by the sanctity ofthe grave.

The committee has also had under consideration a memorial from the citi- 
zens of Shelby county, praying that |the General Assembly would prohibit the 
further sale of the bonds of the Staje of Missouri, and recall and cancel all 
outstanding bonds. The committee! are of opinion that the will of this Gen- 
eral Assembly is fully expressed in relation to bonds of the State of Missouri 
in a foreign market, in the resolutions introduced by the Honorable Speaker 
of this House, which resolutions having passed both houses, expres’ the views 
of this General Assembly so far as they go on this subject. But in reference 
to the power of this General Assembly to recall the bonds of the State of Mis- 
souri given to the bank of the State, under the authority of the charter of said 
bank, they cannot express at this time any opinion. They therefore beg leave 
to be discharged from the further consideration of the memorial, and that the 
portion of the memorial relating to the recalling and cancelling of the Bonds 
of the State be referred to the committee onthe Judiciary with instruc- 
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tions to report how far the Generàl Assembly ean, under the Laws and Consti- 
tution, authorize the recalling and cancelling of the Bonds ofthe State given 
to the Bank of the State, of Missouri.

REPORT ON THE FERRY AT JEFFERSON CITY. 


- The committee on the Permanent seat of Government, in discharging the 
ditties assigned them have made an enquiry into the manner in which the 
Ferry over the Missouri tiver at Jefferson city is conducted, and find that 
there have been great irregularities in thé attention of the. Ferrynten to the 
accommodation of the public who wish to cross at said Ferry. _ j 

The Steam Ferry boat has at'sometiñes been for days absent fromthe Fer- 
ry on other business, without leaving the necessary craft to carry on the fer- 
rying properly, and at other times when the boat has been at hand would ne- 
glect or refuse to carry over passengers when demanded. 

It is believed that the charter, granted by the last Legislature of this State 
to the company now acting under said charter, has been frequently violated, 
and that said company have many times become liable under their bond for 
damages. Yet delicacy in some and distant residence of others who have been 
damaged by the misconduct of the Ferrymen, haye almost entirely prevented 
any proceedings against them. 

Your Committee believe that, unless additional means are provided for en- 
forcing the penalties of the law granting the charter, the company will con- 
tinue to violate the law with impunity and the public to suffer loss and de- 
tention. If it was made the duty of the Grand Juries of Cole and Callaway 
counties, to inquire into the breaches of the law relative to this ferry and re- 
port the samre to the proper prosecuting Attornies, and also made the duty of 
such prosecuting attornies to commence and prosecute suits against theni for ~ 
the purpose of enforcing the fine and penalties incurred for violation of the ~ 
Law—then the certainty of prosecution would ensure more prompt attention 
on the part of said company. To carry the above objects into effect, the com- 
mittee has instructed me to report the bill herewith submitted, entitled.

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REPORT ON MORMON TESTIMONY &c. 


The Committee on Military Affairs to which was referred so much of the 
mes-age of Governor Boggs as relates to the Mormon difficulties, beg leave to 
report: That they do not deem it expedient to recommend the publication of 
the evidence on file in the offices of the State in relation to these difficulties, 
with a view of distributing the same to the chief authorities of each State. 
Such a publication would lead to an-expenditure which the condition of our fi- 
nances would not seem to warrant and is not required by the interests of the 
State. The committee do not believe that any misrepresentations, ori inating 
with the Mormons, can injure the character or honor of Missouri at home or

degree only as a free white person would be for a like offence: Wherefore

` first amended, and ask, to be discharged from the further consideration of the 
subject.

The select committee to which was referred, the petition of Geo. F. Mul- 
drow and Margaret his wife, praying for a divorce from the bonds of matri- 
mony, have had the same under consideration and ask leave to make the fol- 
lowing report: ° 

It appears from the evidence before the committee, that the petitioners are 
aged and respectable citizens, late of Marion and now of Audrain county in 
this State; that they lived together many years in peace and harmony, and be- 
came the parents of several children; after which, it appears that, an uncon- 
querable disgust and prejudice has arisen soas to render their longer living 
together disagreeable to both. In consequence of which disagreement they 
have agreed onarticles of separation, have made amicable arrangements as 
to their property, and as tothe care and custody of their children, and now 
ask of the Legislature to dissolve the legal tie which binds them together. 

Your committee therefore, being of opinion that in this case no question can 
arise as to property or otherwise, which will call for a judicial interference 
with the act of this General Assembly in the premises, and while also, under 
the necessity of the case and to avoid a continued recurrence to that associa- 
tion, which the want of adjustment of property and care and custody of their 
children, rendered unavoidable, they have, ignorantly perhaps; by agrecments 
touching their seperation, subjected themselves to that implication of collusion, 
which might be fatal to their successful application to the Courts of Justice 
for suitable redress. i 

Your committee, therefore, being of opinion that.it is inexpedient to con- 
tinue the existence of a legal tie between individuals thus situated and who, it 
appears, haye an invincible repugnance to one another, recommend the passage 
of the bill herewith submitted in accordance with the prayer of the petition.

REPORT OF THE BANK COMMITTEES ON THE RESOLUTIONS 
l - OF MR. ANDERSON, 


introduced December 2nd, 1840. j 


The committee on the bank to which was refered a series of resolutions in 
relation to the salaries of the officers of the Bank of the State of Missouri, beg 
leave to make the following report: 5 

The committee are clearly of the opinion that the bank should exercise the 
most rigid economy, butit is not deemed a proper mode of legislation for the 
Legislature to pass a series of resolutions which cannot in any event be im- 
perative on the Bank. — 

The Legislature has but recently elected a President and ten Directors to 
manage and control this Institution. In them the committee have the fullest 
confidence, believing also that the same opinion is entertained by the members 
of the General Assembly by whom they have but recently been elected. 

By the 16th Sec. of the Bank charter, the power is given to the President 
and Directors “to appoint such officers, clerks, agents and servants as shall ` 
be necessary for executing and transacting the business of the bank and to 
allow them a reasonable compensation.” This, in the opinion of the committee, 
gives the power to the board of Directors -to fix the salaries of all the officers 
of the bank, and the power connot be taken from them except by an amend- 
ment to the charter. 

The.committee is also of opinion that it would be inexpedient to fix perma- 
nently the salaries of these officers, as it is just that their compensation should 
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correspond with their duties, which must vary with the varying business of 
the bank. i 
The committee therefore report against the resolutions refered to them.

REPORT ON BONDS, NOTES, &c. 


The Judiciary committee to which was referred +a bill to amend the law in 
‘relation to assignments of bonds and notes,” have had the same under consid- 
eration and have instructed me to report as follows: 

That said bill proposes a fundamental change in the long established law of 
evidence. That law requires and has always required that the plaintiff shall 
prove every material fact necessary to show his right to recover. -The fact 
that the bond, bill or note, made payable to another has been assigned or en- 
dorsed to him, is one necessary to be shown before his right to reecofer can be 
acknowledged. No reason is alleged why he should be exhonorated from this 
proof, but its inconvenience. We think such a reason insufficient to warrant 
a change in therule. It is often inconvenient for the plaintiff to make out his 
case by proof, but it will not do to say, that therefore, such proof shall not be 
required. Ifthe argument be admitted in this case, should it not be deemed 
sufficientin all other cases of equal necessity. This would unsettle and 
greatly disturb the established law of evidence and often prevent the, ends of 
Justice. 

The defendant cannot be supposed to know any thing about the assignment _ 
and therefore ought not to be made to swear any thing about it, he being nei- 
ther a party or a privy to it, could not know or believe whether it was a forgery 
or not.- The committee consider the bill inexpedient, and therefore recom- 


mend its rejection.

2 After due and mature consideration, your committee are of opinion that the 
prayer of the Petitioners ought not tobe granted. If you extend the benefits 
of a Lien law to one set of Sub-contractors, why not ad infinitum to all; whe- 
ther to him who furnishes any portion of the materials or performs any portion 
of the labor of whatever nature or description? Ifthis were done, is it not 
palpable to the understanding of every one, that while you would inevitably, 
multiply litigation to an alarming extent, you would at the same time perpe- 
trate great injustice upon the proprietor or employer, by subjecting him to an 
infinity of law suits and -thus putting it beyond his-power,to know when he 
will have done with law suits about the same identical property. It would 

» also have the effect to tie.up the title to property and prevent its free and- un- 

“à restrained alienation so necessary to the prosperity of all commercial points.

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But the most objectionable feature in such a law would be its interference 
with contracts. Our constitution and the spirit of our laws regard these as 
sacred and not to be tampered with under any circumstances. ‘This is the 
true policy in all enlightened countries and it is essential to their prosperity. 
Let us illustrate this position; “A, the employer, contracts with B, B with C, 
D&E. Herethen all will at once see that between C, D & Eand A, the 

_employer, there is no privity of contract. __ 3 

‘Yo permit these sub-contractors then to interfere with the contracts be- 
tween A. and B. might in a majority of cases, do great injustice to the em- 
ployer, who might pay the contractor or agree to pay him ina special manner, 
and then be compelled to pay several times over for the same labor, or in a 
manner contrary to his contract. ee 

Might not then such a Jaw not only be exceedingly impolitic, but tend to 
impair the obligation of contracts. Again the passage of such a law would 
have adirect tendency to keep from the young and enterprising mechanic of mod- 
erate circumstances, all opportunities of contracting with the owners of build- 
ings & retain that privilegein the hands of the wealthy builder, who swould thus 
monopolize all the profits of contracting to themselves, to the great disadvan- 
tage of the less fortunate but equally enterprising and meritorous mechanic or 
builder. 

The appropriate remedy for the sub-contractors is by action against the 
principal contractor, according to the nature and terms of their special con- 
tracts, with. which the law ought not to interfere, - 

Your committee are therefore clearly of the opinion that the Jaw should re-

The committee on Criminal Jurisprudence, to which were referred two 
several bills in relation io crimes and their punishments; the first providing for 
the unconditional repeal of the 54 section of the 3rd article of ‘an act con- 
cerning crimes and their punishments, approved March 20th 1835;?? and the 
second providing that tresspasses on mineral lands shall be made felony; have 

> had the same under consideration and have instructed me to report that, in the 
opinion of the committee these bills should be indefinitely postponed. 

The 54th section of the 3rd article of the act aforesaid provides for the 
punishment of all malicious injuries to the cattle of another, and your commit- 
teé cannot see any goodreson for repealing that section any more than other 
sections of the criminal code, _ 

The second bill makes a new felony heretofore unknown to the criminal 
laws of the State, Your committee van see no good reason for making tres- 
passes on mineral lands larceny, any more than trespasses upon timbered or - 
other lands. If it be made felony to dig, carry away and convert to one’s own 
use the ore or mineral substance from the lands of another, it ought equally 
to be so for cutting, carrying away and convertiug to one’s own use the timber 
&c. of another, But your committee is wholly unacquainted with any such 
principle in the criminal code of any enlighted Government. Such offences 
have their appropriate remedy by action of tresspass vt et armis. They are 
seldom done animo furand:, and to pass a general law with such severe pro- 

_ œ visions, would often operate to make that felony which might be but tres- 

pass of a light shade, , 
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Your committee, therefor, recommend to the House the indefinite postpone- 
ment of these bills and ask tobe discharged from any further consideration 
thereof; all of which is respectfully submitted. `

REPORT ON ACCOUNTS &C., RELATING TO THE DIFFICULTIES 
WITHIOWA. 


The committee on Military Affairs to which were referred the accounts, 
reports, &e., in relation to the Iowa difiiculties in 1838, have had the same un- 
der consideration and beg leave to make thé following report: 

The committee find that among the troops ordered out for this service, 

there were 756 men, including officers, who marched with tan days provisions 
~ and remained in service fourteen days, from the 2nd brigade of the 14th divis- 
ion; also, that 500 eien, including oilicers from the 1st brigade of the same di- 
vision, were ordered to rendezvous at Waterloo in Clark county, and who un- 
der said orders took up the line of march and after being out about five days 
were irregularly disbanded and discharged, without being regularly mustered 
out of service and reveiving certificates of discharge so as to be reported to 
the proper ofiicers. 

The committee also und from a petition and the military orders therewith, 
to them referred, that iwo companies consisting of one hundred and twenty 
men, including officers were also ordered out and did rendezvous at Bowling. 
Greenin Pike county from the 76th Regimentof the 13th division. These 
troops were mustered out of service after much inconvenience, without leav- 
ing their place of rendezvous, but with the others rendered obedience to the 
Jaws and constituted authorities and ought to be paid. 

The committee also find that charges have beenincurred-in the Quarter- 
master’s Department for which payment ought to be provided. The Quarter- 
master of the 2nd brigade has charges against the State for stores and supplies 
amounting to $121 26-100 from which, by order of the Quartermaster General, 
there is subject to be deducted $588 26-100 for Quartermaster’s stores remain- 
ing on hand and unsold—leaving a balance of “an outstanding debt against 
the State” of $7523 48-100. The Quartermaster of the Ist brigade, also 
reports an outstanding debt of $973°65-00, making the aggregate of $8497 14- 
100 due upon the reports furnished to the office of the Quartermaster General. 

The committee regret to state that they are at a loss to know how 756 men 
in service fourteen days and 500 men in service five days could raisea charge 
in the Quartermaster’s Department of the sum of 9225 61-100 for stores forage 
and provisions for so short a service. Butnot feeling at liberty to withhold. 
just compensation from our citizens, for services rendered in obedience to the, 
laws, at, a most inclement season of the year and for property furnished on the 
credit ofthe Slate, they recommend an appropriation of 19,000, out of which 
payments shall be made after a proper adjustment of the accounts by commis- 
sioners.

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REPORT OF THE MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE ON NEW 
COUNTIES. 
The minority of the Joint committee raised by the Two Houses of the Ge- 
neral Assembly on the subject of the-organization of New counties, conscious 
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of the important bearing and influence of that subject upon some of the leading 
_ _ and fundamental principles of the constitution and laws of this State; and dif- 
_fering essentially from the majority of that committee in their views, in refer- 
ence thereto, and the conclusions to which they have arrived, beg leave re- 
spectfully, to make the following Counter Report, embodying their opinions, 
in relation to the matter, and some of the leading reasons, in support of them. 

There has been, and is now pending before this General Assembly between 
twenty-five and. thirty separate and distinct applications and propositions, 
principally from the Southern, Western and Northern portions of the State, for 
the organization of new counties, outof which, the majority of the committee 
have agreed to report a bill, and recommend the organization of nineteen new 
and additional counties, to the sixty two counties, already organized in the 
State, and making in all Eighty One counties. - 

The second section of the Srd article of the Constitution ofthis State pro- 
vides that “each county shall have at least one Representative, but the whole 
number of Representatives shall never exceed one ltundred.” 

The 4th section of the same article, provides for taking the Census every 
four years, and that, at the first session hereafter the General Assembly shail 
“apportion the number of Representatives among the several counties, accord- 
ing to the number of free white male inhabitants therein.” This apportion- 
ment is made to take effect, and be carried out, as far as may be, at the next 
succeeding General Election; and in our Declaration of Rights, the framers 
of our Constitution, declared, “that all Elections shall be free and equal,” to 
the end, that the general, greatand essential principles of liberty, may be re- 
cognized and established. 

With these important and fundamental principles before us, we will proceed 
to examine the facts, tendencies and consequences of carrying out and sustain- 
ing the report in its full-extent. | 

At this apportionment cach of the 81 counties will have one representative. 
Should the House of Repreustatives be made to consist of 100 members, 
the largest and most favorable number for the views of the majority of the com- 
mittee, there will be but nineteen [19] additional members to divide among 
the older, and more populous counties, which, in the language of the Constitn- 
tion, are with the single member each is entitled to, to be “apportioned among 
the several counties according to the number of free white male inhabitants 
therein.” b l 

Now, the minority of the comwittee are fully apprised that by the spirit of 
the Constitution, it is not required and by the nature of the subject it could 
not be obtained, were it required, ‘that there should be an exact or mathemati- 
cal equality in such apportionment, constitutional enactments, as oll others, 
are to be construed according to their subject matter; and the unavoidable in- 
equality in an apportionment which, a partial deficit in some counties ora 
fractional surplus in others, may necessarily produce, has never been held or 
charged to the account of a violation of the Constitution. 

But inequalties over and above this, whether they are the proximate or 
remote consequences of Legislation, whereby some portions or districts of the 
State, or classes ofits citizens shall have greatly an over number and weight 
in the representation of the State, to the prejudice. and deprivation of other 
sections of the country or classes of our citizens is, as we conceive; directly 
forbidden by the spirit ofthe Constitution and destructive io those first ad fun- 
damental principles so emphatically and prominently set forth in that instru- 
ment. _ ~ E ps say 

It appears by the last census, taking that of the marshall, where the sheriffs 
of the counties have failed to make their returns, that there are in the State 
172,003 free white male inhabitants, and for its total population 381,754 souls 
in this State; assuming the greatest number then of which the House of Rep- 
reéentatives can consist, it will give 1720 free white males in a county, as the 
ratio for a single representative; but if the 277:7 population be taken as the ba- 
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sis of the calculation and for want of the-necessary facts, we are driven to its 
use, then it would require 3817 souls to be entitled to one member of the 
House, as a general proposition. But from the facts before the committee it 
does not appear that a solitary county, proposed to be organized by the bill 
reported by the majority of the committee, has the number of free white males 
assumed as the ratio in the above calculation, or the total population that 
would give evidence of its having such ratio. 

The proposed county of Dade approximates most nearly, having from the 
facts before us, a population of 3685,-a partial deficit which, inthe opinion of 
the minority of said committe, gomes well within that “necessary and unavoid- 
able” inequality allowable by the spirit of the Constitution. Were it not that 
2174 of that number is proposed to be taken from Barry county and thereby 
reducing the whole population.of Barry with a population of only-4,348, about 
onc halfand greatly below the ratio. k 

The second in order is the proposed county of Scotland, with an estimated 
population of 3000 souls. 

The three next highest ig population of the proposed new counties are Mis-- 
sissippi with an estimated fo/2/ population of 2894 Osage of 2760, and Wright 
of 2500. The first taken from Scott, will reduce the population of the latter 
to 2894; the second with an estimated: part of its population of 1800 taken from 
Pulaski; and the last with its whole 2500 taken from Pulaski also, will reduce 
its ute! to 1603, considerably less than half of the estimated ratio. | 

The total population of the proposed New counties then, descend in rapid 
progression, so that the five with the least estimated total population, sink to 
1300, 1270, 1250, 1150, and down to 835, being less than one fourth ofthe es- 
timated population indicating the ratio assumed, while they will at the same 
time reduce counties already organized irom which they are taken below that 
estimate. : l 

But it will, in our opinion be found under the operation of this bill, that 
there will be at least 65 counties with a single representative, amongst which, 
there must be those with a greater population than six thousand? 

There is another striking result that will be produced, worthy,of full con- 
sideration. There willbe a majority of the representation given to and elect- 
ed only by a total population of one hundred and twenty-four thousand seven 
hundred and eighty-eight, (124,788, ) while the remaining two hundred and 
fifty-six thousand nine hundred and sixty-six (256,966) souls will be repre- 
sented in the House by a minority of members. : 

This does seem to us to abrogate and annul those vital principles of the con- 
stitution which guarantee to our people an equal representation, and is, we 
respectfully state, in our opinion, at war with,-and forbidden by that insiru- 
ment to the support of which each member of both Houses and every officer, 
civil and military, solemnly sworn. a 

The minority of the committee are not unmindful, and feel as sensiblyas any 
the great inconveniences many ofour citizens labor under, who are- knocking 
at ihe door of the Legislature for organization. Wo believe too that the diffi- 
culties and obstacles which stand in their way, have beenand are the result 
in fact ofimprovident Legislation heretofore in the organization of counties 
with too sparse a population and upon promises and expectations of an early 
increase not realized by time, and in part upon the unwise policy of pairing 
down those counties so as to cripple their subsequent prosperity at the ingen- . 
ious and earnest solicitations of persons influenced only by local, selfish or 
mistaken considerations. i - 

Another very striking and important result flowing from the same cause is, 
ihe baneful and disastrous effects produced upon the finances of the State. 

It will be found by examination of the abstracts of the taxes reported by 
the Auditor, that no inconsiderable number of the counties fall short of yield- 
ing to the Treasury a nett revenue sufficient to discharge the travelling and 
per diem wages of their members to the Legislature, leaving the whole bur- 
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then of paying the Executive and Judicial officers of the State to be borne by 
those counties that are the greater sufferers by the injustice of this unequal 
representation. 

This isin effect giving the power of taxing the counties; which bear the 
principal burthen and expense of the Government, into the hands of the non- 
paying or rather least paying counties; which is a result that strikes us as ab- 
horrent to all correct views of ourrepublican institutions. ` 

All will recollect that it was the claiming the right to tax the colonies with- 
out representation, by the Parliament of Great Britain, that led to the War of 
Independence; and in the discussion of that subject the American Statesmen 
insisted on and established the principle that, taxation and representation 
were co-relative terms and should go hand in hand, or there could be no na- 
tional enjoyment of liberty and good government. Accordingly, this princi- 
ple has been engrafted into our Federal Constitution and governs atal times, 
the general government, when there is a resort tointernal or direct taxation; 
surely then, if our fathers of °76 in defence of this principle, were ready and 
did so freely peril their lives, therr fortunes and their sacred honor, we should 
pause and weigh well whatever measure of legislation shall seem to encroach 
upon or diminish the force of that principle. 

For these and other considerations, which we forbear now to press upon the 
consideration of the General Assembly. We have been constrained to differ 
and disagree with the majority of the committee and stand opposed to the 
passage of any law that shall render inoperative or violate those vital princi- 


ples to which we have refered in this report. :

REPORT ON PETITION FROM PIKE COUNTY. 


The seleet committee to which was refered the petition of certain citizens 
residing in the county of Pike, praying to have asmall strip of land on the 
northern part of said county in which they reside, attached to and made apart 
of Ralls county, have had the same under consideration and submit the follow- 
ing Report: 

‘The county of Pike now contains 642 square miles, being an excess over its 
constitutional quantity of 242 square miles. After attaching the quantity ask- 
ed for by the petitioners, (which is only 60square miles) to the county of Ralls, 
it will still leave tosthe county of Pike an excess of about 180 square miles. 
The citizens residing in the Territory which they desire to have annexed to 
the county of Ralls are subjected to very great inconvenience and expense in 
consequence of their now having to travel 15 or 20 miles to the county seat of 
Pike county. Your committee are therefore clearly of the opinion that the 
prayer of the petitioners is reasonable and just and should be granted, and to 
that end they report the accompanying billand recommend its passage.

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- REPORT ON LOTTERIES, &c. 


The committee on the Judiciary have had under consideration an act to 
amend “an act for the entire abolition of lotteries,” and have directed me te 
make the following report: 
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The committee find no fault with the leading policy of the bill. Its aim is 
noble and warranted by the soundest maxims of morality. The power of the 
Legislature to create lotteries is undoubted. The power to repeal is equally 
clear, where its exercise does not interfere with interests which no legal 
enactments can rightfully effect. Itis plain that under an authority to estab- 
lish a lottery, rights may accrue and those rights may become vested in indi- 
viduals. — 

When once vested, they are the property ofthose upon whom they are con- 
ferred and may be lawfully enjoyed so long as their exercise conforms to the 
terms upon which they have been granted. Rights originating undér an -au- 
thority to establish lotteries and appropriate the procceds to the erection of 
turnpike roads or any other legitimate end, after having been accepted, differ 
from rights to real estate or other property only in this, that they aré usuall 
burthened with conditions which, if not complied with, subject them to forfeit- 
ure. That forfeiture it is the province of the courts to ascertain and enforce. 
If the law, approved Feb. 8th, 1839, authorized the board of Trustees of New . 
Franklin to raise money by lottery for a prescribed purpose and to apply it af- 
terwards for the prosecution of that purpose, itis.not competent, in the opin- ` 
ion of this committee, for a subsequent Legislature, after the duties which that 
law imposes have been discharged, and the rights which it premises, have 
been accepted, to deny compensation forthe discharge.of those duties by ta- 
king away or otherwise impairing the value of those rights. 

—— Jf the conditions of the law have been complied with, if the powers which 
it confers, have been properly directed, if the privileges which it grants have 
been legitimately exercised. The committee deem it unwarranted and un- 
called for now to impose any other restrictions upon their . enjoyment than 
such as the aet itself prescribes. 

The bill ofrights declares that no ez post fucto law, or law impairing the 
obligation of contracts retrospective in its operation, can be passed; a retros- 
pective law has been defined to be a “Statute which takes away or impairs 

_ vested rights acquired under existing laws.” j 

Whether the bill which the committee have had under consideration comes 
within this prohibition of the Constitution, it is not their duty to determine. 
If it does, ifit takes away or even impairs vested rights acquired under exist- 
ing laws, then it is inoperative, because forbidden by a law which no legisla- 
„ture has the power to repeal, or the right to violate. Whether such is its effect 
your committee do not propose to enquire.

‘REPORT ON THE CLAIMS OF FRANCIS LEVERING. 


The committee on the Judiciary to which was referred the petition of sun- 

_ dry citizens of Clark county, in behalf of Captain Francis Levering, praying 

the Legislature to grant him remuneration for certain judgments obtained against 

him in Van Buren county, in the territory of Iowa, by citizens ofthat territory, 
have had the subject before them and have instructed me to report: 

That from the documents & evidence before the committee it appears that on 

lst December, 1839, and during the difficulty between this state and Iowa. 

~ Major General Willock of the fourteenth division, Missouri Militia, issued 

his order to said Levering as officer of the guard at Francisville, commanding 

— him to be vigilent in preventing any armed force, or other persons who might 

be suspected from crossing at that place &c’?—-which order (marked A.) is 

herewith filed. That in obedience to said order, said Levering arrested three 

persons, citizens of, Van Buren county, Iowa territory, viz: B. B. Rue, R. W. 

Billings, J. Stevenson, and detained them in his custody two or three days; 
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that since that time said persons have brought suits against him (Levering) and 
obtained judgments, in all to the amount $2800 as will appear from the co- 
pies of the records herewith filed, marked B and C. That at an early period 
of the present session, said Levering appeared atthis place, presented his pe- 
tition to this House, which was referred to your committee not then having 
sufficient evidence before them to warrant their action at that tire, advised 
him to return—procure copies of the records—take counsel as to the proprie- 
ty of defending against said judgments, and ascertain on what terms they 
might be compromised, a copy of whichadvice, marked D, is herewith filed. 
Said Levering has taken this course,-and now by his agent, Mr. Parmer, 
lays before us the evidence of his having compromised said judgments, and 
paid them off atthe sum of $351 56-100, which evidence is contained in the 
papers, E, F and G, herewith filed. l 

Taking all these circumstances together, your committee are of opinion that 
justice and good faith to its citizens require that the State should remunerate 
Mr. Levering for his loss. He was acting in the discharge of a duty imposed 
on him by law, and the order of his superior officer, and the State should in- 
demnify him for any loss sustained thereby. Your committee are also ot the 
opinion that the compromise has been made-on the most favorable terms to 
Mr. Levering and to the State, and that to compromise the said judgments was 
the most economical course for him and the State that he could have pursued. 

Your committee therefore recommend to the House the passage of the ac- 
companying bill for his relief. l

faithful performance of said contracts on their part. 

The committeee therefore recommend a further appropriation of $25,000 
to finish the Capitol, and have directed me te report a billto that effect.

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REPORT ON STATE CAPITOL, &c. 


The committee on Public Buildings to which was refered the Report of the 
Commissioners to superintend the erection of the State Capitol, together with 
the accompanying documents, submit the following Report: B 

Your committee have carefully examined the contracts and bills for mate- 
rials furnished and labor done in erecting the Capitol, and are of opinion that 
the prices paid for the same are as low as could have been expected under all 
the circumstances, and in our opinion the commissioners have faithfully per- 
fobmed their duties in carrying out the views of the last General Assembly for 
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tne completion of the Capitol. All the materials used in the erection of the 
building appear tobe of good quality and the work well executed. Taken in 
the aggregate, the building has, in our opinion, been erected at as small, an - 
expense as any building of the same magnitude and materials in the western 
country and is a building that the people of Missouri may be proud of, 

From the report of the commissioners it appears that A. L. Boggs & Co., 
were employed by the commissioners as agents-to purchase the copper and 
some of the other materials for the use ofthe Capitol, for which a reasonable 
compensation was to be allowed said Boggs & Co. A. L. Boggs & Co., as 
appear from the report of the commissioners, made the purchases of copper 
and other materials alluded to. ‘The Board offered to allow said Boggs & Co. 
two and one half per cent commission, which they refused to accept and by 
agreement refered the matter.to the General Assembly for adjustment. Your 
committee have examined letters from several merchants addressed to the 
commissioners on the subject, and are of opinion thattwo and one half per 
cent is the compensation most usually paid in such transactions and recom- '’ 
mend that said Boggs & Co., be required to refund to the commissioners 
$179 11-100 as the unexpended balance of the money advanced to them. 

Your cominittee recommend that the present commissioners -be continued 
in office. They believe that it would be prejudicial to the interests of the 
State to employ an entire new set of commissioners at this time. They, also 
recommend that one or more suitable persons be employed to guard and pro- 
tect the capitol, to be under the supervision and control of the commissioner. 
ofthe permanent seat of government. They also recommend thata Franklin 
or Lightning rod be erected at each end of the Capitol to prevent'the danger 
of the building being destroyed by lightning. 

Your committee also recommend that the amount offunds now in the Treas- 
ury received on account of the sale of loisin the city of Jefferson, be appropri- 


_ated to the payment ofsuch claims for work done on the Capitol as are audit- 


ed and do not exceed one hundred dollars each in amount. . 

It appears from the report of the commissioners that m order to preserve 
the building from being injured by exposure to the weather, and to have it in 
condition for the reception of the General Assembly, that they have expended 
about $22,000 over the former appropriations. This sum the State now owes 
and in the opinion of your committee it will require an additional appropriation 
of six or eight thousand dollars to finish the Treasurer’s and Auditors offices, 
and put the building in a condition not to be injured by the weather. There 
appears also to be several contracts in a state of forwardness for the comple- 
tion of different portions of the building which are not yet completed. 

From the report of the commissioners and the estimate of Stephen Hills, 
the architect, it appears that an appropriation of 52,000 including the amount 
now’ due, will complete the building. They are therefore of opinion that $52,- 
000 ought to be appropriated, & they recommend the passage ofa bill to that 
effect, accompanying this report. All of which is respectfully submitted. *

REPORT ON THE CONTROVERSY BETWEEN VIRGINIA AND 
g. . NEW YORK. 


The committee on Federal Relations to which was refered so much of the 
Governor’s_message ‘and the accompanying documents as relates to the can- 
troversy between Virginia and New York arising from the refusal of the Exe- 
cutive of the latter state to surrender çertain fugitives from Justice upon the 
requisition of the Executive of Virginia, submit the following Report: = 
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In July 1839, the Executive of Virginia in puřsuance of the laws and Con- 
stitution of the United States, made a demand upon the Governor of the State 
of New York for the surrender of three persons, fugitives from Justice then 
in New York, who were duly charged with stealing a slave in Virginia, the 
property of a citizen of the latter state. 

The Governor of New Yorkrefused to comply with this demand and assign- 
ed as his reason for the refusal], that the right to demand and the obligation to 
surrender fugitives from Justice, embrace only those cases wherein the offence 
charged is recognized as such by the laws of both States, that the provision of 
the constitution of the United States relative to fugitives from Justice embra- 
ces only those cases wherein the offence charged would be treasonable, felon- 
ious or criminal by the laws of the State in which the fugitive may be found 
and that no law of New York recognizes a human being as property and thet 
therefore the taking of one human being from another could not be criminal. 

Serious considerations are presented to us by this state of facts. They ex- 
tend not only to the safety of our property but to personal security. They 
embrace not only the jurisdiction of a State Government, but also the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States, and indeed, in their ultimate bearing, they extend to 
the very existence of our happy Government. 

Slavery has been recognized by the laws of almost all, ifnot every civilized 
nation. At the time of the adoption of the constitution ofthe United States, 
every State but Massachusetts permitted Slavery. New York was one of the 
last to abolish it. The constitution recognizes it, and it is the opinion of your 
committee that the paragraph of the 2nd sec. of the 4tù article was introduced 
into that instrument expressly to provide for the recaption of fugitive slaves. 
‘The people of the South would never have given their assent to the Constitu- 
tion unless ample provision in their opinion, was contained in it securing to 
them the right of property in their slaves. It is therefore a work of superoga- 
tion to prove that slaves are property. 

The 2nd paragraph of the 2nd section ofthe 4tharticle of the Constitution 
of the United States provides that, ‘a person charged in any State with trea- 
son, felony or other crime, who shall flee from justice and be found in another 
- State shall, on demand of the Executive authority of the State from which he 
fled, be delivered up, to be removed to the State having jurisdiction of the 
crime.” 

This language is plain and explicit and itseems the height of absurdity to 
contend that this provision of the Constitution only embraces those cases 
where the offence with which the fugitive from justice was charged is trea- 
sonable, felonious or criminal according to the laws of the State in which he 
may be found. If such a construction-is correct any state, by a repeal ofher 
criminal code would become the asylum of thieves, robbers and assassins., 

The right to demand imposes upon the other party the duty to arrest-and 
surrender. This duty is enjoined by the constitition ofthe United States, 
, and a refusal to comply with a demand, when lawfully made is as open and 
flagrant a violation of the constitution as to deny to a criminal the right of trial 
by an impartial jury. Your committee therefore believe that the refusal of the 
Governor of the state of New York to surrender these fugitives from Justice, 
is a palpable violation of the constitution. z ‘ 

To what final result such a course’ of conduct will lead, we will not conjec- 
ture—but certain we are that if those who feloniously-take our property are 
to be shielded and protected by the authority of the non-slaveholding states 
from the punishment justly due for their offences, the friendly relations existing 
between the north and the south must be severed. When the constitution 
fails to afford us that protection which is guaranteed to us, we must protect 
ourselves. ‘This is no less our right than our duty. <

to make the following report: i 

Your committee find on examination of the report that the amount paid on 
account of the Osage War‘and the Mormon Warby the paymaster General, is 
$92,195 31-100, of which amount your committee-findthat the sum of $11,- 
032 00 was paid on account of the Osage War, and the sum of $81,163 31-100 
was paid on account of the Mormon’ War leaving a balance unpaid on 
account of the Osage War, of $10,114 91-100, and on account of the Mor- 
mon war, unpaid the sum of $69,539 24-100, which leaves a total amount un- 
paid of $79,654 15-100. ; l 

Your committee find the amounts due the several divisions and unpaid, as 
appears from the report of the paymaster General, to be as follows, viz: Un- 
paid in tire Osage War, 4th division, $2,860 55-100; 7th division, 7,254 36-100. 
Unpaid on account of the Mormon War, 1st division, $2,606 94-100; 3rd di- 
vision, $35,668 68-100; 4th division, £6,598 31-100; 5th division, $3,380 52- 
100; 6th division #1,405 20-100;-12th division, $8,548 68-100, 14th division, 
$11,331 31-100, giving a total amount unpaid, of $79,654 15-100, as above. 

It appears from the report above refered to, that’ the paymaster General 
has drawn from the bank of the State of Missouri the sum of 293,866 66-100, 
of which sum $92,195 21-100 has been paid ont as above mentioned, leaving a 
balance in the hands of the Paymaster general of $1671 25-100, which is re- 
tained by that officer’ for services rendered by him and to pay claims in the 
Quartermasters department, which your committee believe to be correct. ~ 

From the document accompanying the reports above mentioned, it appears 
that the aforesaid sum of $92,195 31-100.was paid out under the immediate 
direction of the Governor, in the following named counties, viz: Gasconade, 

- Franklin, Cole, Cooper, Howard, Randolph, Macon, Chariton, Carroll, Ray, 
Lafayette, Jackson, Van Buren, Rives, (Henry) and Johnson. - : 
Alf of which is respectfully submitted.

REPORT ON CONTRACTS FOR BUILDING THE STATE 

| CAPITOL. 

The select committee on the part of the House to which was refered the 
investigation of all contracts pertaining to the State Capitol have had the same 
under consideration and beg leave to submit the following Report: 

Your committee have investigated with much care the various contracts 
made by the commissioners with different individuals in the progress of the 
work and have moreover taken sundry depositions touching the same, and find 
that most of the important contracts were made at stipulated prices in the alter- 
native that the work when completzd should be measured by competent, dis- 
interested men and the prices to conform to those at St. Louis for similar 
work, at their discretion. 

The total want of practical experience on the part of the Commissioners, in 
architectural science, as well as in the ordinary prices paid for mechanical 
labor, rendered this course advisable in guarding the interests of the State a- 
gainst imposition and in reviewing their official conduct; the commissioners 
seem to have evinced a due regard to the high responsibilities imposed upon 
them by the law, as well as for the best interests of the State. 

-From the general tenor of the evidence which is herewith submitted, includ- 
ing the testimony of Mr. Hills, the superintendant of the building, whose prac- 
tical knowledge and architectural skill cannot be questioned, your committee 
conclude that taking into view the faithful execution of the work and charac- 
ter of the materials, that the commissioners could not have procured skillful 
and eficient mechanics on more advantageous terms, _ 

Your committee recommend the usnal per diem pay to be allowed to B. F. 
Tarr for his services as clerk during the investigation and ask to be discharg- 
ed from the further consideration of the subject. .

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REPORT ON THE PETITION OF JEFFERSON MORROW. 


. The select committee to which was referred the memorial-of Jefferson Mor- 
row, collector of Macon county, after having given thesubject due considera- 
tion, have instructed me to make the following report: eee 

Your committe find that Macon county, with the territory attached thereto, 
is seventy eight miles in length and thirty in width, with settlements inter- 
spersed all through it. i l 

The county is so extensive that the county court saw the necessity of allowing 
the assessor a longer time to make out and return his assessment than the law 
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requires, which made it as late as the first of October, before the books of the 
assessor came into the hands of the collector. The law requires that the col- 
lector demand the taxes twice before he can destrain for the same. - It is con- 
fidentiy believed that under the great pecuniary embarrassments under which 
our country is laboring, that but few would be able to pay their taxes on the 

—first.call, and to callon the people genérally the second time could not well be 
done by the first of January. 

The Committee find that the collector after going through the county per- 
sonally and making what collections he could, appointed a deputy in each 
township with instructions to collect as early as could be done, and’ has been 
continually going from place to place to expedite the collection. In several 
of the Townships he gave the deputy 3 per cent. more than the law gives the 
collector. 

Your committee are convinced that the collector has used due diligence to 
collect the revenue, and the failure to collect itin due time is not attributable 
to his negligence, but grew out of circumstances not under his control, and 
that the collection has been a loosing business to him—that it would be a great 
hardship on him to compel him to pay the penalty incurred for failing to pay in 
at the time required by law. \ 

Viewing all the circumstances of the case, itis believed that he ought to be 
freed from the payment of such penalty, for which purpose the committee 
have instructed me to report the bill accompanying this-report.

REPORT ON THE INCORPORATION OF THE TOWN OF 
LEXINGTON. _ 


The sclect committee to which was referred the petition of sundry inhabit- 
ants of the town of Lexington, for the passage of an act incorporating said 
town, and also the remonstrance-of other citizens of the same against the pas- 
sage of such act, beg leave to submit the following report. 

The town of Lexington was many years ago, selected as the seat of Jus- 
tice of Lafayette county,.and was also some years since incorporated by au- 
thority of the Court or an act of the General Assembly. 

Lexington is situated about one mile from the Missouri river, that is, from 
the Lexington landing and Ferry, at which point on the riversome two years 
or more since, a new town was laid off extending back from the river so as to 
cover Lexington, sometimes called New Lexington, and sometimes the addi- 
tion to the town of Lexington, and the plat of said town was filed or recorded 
in the recorder’s office of said county in the name of an addition to the town 
of Lexington. : 

The Court House and other public buildings are in the old town, as also 
the land office and post office, bnt the population is greater in the 
new than the old town, and is still rapidly increasing, so thatin the event of 
incorporating them together-as asked for by the petitioners, the inhabitants of 
the new town would have the controling influence in all matters within the 
limits and power of the corporation. ; 

The petitioners claim that both towns constitute but one, in fact—this po- 
sition is denied by those who remonstrate. The committee can see nothing 
in the facts before them to justify this claim by the petitioners and can but re- 
gard New and old Lexington as two towns with conflicting interests. 

A large majority of the citizens that own property in the old town and none 
in the new, join in the remonstrance against the passage of the act prayed for 
and earnestly protest against the passage of an act which would subject their 


\ 
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interests to the direction and control of those having in many ¥Yespects con- 
flicting interests. ; 

The committee are of opinion that the remonstrance is well founded, and 
that it would be unjust to force on the citizens of the old town the act of in- 
corporation prayed for, against the expressed will of a majority of the citizens 
of the old town, and recommend that the prayer of the petitioners be not 

ranted. - a 
i The committee recommend the passage ofan act incorporating tke new 
town of Lexington if desired by its citizens, but not to include the citizens of 
the old town. i

' STATE SCHOOL FUND. 


By the provisions of the first article of “an act-to provide for the organiza- 
tion, support and government of Common Schools,” all moneys heretofore de- 
posited or which shall hereafter be deposited with this state according to the act 
of Congress, entitled “an act to regulate the deposit of Public Moneys, passed 
June 23d, 1834. The proceeds of land now or heretofore belonging to the 
State known as Salinelands, of all lands now or hereafter vested in this State 
by escheat, or by purchase or forfeiture for taxes, and the interest, dividends, 
proceeds and profits of such moneys and lands until a distribution shall be au- 
thorized by law, were created and established-afund for the support of com- 
mon schools within this State, to be called and known as “The State School 
fund.” Thesecond section of said article declares the fund thereby created 
shall be and remain a permanent fund, and the accruing interest, dividends 
and profits shall be added to, and become a part of such permanent fund, until 
the principal shall amount to five hundred thousand dollars, and thereafter un- 
til distribution of such interest, dividends and profits may be made. 

By the statement below it will be seen that the permanent fund has exceeded 
the fumd above specified, (to wit:) $500,000. The interest and dividends de- 
clared on Ist Jan., 1840, were properly, “State School Moneys,” subject to 
distribution; but as no organization of common schools had then been made and 
reported to the Superintendent, sufficient to justify an apportionment and dis- 
tribution, the same was, and has since been made a part of the permanent fund 
which consists of the following:

It will be seen by the foregoing exhibit on statements No. 1 & 2, that the 
amount of warrants drawn and payable out of the revenue, greatly exceeds the 
receipts into the Treasury under that head for the same period, exclusive of 
_ the balance in the Treasury on the first-day of October, 1888. , This arises 

from the fact, that the amount necessary to meet the special appropriations far 
exceeds the sum ever appropriated in this State by special acts. Uunder this * 
head willbe found the several sums paid under the acts respectively, and also 
that the aggregate amount exclusive of the act to pay the Militia &c., is thesum 
of $44,838 15, in this sùm the payments of the debts due by the Penitentiary, 
and amount paid for permanent improvements, made in conformity with the act 
for leasing the Penitentiary, by thé agents and keepers are included, the for: 
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mer of which, contrary to all expectation, when the act passed, amounts to 
the sum of $8,233 94, and the latter, though not more than might have been 
expected to the sum of $24,110 95, making an aggregate sum of 32,844 89, 
and this is exclusive ofthe amount appropriated for clothing and feeding the 
convicts, by act of fourth of January, 1839, in favor of William S. Burch, the 
then Warden $500,00; and the amount appropriated, and expended under the 
head of contingent expenses of the Penitentiary by the general appropriation 


bill. This will account for the small balance in the Treasury of the revenue 


fund, on the 30th Sept. last. The amount of revenue received is not so great 
as it should have been owing to the default of some of the collectors whose 
names and amounts, will in due time be reported, one of these gentlemen, has 
retained avery large amount of the revenue of 1839, under the plea that the 
same, through the default of some of the ofiicers had not been certified against 
him at the time of his annual settlement of his account, although he did not 
pretend, nor does he now pretend, that he had not collected the money at the 
time he should haye paid the same into the Treasury. I would most respect- 
fully suggest to the General Assembly the propriety of so amending the law 
governing this matter as to impose penalties on collectors for failing to pay 
over all moneys in their hands or which ought to have been in hand on the first 
Monday in December, in each year, whether the same had then been certified 
ornot by the proper court. And further, that the Auditor of Public Accounts 
be authorized by law to make up the accounts of collectors in the month. of 
December, in each year, or as soon thereafter as practicable, and against all 
such as fail to make payment in due time to issue his warrant of distress a- 
gainst the principal and securities; experience has proven that the present 
mode of sueing on the bonds of collectors, does not insure the speedy collec- 
tion and payment of the revenue into the Treasury; until the revision of the 
Statues in 1835, this power was vested by law in the Auditor. 

The Auditor of Public Accounts deems it a duty incumbent on him to again 
call the attention of the Legislature to the great expense of costs in criminal 
cases paid out of the State Treasury, at the last session of the General Assem- 
bly there was upwards of $28000 appropriated for “Pay of General Contin- 
gent Fund.” This large appropriation has been exhausted for several months, 
and the greater portion of it was consumed in the payment of these bills of 
costs. Since the appropriation has been expended a very considerable num- 
ber have been presented, and allowed, but not paid for want of appropriation; 
in addition to those, upon which certificates have been granted, information 


has been received of the existence of others not yet passed upon by the Audi- 


tor, which together will amount to between 8 & 10,000 dollars, many of these 
are in the hands of the collectors ofthe revenue, who will rely upon them for 
paying the amount due by them into the Treasury; warrants on the Treasury 
cannot be drawn without an appropriation by law, I would therefore respect- 
fully suggest tothe Legislature the propriety ofmaking an appropriation suffi- 
cient to meet all such claims as may be presented by collectors, so as,to-en- 
able them to pay the debts due by them respectively to the Treasury, at as 
early a day as practicable and convenient.-

In compliance with the resolution ofthe House, of the 19th instant, making 
inquiry relative to the State debt, &c., the Auditor of Public Accounts .has 
the honor to make the following statement: .* ye hee 

At the time of the passage of the act establishing the Penitentiary, the 

_ state debt consisted of the third and fourth instalments of the debt heretofore 
contracted, and amounted (as afterwards paid) to the sum of $32,871 25. 

- By an “Act to authorize the Governor to pay off the State Loan,” approved 
the 13th day of February, 1833, the Governor was empowered to purchase up 
the State debt, under certain limitations, under this act and an act passed at. 
the same session, were borrowed, from time to time, of the Seminary and 
Saline funds, sums which, together with the interest which accrued on the 
same up to the 12th day of April, 1837, (the time when the Seminary and 
Saline funds were invested in Bank stock, ) amounted to the sum of $89,631 27, 
‘and which, at that time, constituted the State debt; since which period, as 
appears by an official statement made to this office from the office of the Sec- 
retary of State; there have been issued and delivered to the Bank, bonds of 
the State, which include the debt as set out in my report of the 19th instant, 
with the exception of the above amount due to the Seminary and Saline funds, 
and the first loan for building the Capitol, as follows:

In laying this Report before ihe General Assembly, the Treasurer deems it 
his duty to call your attention to the following observations, and submits thèm ` 
for your consideration: Agreéable fo the annexed report, the balance of mo- 
ney remaining in the Treasury on the first of October, 1840, is $65,393 03, 
whith is composed of different funds, a part of which has been placed to the 
credit of the Treasurer, in the’ Bank of Missouri. ` 'Fhe above amount includes 
State stock Dividends amounting to £52,869 60, the statement of the Bank. 
with the ‘Treasurer accompanying this report, shows a credit in the Bank to 
the Treasure of $46,350 44, consequently the Treasurer has overdrawn on 
the State dividends the sum of $6,519 16. The Bank, in their account current 
forwarded to thé Treasurer, had erroneously placed to the credit of the Trea- 
surer a greater sum than he was justly entitled to. The amount overdrawn is 
now in the Treasury, and will be replaced in the Bank, to make up “the divi- 
dends. The Treasurer will also call your attention to the State Stock divi- 
dends, which oughtto be in the Bank amounting to 52,869 60. The cashier 
of the Bank, notified the Treasurer at sundry ‘times, of dividends which had . 
become due, and placing them to the account current with the Treasurer; in 
accordance with the law relating to the State stock dividends; have taken 
them to pay the interest on the State bonds, and other purposes, without ; the 
Anditor’s having issued any warrant, or allowing the Treasurer any credit for 
the same; the amount so taken by the Bank, to pay the interest on the bonds 
and for other purposes should be placed to the credit of the Treasurer, in the 
books of the Auditor and his warrant issued for the same—otherwise the Trea- 
sarer is charged with more money than is in his possession, and bécomes re- 
sponsible for money which is placed beyond his control. In the balance of 
money remaining in the Treasury on the ist of October, 1840, apart is in wolf 
certificates, to the number of 7,629 which have been received from different 
collectors and forms a part of the revenue paid in from their respective coun- 
ties, when those certificates are redeemed atthe Treasury the object òf the 
Jaw is accomplisned; the Treasurer is not aware of dny benefit arising to the 

g 


‘ State in keeping them from year to year. 


In the balance of money transfered by the Administrator of the late Trea- 
surer, a part were in wolf certificates; this office would be disburdened and 
the Treasurer would be relieved from part of the responsibility, if the com- 
mittee who have examined the Books of this offiee would destroy them, and 
tue amount be placed to his credit on the books ofthe Auditor. 

It gives the Treasurer great pleasure to inform the General Assembly, that 


— he has received from the Treasurer of the United States, a Treasury drafton 


the Bank of Missouri for $67,233 03, belonging to the 3 per cént fund of 
this state, subject by Jaw to be divided among the different, counties. The 
Bank has paid within the two fiscal years; two checks drawn by the late Trea- 
surer, and charged in the account current to the Treasurer $42,71 ; a credit 
„to the same amount should be entered on the books of the Auditor, and charged 
to the account of the late Treasurer. -

The Bank has paid out for specie and for specie funds, since the Ist No- 
vember, 1838, the sum of $330,725 08 to wit: specie &c., purchased before 
the 12th November; 1839, amount to#186,861 34, and on and after that date 
the sum of $121,607 75. The depreciation of fands invested in specie, was 
$22,366 99, which latter amcunt, together withthe amounts of specie given 
make the sum first stated. ‘Lhe purchase was made with paper of suspended, ° 
Banks, remaining in the Bank, or deposites made previous ta the suspension 
of spécie payments by the Banks, and between that period and the 12th No- | 
vember, 1839, and with drafts on Philadelphia, on institutions debtor to this, ʻi 

they having also suspended. The purchases were made principally through i 
` the officers and directors of the Bank, except the employment of Harvey’ St. |' 
John, who was paid 1-4 of 1 percent. for such portion ashe purchased. 
When the negotiations were made for the purchase of specie, they were gener- 
ally forthwith consummated at the counter—some slight deviations may have 
been made from this course, but tdo small to be worth notice, and in fact ‘not 
now recollected. . : 

Answer to 4th question. 

The Bank has lost nothing on the value of gold, it being taken at the value 
affixed to it by Congress U. S., and when paid out by the Bank it has never 
been done at a less rate. .

The amount of Government drafts bought by the Bank was $141,143.25, 
and js comprised in the specie and specie funds, stated in answer to 3d° 
question. 

Answer to 6th question. ° 

The amount paid for transportation of specie to meet Government transfer 
drafts since Ist November, 1838, is $16,758 54, this includes insurance and 
all expenses. 

Answer to 7th question, 

No specie has been sent east for sale, except about $6000 of mixed silver —- 
coins. The Bank made an arrangement in the month of September 1839, for 
two hundred thousand dollars to be forwarded to the Bank of the United 
States of Pennsylvania, to be drawn against by this Bank, at her pleasure, the 
Bank in Philadelphia to pay the expenses of transportation, When shipments 
of gold have been made, a part have been disposed ofat a small premium. .

The Bank has soldno bonds of the State since Ist Nov., 1838. The Bank 
has effected’a loan of five hundred thousand dollars, upon which she hypothe-

Ist. January, 1840, was $346,715.28, and the amount on 26th October 1840, 
$197,600 45. The amount of specie on'deposite by individuals on the 12th: 
N avember, 1839, was as nearly as. can beascertained about $219,572. 14, con- ’ 
sisting of specie "deposited, gnd the.notes of:this.bank, The amount consi-.; 
dered currency to the credit of individuals, at that date, was $418, 185 66, be-. 
ing notes of suspended banks, which had been paid into bank previous to that 
date.

_ The Bank received the deposites of the Umted States, under the terms ‘of 
what'is known as the “deposit act” of congress, and agreed and bound herself 
‘under security, (the directors and othérs binding themselves-individually for 
the full performance of her undertaking) to pay all drafts made on her, and to 
make transfer of such amounts of the government funds, as‘might be required 
to be made, to such points as might be designated. i 

The government has required of the bank a transfer of seven hundred and 
twenty thousand dòllars of the amount standing to its credit, to the city af New- 
York; but a negotiation is now pending for a recall of $122,000 of that amount, 
leaving that to be paid here, which it is believed will be done, and which in 
fact has already been partly agreed for. The balance, $598,0000, funds have 
been raised in the Hast, (in part as by answer to Sth interrogatory) and by 
amounts now to the credit of this Bank, and on bills of exchange maturing. 
The payments have to be in specie or its equivalent. 

It is considered proper to add that there may be some omisions in answering, 
but if any thing should present itself—it will be promptly supplied—the short- 
ness of time afforded precludes, perhaps, the idea that all is correct.

Nathaniel Childs, jr., being duly sworn, deposetb and saith, that he is second 
teller of the Bank ofthe State of Missouri, and in that capacity has charge of 
the specie [silver and gold,} on hand from time to time in the vault of said 
bank. That on the 16th or 17th day of January last, being directed by H. ; 
Shurlds, Cashier of said Bank, to put up one hundred tnonsand dollars in gold 
for shipment to New York. ‘This deponent went into the vault of said Bank, 
and carried up stairs all the gold then on hand, except one bag, and upon the 
table immediately back of the discount clerk’s desk, about nine o’clock in the 
morning of the said day above stated, commenced to assort and count up-said 
gold. ‘This deponent further states, that he assorted all tue forcien coin, pla- 
cing each kind by itself upon trays until itavas all counted out, after which it 
was carefully put up in smali bags as ter as pessible in even amounts, as will i 
appear by the accompanying table ofthe number of bags witn their respective 
kind of coin and amour contamed in each. This denonent further states, 
that after the gold was placed in the several bags there was a small strip of 
paper, having the number of peices of coin, with the gross amount marked up- 
on it, and placed in the top of the bag, the mouth of cach still remaining open, 
the several bags were then removed to one end of the table, and placed close 
‘together, and from thence to the other end, where the strip of paper was taken” 
out—the amount taken down on a clean sheet of paper—the strip of paper 
then replaced imthe bag, and it tied round with a piece of red tape—after the 
amount of each bag was taken down, and the aggregate ascertained—there 
wasa eomparison made with the statement upon the specie book up io that day 
in order to ascertain its correctness, the amount was then found to agree with 
the specie account which satisñed this deponent that the gold was correctly 
counted. i l 

_ Thekeg, which was one ofthe common specie kegs used in the Bank of 
Missouri, was then brougt by Mr. Hammond, the porter of the bank, and the 
gold was handed by Mr. Dent, one bag at a time, from the table to the depo- 
nent, and by him packed in the keg. After all the bags were packed (twen- | 
ty-three in number) the keg was found to be not quite full, and to fill it full so 
as to prevent its rattling when rolling; there was put into the top of the keg a 
gunny bag upon which this deponent stepped with his feet in order to press it 
down, so as to fit in the headofthe keg. ‘This deponent further states, that 
the keg was packed full and tight, so asto prevent any rattling being made by 
it when rolling; and he farther states that abontthree o’clock of the same day

The Bank 
of Missouri checked for perhaps $20 or $30,000, receiving coin in payment. 
Some of these checks were paid, I believe, before the Bank U. States suspen- 
ded in October, 1839—the majority were protested for non-payment, because 
the holders demanded specie, which the bank of United States refused to pay; 
however it is proper to state that the Bank U. States proposed .to pay the 
whole in her suspended bank notes, some parties did receive payment in this 
manner, others refused, and returned their checks-to the Bank of Missouri for 
payment, which was promptly done, ¿n corn. She bank further agreed to pay 
the holders all legal damages, which was only demanded in a few instances, if 
any—the parties expressing themselves satisfied with a reimbursement of the 
principal, interest and costs in coin. Some short time “after this event, the 
Bank U. States passed the balance of this remittance to the credit of the loan 
made by the undersigned for-the Bank of Missouri, just before he sailed to Eu- 
rope, which was entirely acceptable to the bank of Missouri. The amount of 
the loan made at that time is now reported to the Legislature. $150,000 of 
this loan was to pay the general goverament. The debt contracted with the 
Bank U. Statcs, is now paid. . 

Some time in July last, the Bank U. States drew on the Bank of Missouri, 
for $100,000 the balance due her, as alledged, and demanded payment in coin, 
and in-coin only.
